The public confidence in the credit of the State is most grat- 


ifying, and I refer you to the reports of the Secretary and State . 


Treasurer, for particular statements of its fiscal affairs. 

To meet the demands that will be made on the Treasury 
during the year 1852, I recommend that a tax be levied at 
your'present session, to be assessed and collected during the

credit of the State. A Treasury adequate to discharge the 
current expenses of government as they occur, is nednaee by 
true economy and prudence.

Serious complaints are raised against the présent system of 
conducting the administrative affairs of Counties. It is urged, 
that the Board of Supervisors 1s, in most cases, too numerous 


to insure a speedy and economical discharge of the duties im-, 


posed by law upon that body. Such is the opinion I enter-. 
tain, and your attention is directed to it, to elicit consideration 
and apply the remedy, if the complaints are well founded.

- During the winter and spring, serious apprehensions of dan- - 


ger were entertained by some of our citizens residing nortb.of 
the.. Wisconsin river, from.the return of.numerau$.bands of 
the Winnebago Indians to their old hunting grounds;-and the 
military arm; of the State was strongly solicited: te'protect. our 
people, and remove them from the State. Not participating 
in. these alarms, and désirous gr Obtain eorrect information 
‘ployed an agent known to them,’ and. dagha uted with, their 
character, to visit the localities occupied by-them, for the puz- 

pose of persuading them to leave the State,and quiet, the fears 

ofthe people. The course pursued, L.am happy. to state, 

practically accomplished the desired object. The expenses 


of this agent, amounting to $213 47, I paid out ofthe appro- 
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priation made to defray the eontingetit expences of ue 
State. 

This nation have nearly all inen removed from otür State 
during last season, by the agent of the general government ém- 
ployed for that purpose, and it is believed that the mode òf 
removal adopted was the most effective and economical. .: 

I recommend a re-organization of the militia, so far ‘as de- 
clating what persons shall constitute it, directing the proper

Mr. Alexander Vattemare's system of international litezary 


und scientific exchanges, was brought to the notice of theleg- | 


islature at its session in 1849, through the executive, bya 
communication from him, stating its object and the progress 
made in the United States in perfectingTit. „Å second com- 
munication has been received, which, with the former, is laid 
‘before you, and I invite your co-operation in aid of this. en- 
terprise. Several States of the Union are enlisted in support 
of the system, and benefits of the highest value, and such as 
should command the countenance of the representatives, of an 
ehlightened people, are resulting from it. ; 

The constitution vests in the legislature the power of des- 
ignating the manner of appointing the Chief Justice of the Su- 
preme Court.. The existing laws not providing for suth ap- 
pointment, legislation is required fo meet it, as the first. Chief 
Justice has left the bench. 

The Secretary of State reports, that the officers who have 
in charge the collection of docket fees, imposed upon suitors 
in the courts of record, and of fines imposed for the violations 
wf the criminal laws, do not report and account for the monies 
received from these sources, in a manner to comport with their 
official obligations. The subject is brought to your notice; 
that a more rigid accountability of the constitutional: aud le- 
gal duty of these officers may be eriforced. 

The claim of the State for scrip and territorial bonds against 
the National Treasury, is still in process of adjustment, and 
will be, I am assured, closed during the present winter. The 

„amount expected to be realized is about $6,000 or $8,000. 

The State Library reqti:es replenishing, and I c:lled the 

attention of your predecessors to the importance and necessity 
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of appropriating the means for this object. . An examination 
will render obvious this necessity, and the importance of ma~ 
king such additions as will give that practical utility to -thé 
Library for which it was established. Itis estimated that 
the sum of $2,500 will be requisite for this purpose, and I 
strongly.urge and recommend the appropriation of this sum, 
to place it in a position torresponding with the character of 
our State. i : 

The ten outstanding territorial bonds,of $1,000. each, fall due 
on the 20th of June next. I trust that provision will be niade 
for their payment, with accruing interest, at your present ses- 
sion, ; 

Benton and Garfield hold an unadjusted clhim of over $800 
against the State, contracted by the late Territory at an early 
day. These old liabilities deserve our attention and examin- 
ation, and, if found to be equitable, should be liquidated and 
discharged. Our well established public credit should be 
sustained, and a prompt compliance of our pecuniary obliga- 
tions is the sure way of doing s». 

In laying before you the condition of the State, I cannot 
omit bringing to your notice the agency of the Wisconsin 
Marine and Fire Insurance Company, in supplying this and 
some adjoining States with a paper currency, in derogation of 
the express provision of its charter, the constitution and gen- 
eral law of the State. The operations of this institution as 
à bank of issue and circulation, are too well known to you 
and the people to require a detailed history here.  Whwi*this 
Company and individuals are permitted to exercise with "fm 
punity, these important reserved rights and powers of :the 
people, is a question to which a response, sustained by sound 
argument, reason or policy, cannot be given. It is due to 
the credit of the State, that such open violation of its legis- 
lation, should receive the appropriate judicial sérutiny and- de- 
termination. Such legislation as will reach the evil, ‘edtrect 
it, and asecrtain the legal rights and powers of this ‘corporation 
under its charter and the law, is urged for your action. 
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7 Atmay be urged that-public sentiment is favorable to the 
Syst of banking. If so the constitution has declared the 
manner such privileges may be exercised, under the sanction 
of legal enactment. ,, Should our-people demand the adoption 


of. this system, as conducive to their interests, let it be estab- . 


lished under the mantle of the constitution, with such safe- 
guards as will protect it from abuse; and let those who assume 
to exercise this unwarranted system, receive the proper re- 
ward for their temerity. 

J deem this course essential to the purity of the administra- 
tion of justice, and the. maintenance of a high moral respect 
for the laws among, the people. 

_ The question of “Banks or no Banks” may be brought up 
for legislative action at your present session, I have enter- 
tained the opinion that banks of issue and circulation, are not 
essential. to the welfare of a people whatever may be the na- 


tyre of. their „pursuits, and, this opinion has not changed: ; and : 


I cannot therefore recommend the cstablishment of the bank. 
. ing system. "T "e 


.In my last genital’ message to the legislature, this subject, 

in connection with the Wisconsin Marine and Fire Insurance 
Company, was alluded, to, to which I beg leave to refer.— 
Your action on the subject, I doubt not will be governed by 
,the clearly «ascertained and expressed wishes of the people, 
and with the view. to beneficial results. 
An, act was passed, at the last session of the legislature, di- 
“reeting the Gov ernor to procure a block of marble or granite 
“for the Washiügton “Monument. Mr. A. S. Wood was em- 
ployed to perform. this duty. The block is now at the Capi- 
tal, but not finished, and Mr. Wood informs me that it is too 
, small to have, as the act directs, the coat of arms of the State 
çut upon it, and present the desired artistic taste. I therefore 
suggest, such modification of the act as may be proper in this 
respect. 

The agricultural interest of the country is attracting that 


notice, from public and scientific councils which its important 
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relction to other pursuits and branches of industry so justly 
merits. Every other interest is dependent upon its success 
and productiveness, and government itself draws most of its 
sustenance from the labor of the agriculturist. An examina- 
tion of the tax lists will show, that much the largest portion 
of the taxable property of the State is devoted to agricultu-- 
ral pursuits, 

Occupying a relation so important to the weaith of the 
country, and to all other occupations, and indeed, to the exis- 
tence of government, it should receive such aid and encour- 
agement as is within the constitutional reach of legislation.— 
It is a part of the system adepted by the Regents of the Uni-' 
versity, in its organization, to add a department for instruc- 
tion in agriculture and useful arts, which is highly commend- 
able, 'The National administration has suggested the estab- 
lishment of a Bureau devoted to this branch of industry, as a 
means for its improvement. Your views, addressed to the 
federal Congress, would aid in effecting the desired end.” 

The improvement of Harbors upon our Jake shore, and of 
the rapids of the Mississippi river, are of such acknowledged 
consequence to our commercial interests, that they will not 
fail to elicit such action on your part, as will tend to secure 
appropriations in their favor. 

Individual enterprise is being directed to extending and 
improving the internal communication of our State, by rail 
and other roads, and although-the State cannot, as such, di- 
rectly contribute towards their construction, yet much assis- 
tance might be rendered these laudable undertakings by secu«- 
ring donations of land in their aid. These thoroughfares 
will greatly add to our aggregate wealth, and are ‘of deep in- 
terest to the interior. I trust you will represent the wants of 
our people in such a light to Congress, as will ensure a favo- 
rable response. The grants of land heretofore made by 
that body to other States, for similar objects, is an earnest 
that the same liberality will be extended to Wisconsin. 

The policy pursued in the disposition of the publie lands 
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by han them open to the unlimited grasp of capital, mer- 
its some consideration from legislative councils. 

‘Phe. public. domain. was vested in the National Government 
in trust, for the general welfare, and to supply. the demands 
‘of: the agriculturist, created by the increase of. population. — 
‘It was not designed that the government should derive a profit 


from ‘the trust,.or occupy the attitude of a great land specula- : 


-bor' or that capital should reap the enhanced value added to 
‘at. by:pioneer ]abot. 

It is the home and labor of the sqiiatter that gives šie to 
. the. wilderness, and forms that germ of civilization from which 
-springs up:an enlightened community, and every purchaser of 
:the-:soilfrom the common trustee, should increase its aggre- 
gate ‘wealth, by bestówing similar labors upon his own. This 
ttrustishould be husbanded, end sold only to actual settlers in 
"limited quantities, at no more than the actual cost. This will 
prevent its monbpoly. 

The. edneentration of the right of soil in the hands of the 
minority; is followed by results destructive to the liberty 
of man; and the history of the past and present shows 
us, that it seriously curtails the aggregate of human happi- 
ness, physical, moral and intellectual. Had land limitation 
-been incorporated as a fundamental principle in the original 
- political organization of Europe, and fully carried out to the 
present time, we should not witness so frequent efforts to cre- 
` ate political revolutions, or such numbers of their people leav- 
ing the soil of their nativity. It is the oppression of the 
Landlord, as much as the tyranny of Government, that drives 
the foreign immigrant to the wilds of America. ` 

Observation shows also, that we are approximating to the 
'same monopolizing result, (perhaps not in the same rapid ra- 
- tio,) in. some of the olde: states in the federal union. It be- 
* comes tlietefore a subject of high interest to the mass of our 
people, thàt it should be discussed as a question of political 
economy, and the legislation of the country should aid in its 
practical application, whenever it can be done without crip- 
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pling individual enterprise, or violating private rights. Té 
what extent land limitation is a practiéal measure. yet is 
problematical r. bdt that it is a correct principle, the condition 
of. the people of most of the trans-atlantic States is umqnes- 
tionable proof. The legislation of this State, has carried out 
this principle by limiting the quantity to be purchased by orie 
individual at the public sale of the school lands; and.both 


‘State and Congressional legislation should promote its exten- 


sion, by_restricting the sale of the public land, in accordanee 
with the position stated. S. "PE 
Since the termination of the last session of the legislature, 
Congress has passed a series of measures, adjusting the irrita- 
ting and difficult questions arising out of the institution of 
Slavery. That these questions have been settled adversely 
to the opinions of our people, and not in accordance with our 
just expectations and wishes, is true. That this result was 
obtained after great delay and difficulty, antl the several acts 
of this series were adopted on the basis of compromise, as 
parts of an entire whole, intended as an adjustment of tliese 
critical questions, to reconcile the public dissensions, and‘ to 
preserve and {perpetuate the federal union, is also true. It 


‘is equally true, that this Union of States and its Constitution 


were formed upon a similar basis, and by the-mutual conces- 
sion of extreme opinions, relative to disputed points of consti- 
tutional right and policy, for the purpose of more effectually 


‘securing the sovereignty..of each State, and the civil and 


political rights of its citizens, and to protect their persons 


.and:property, throughout the Union, without reterence, to. 


their local residence. 
It ig no less true, that this Constitution has more than re- 


. alized the most sanguine anticipations of its friends, and ,that. 


the affections of the great body of the people of all the States 
are strongly and justly attached to its principles, and sincerely 
desire its preservation, i j ' 
The legislation of Congress has hitherto been governed, in 
settling all’questions of sectional interest, involving a conflict

and fobbearance; and the government’ thus’ organized; ‘has 
been maintained solely.by the good’ faith: that has: been: ob« 
served: by the several members. of: the compact and’ their cit- 
izens, in ‘fulfilling’ each and .all'of the duties and. obhgations:

The great opposition which the Act relating to the ius 
tion of fugitive slaves, one of.the series.óf:the compromise 
alluded to, receives in many sections of the country;.and the 
open avowal of resistance to the enforeement df its próvisions, 
call. upoń every true friend of that country to weigh well the 
position'assumed, and consider it& conséquences, before coun- 
tenancing or ‘placing himself in the aítitudé of ‘resisting the 
execution of the supreme law of the land. The faithfül com- 
pliance with the solemn obligations.of the- national: conistitus 
tion, and the maintenance of-£hat elevated sentiment of . high

ion "This fugitive ‘slave’ act, so called, — bontatns pfovis: 
ions “odious to-our "people; contrary to our yapin s and re- 
pugnant to our. feelings; but however odious it may be.to us, 
the first qüestion that presents itself} f -dscertitining our con- 
stitutional duty relative to it, as a state and as ‘citizens, is, um 
any of its details. repugnant to’ the constitution? For the 
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purpose of responding to this question, I have carefully ex- 
amined this law with reference to its legal constitutional beara 
ing, and I am clearly of the opinion, that no clause of:that in- 
strument is violated by any of its provisions. A criticalicom- 
parison of the present act with the ast of 1793, and the de-' 
cisions of the Supreme Court of the United States in constrn-:. 
ing it, will convince any legal and unprejudiced mind of the 
correctness of this conclusion. While, however, entertaining 
this view, I am equally clear, that this act should receive süch 
modifications as will enable the government, while discharging 
its constitutional duty to one party, to effectually ee the 
liberty of the freeman. 

It is the, duty of the federal Government to fulfil all the 

obligations imposed, and maintain all the rights secured by. 
the fundamental law, and it is the duty of the several states 
and their citizens, in seeking redress against odious details iri 
the Legislation of Congress, to resort to the remedies recog~ 
nized by the Constitution, and not to resistance to the execu- 
tion of such details, however adverse they may be to .our 
feelings and our sense of their expediency or necessity. 
-. It is believed that Wisconsin, as a state and people, in fuls 
filling its federal relations, will be governed by that high 
sense of moral obligation, that has hitherto actuated all tlie 
states, and that in seeking relief from the objectional features 
of the fugitive slave act, slie will appeal to the constitutional 
remedy by asking congress for such modificatidns as are coh 
sonant with our feelings and duty, and.tiot by resisting tlie 
execution of its mandates, This is the course duty enjoins 
upon us, as a religious, moral and law ahiding people. 


I trust I shall be sustained by an affirmative tesponse from 
the people of Wisconsin in declaring that she will stand by 
the Union, sustain the great arch of its federal unity, and up- 
hold and and maintain its. constitution and its laws, at all 
times, upon all occasions and at every hazard. s

Speaker of the Assembly : 

Sir :—In compliance with the resolution adopted by the. 
assembly on the 14th inst., requesting my opinion, as to the 
constitutionality of **a bill to limit the quantity of land here- 
after to be held or owned by any one person," I have the hon- 
or to submit the following opinion. 

By an act of Congress approyed Aug. 6th, 1849, the United 
States proposed to pay to the State of Wisconsin, upon the 
conditions, and for the purposes, therein named, five per cent. 
of the nett proceeds of all the public lands lying within the 
State, (after deducting all expenses incidental to the same,) 
which had been, or which should be sold after the State had 
been admitted into the Union. 

This act was amended by the act of admission, as to the 
use the five per cent should be put, to, in accordance with the 

Which was read the 1st and 2d time. 
request contained in the 4th resolution appended to the Con- 
stitution of the State. l 

In consideration of the payment of the said five per cept., 
as aforesaid, Congress required the people ‘of the State to 
bind themselves by a clause in their constitution, or by an or- 
dinance irrevocable, without the consent of the United States, 
never to interfere with the primary disposal of the soil, within 
said State, nor with any regulations Congress might deem nec- 
essary to secure the same to bona fide purchasers thereof. 

The proposition contained in the act of Congress first above 


\ 
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referred to, are upon the terms proposed, fully aceepted, rati- 
fied and confirmed by section 2, article 2, of the constitution 
of the state. The moment said ` propositions were accepted, a 
solemn compact, obligatory upon both, was consummated be- 
tween the state of Wisconsin and the United States. 

It seems to me that sections one and four of the bill now 


à 
, under consideration, are In direct contravention of this com - 


pact, and hence unconstitutional. ‘The U. S. offer to sell and 
convey in fee, to any individual, any amount of land for which 
he will pay. Section one of the bill prohibits every individ- 
ual from becoming the owner or possessor in any manner, or 
from any source, of more than six hundred and forty acres of 
land; thereby directly interfering with the United States i in 
the primary disposal of the soil. 

Section four of the bill in substance provides, that all eom- 
pacts, bargains, sales and conveyances for more than six hun- 
dred and forty acres of land, shall be null and void, thus pre- 
venting the United States from securing the title to bona fide 
purchasers to more than six hundred and forty acres of the 
public domain. The right to purchase is incidental to the 
power to sell, and therefore any law which takes away, or 
conflicts with this right, so far as the disposal of the public 
lands by the general government is concerned, is, in my judg- 
ment, a direct contravention of the letter and spirit of the con- 
stitution, and the laws of the U. S.

of intelligence. Such journals have been established in matiy- 
of the other states with the most beneficial results.” ` 

The expense of such a journal would be trifling, and might: 
be drawn entirely from the fund set apart for school libraries, 
while the journal would be found the most useful and valua- 
ble addition to such libraries. 

Journals established by private enterprise and sustained by: 
individual effort, cannot be depended upon as auxiliaries, and 
may, and do frequently, come in collision with the education: 
al interests of the state, in being in the pay and under the in- 
fluence of foreign publishers and their local agents.

Upon this státe of facts an important question arises, wheth:

The power to abolish the office of judge of probate, i is ‘éxs 
piessly granted by the constitution to the legisl@ute ; but 
the power to re-create the office established, exists only by 
implication or inference, or as incident to the powér to abol- 
ish. In my opinion, this power to re-create doe$ not exist, 
although I am not fully satisfied thát my view is correct. BC 
is a question of constitutional power upón which strong argu- 
iments may be adduced both for and against its existerice ; ; 
but the time allotted to the executive, is too limited fora full 
examination and diseussion of it here. As this bill proposes 
a highly important change in the judicial policy of the state; 
it is sufficient for me to withhold my approval, that a reason- 
able doubt exists as to its constitutionality. l 

Again, the right to legislate judicial officers out of their of- 
fices, unless expressly granted by the constitution, was not 
vested in the legislature, but on the contrary, that instrument 
intended to place the tenure, whence once fixed, ofthe judi= 
vial officers of the state, beyond the reach of legislation:

The bill which originated in the assembly, entitled **an act 
* to provide for the re-appraisal and sale of the University 
‘lands, and for granting pre-emption rights thereon," propo» 
ses to repeal the act of 1850, establishing the minimum price 
‘of these lands at ten dollars per acre, and provides for their 
re-appraisal, and fixes the minimum price atsuch re-appraisal 
value. 

It is also provided in the second section. that all persons 
having a vested pre-emption under the act of April 2, 1849, 
mayfprove up the same between the 4th Tuesdays of June and 
July next, but does not give them the right to purchase the 
lend pre-empted, at the minimum price underthe act of 1849, 
which was the existing appraised value, but on the contrary, 
this bill creates a new minimum price (the re-appraisal value) 
to all the University lands now enrolled; which, if it exceeds 
the minimum price established by the act of 1849, will create 
the same difficulty in relation to their sale, that exists under 
the act of 1850, which fixes the lowest price of these lands at 
ten dollars per acre. y 

It is my opinion, that those persons who have a pre-emp- 
tion under the act of 1849, have such a right, as can be en~ 
forced against the state, by the proper judicial tribunals, which 
is to purchase of the University lands to the extent secured 
by that act, at the then appraised value, 
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I therefore object to the passage of this ina oe it ties 
not remove the difficulty created’by the act: gis 

This bill extends the right-of pre- ‘emptiony "botas to time 
and quantity of land, that a pre-emptor may purchase, and 
establishes the minimum picë ofstheeresidug, wt sold by pre- 
emption, at the re-appraised value, without regard to what 
that re-appraised value may be. 

This I regard as an objectionable feature in this bill, 
ifthe prosperity of the institution for the benefit of which 
these lands were appropriated, is of any importance whatever. 
Many of these lands were by the former appraisal, valued at 
about onc and a half dollars per acre, and some at even a less: 
amount, and I presume that the increase in value since the 
appraisal, is small. By the provisions of this bill, the cost 
already incurred in the appraisal of the lands, amounting to 
nearly two thousand dollars, will be entirely lost to the Uni- 
versity, and should it pass into a law, the aggregate amount, _ 
fer which the seventy two sections of University land wouid 
sell, would not exceed one hundred and seventy five thousand 
dollars, making a principal fund, entirely inadequate to sus- 
tain, from its income, an institution of learning corresponding 
with the character and importance of our state. The increase: 
of the fund of this institution should be sufficient to enable 
the state, to open its doors for instruction in its different de- 
partinents of learning and scienee, free of all collegiate charges: 
to all the youth of our state, that the poor and rich may alike 
become its inmates as students. They should all occupy the 
same platform of equality, not as objects of charity, but as- 
men entitled to the advantage of education at the hands of 
their government. Such are the advantages, intended to be 
presented by the institution, when its income shalb enable it 
to do so. 

Tt is therefore deserving of the fostering care of the legis- 
lature ; and the grant denated for its support, should be made 
to yield as large a principal fund. as possible.

This fund is created by a tax of one dollar on each suit 
commenced in the several circuit courts, and is by law set 
apart, as a separate fund, known as the ‘judiciary fund," and 
appropriated towards the payment ofjudges. The amount re- 
ported by the clerks of court as taxed on suits, from the time 
the law providing for the same took effect,to the present time; 
is $3,090 00, which amount appears to the credi* of said fund. 

This amount is supposed to fall far short of the real amount 
that should have been reported: Ir some instances clerks 
have entirely failed to make any report whatever, while in oth- 
ers, it has been partially omitted.

I can see but one way of eorrecting these sources of error, 
and that is, by authorizing this Department to prepare and dis- 
tribute the necessary blank forms, with proper instructions, 
for the use of the reporting officers, and to require copies of the’ 
reports of the town superintendents to be made directly to this 
office, Means then would be furnished, for detecting any er> 
ror that might be discovered, The only way in which a cor, . 
rection can now be made is, by a careful analysis of, the re- 
turns, when massed together and presented in the abstract.— 
(See Appendix A.) The results of suchan analysis are given 
below : 

Two organized counties, Lapointe and Marathon have made 
no reports. ‘The remaining twenty seven comprise 339 towns, 
of which 24 do not report. Marathon and La Pointe counties 
are not considered in the following calculations because it is 
known that they cannot by any possibility, under any head - 
attain to the general averages, and would therefore have an un- 
due influence in the general result. 

The 915 towns which report, eontain 1700 districts and 650 
parts of districts. 405 of the former, and 114 of the latter 
not reporting, 

This gives an average per town, of 5,997 districts and 2,068 
parts of districts, making the probable total number. in the 
state 1829 of the former and 699 of the latter, of NS 994. 
districts and 173 parts do not report. "n 

It is not possible from the manner in which reports are .re- 


quired by law to be made from joint districts, to ascertain ace 


cutately the whole number of districts, in the State. Some o£ . 
the joint districts are formed of parts of three, and even of 
four towns, each of which parts is separately reported to a dif- 
ferent town superintendent, I think Boxen d cannot, 
be far from the true number. . RM s 
The whole number of children between TUM d twenty .

‘The whole number of children between four and twenty re- 
siding'in the State is reported at 92,047. Corrected for 25 
hon-reporting towns it stands 99,375. Last year the number 

reported was 70,457, and when corrected 86,442.

The average length of time scholars, of the legal age have 
attended school, is reported at 431 months. Itis necessary, 
under this head, to reject the reports of'some of the counties; 
they showing here a greater time than they report under *'av- 
erage length of time schools have been taught," a thing im- 
possible. ‘This reduces the average to 409 months. nE 
- The average length of tiine schools have been taught.by 
male teachers, is reported to be 280 months, and by females 
969 months.  Forthe reasons given in the last repoxt, it is 
necessary to reject the statement of Washington county, which 
reduces the average to 272 months for males and 367 months 
for females. 

The average amount of wages paid to male teachers, is

This gives an aves 
rage per town of $772 Ql, and for the whole 339 towns n 
$261,771 73. , Confining ourselves to the reported numbers ` 
the valuation of school houses, this year, is greater than that 
of last year, by $551,435 22, owing partly to fuller reports, and 
partly to new buildings. ‘The sum raised by tax, and expen- 
ded in building, hiring, &c., school houses is represented to be 
$47, 171 ol, somewhat less than the entire state tax. 

The whole number of school houses reported, is 1 ,223, yiz: 
89 built of brick, 51 of stone, 540 framed, 568 built of logs, 
and 26 reported from Marquette county, but not classified.— 
These are reported by 263 towns, which gives an average of 
between 4 and 5 school houses to each town, making 1,576 i in 
the state, which is 984 less than the estimated number of 
school districts.

This error, though not so serious as might be expected; the 
deficit appearing in the receipts and not in the expenditutes 
js sufficient to render the reports on the subject unworthy of

The whole amount of money expended during the’ year, 


appears to be $142,017 96, which is nearly $2 26 pe schol- 
ar, and $1 55 per child. 

The amount expended for teacher's wages is reported to be 
$87,710 14, being $1 39 nearly per scholar, and $0 95 pet 
child. Now this-$87,710 14 was expended in’ teaching 63,- 
805 scholars, for an average term of 4,96 months; making

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thé whole time for all, the scholars, 313,993 months, at an ex^ 
pense of very litttle less than 28 cents per month. It was 
shownabove, that the time lost by pupils attending school 
was 50, 075 months; which in dollars amounts to fifteen 
thousand’ three hun red and eighty-two. This will appear 

somewhat more clearly, when put in another form. Schools 
. were kept, open for an average term of 4,06 months, being at 
an expense of $16,683 50 nearly per month.

. The capital of the school fund, on the first day of January, 
1851, as appears from the report of the commissioners,* is 
9538, 094 41, the interest of which, at seven per cent, is $37- 
666 61. This is derived from sales of the school lands, in 
the years 1849 and 1850, from the 5 per cents, and from 
ines: | | 

The lands sold at auction in 1850 have yielded an average 
advance of nearly six per cent. on the appraised value; buta 


large portion remains unsold in the counties where they have 
P 


bèen offered, and having been offered, are open to private en- 
try atthe appraised value, The advantage which has been gain- 
ed by offering the lands at auction, amounts to an average ad- 
vance of only 3,57 per cent on the whole amount.

This does not embrace all the items which make up the 
school fund. By an act of the last Congress, the state came 
into possession of all unsold swamp and overflowed lands 
within its borders, and this grant being directed to no specific 
object, merges under the constitutional provisions, into the 
school fund. Of the quantity and value of these lands, I am 
at present able to form no estimate. Some are well known to

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lie among the most valuble lands in the state; others valua> 
ble from the timber ; but it may be fair to presume that by 
far the greater part of them are ofsmall value. Another item 
is derived from fines, penalties and forfeitures. "The whole 
amount received from these sources during the past year is cer- 
tified by the Secretary of State to be $343 09, There isrea- 
son to believe that the sums collected under these various 
heads, in the different towns and counties of the state, do no 


. all find their way into the state; treasury, owing to defect in 


the law, or some default in the collecting officers. 
The attention of the legislature is respectfully called to this 
subject. m 


Income of the School Fund for 1850 and its apportionment. 


The income of the School Fund has been stated above to 
be at present 37,666 61. ‘The sum to be distributed on the 
10th of February, 1851, will, however, considerably exceed 
that amount. The interest on the invested capital of the 
School Fund does not all fall due on the same day, the 1st of 
January, but at different dates. For this reason, that which 


falls due January 1st, 1851, amounts to > $27,065 35 

And there is already in the treasury. interest to. 
the amount of 20,651 42 
Making altogether, 47,416 77 


For the sum to be apportioned among the several towns in 
the state. 

Some of this sum total is interest paid in advance up to De- 
cember 91st, 1850. and unpaid balances on lands sold; and 
makes the excess over the real annual income; 

This sum, 47,716 77, is to be distributed among 92,105* 
children, and gives to each child $0,518. There is, however; 
a possibility that it may fall short of this amount, from failures 
to pay the interest when due. In this case if the apportion-

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ment is made according to the present law, some of the conn- 
ties, would be deprived of the proper share of the income ap- : 
‘portioned to them. 

This would be a great hardship, as considerable reliance has. 
- been placed apon the assistance to be derived from the school, 
fund. . 

It is therefore respectfully recommended that the law regu- 
lating the apportionment of the income of the school fund be. 
so amended to limit the sum to be apportioned to the amount 
actually in the treasury on the lst day of February, in, each 
year; any payments of interest made after that date to be 
carried over to the interest of the succeeding year. i 

Supposing the whole amount (47,716 77) to be put the 
apportionment to the counties will be as follows :

Formation and alteration of School Districts. 


Much inconvenience is felt by the citizens in every: part of 
the state, from the frequent changes that are made in the boun- 
daries of school districts, 

The power to form and alter districts is vested solely in the, 
town superintendents. 

This power they exercise at their discretion and are requi-. 
red to give no notice of any alterations in the boundaries of a, 
district, except by the description filed in the town clerk's of- 
fice, and a notice to be served wpon one of the district, board, 
who is not required to give it publicity. "The consequence is, 
that alterations are frequently made o f which many of the le- 
gal voters of the districts are not apprised till long afterwards. 
This power the town superintendents may also exercise at any 
time, exposing districts to the jeopardy of alteration, at peri-. 
ods when they are least prepared for it. 

I would respectfully suggest that the law on this subject, 
should be so amended as to restrict any alterations that may 
be made in the boundaries of organized districts, to the ten 
days immediately preceding the time fixed by law for holding 
the annual district meetings ; and that notice of any alterations, 
made, he required to be served by the town superintendents, 
upon the district boards of such districts as may be affected by 
such alterations, at or before the time fixed by law for holding 


such annual meetings. 
District Libraries. 


As the total annual income of the school fund now exceeds 
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the sum of thirty thousand dollars ; ten per cent of thẹ same 
is hereafter required by the provisions of the 88rd section of 
the school law, to be applied to the purchase of school libra- 

ries. Authority is conferred upon the districts to purehase 

books for such libraries, and it is made the duty of the State 

Superintendent to advise in their selection. The proper se- 

lection of books for these libraries is a subject of great impor- . 
tance, Sectarian instruction, whether religious or political, is 

now prohibited in the schools—this prohibition will of course 

extend to the district libraries. Our common schools occupy 

neutra] ground, and should, as far as practicable, be guarded 

against the strife of contending parties. Not only books of a 

sectarian character, but also all works of an immoral and friv- 

olous kind should be excluded from them : so also the whole 

class of ficticious writings, which commonly pass under the 

names of plays, novels and romances. 

For the purpose of enabling the districts to sclect ‘eek 
books for their libraries as may be unobjectionable, I would. 
respectfully suggest, that full catalogues of books suitable for 
$uch libraries, be authorized to be published and distributed 
with a list of prices; so far as the same can be ascertained, 
and that the districts be restricted in their purchases of books 


to the works found in such catalogues. 


Library of Superintendent's Office. 


In pursuance of the act of the legislature of February 9th, 
1850, appropriating fifty dollars annually, *'for the purchase . 
of rare and valuable works on education, for the benefit of 
teachers, authors and others who may wish to consult them,’ 
a number of works have been procured. ‘The purchases that 
have been made have been confined principally to works of the 
greatest celebrity publis^ed in Continental Europe, where the 
philosophy of education has of late years received more than 
an ordinary share of attention. Besides works on the general 
philosophy of education and its practical applications, I have 
endeavored to procure others on the abstruser branches pur- 
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sued in the common school, and on subjects which may- be. 
studied with advantage by the teacher, as well as some works. 
of general reference. ° 

These have exhausted the appropriation for 1850, and leave 
a small debt against that of 1851. The list of these works. 
with their cost will be found in Appendix B. 

In addition to the above, there have veon presented to the 
department, during the past veur 222 pubiicuae o or alfferent 
kinds connected with the subicet o7 caueution, consisting cf 
school books, pamphlets and public dueuments, and which are 
of great value for purposes of general information and refer- 


ae 


ence. 
Map of the State. 


‘In compliance with the second section of an act defining 
certain duties of the State Superintendent, approved Feb. 9, 
1850,°I have made arrangements for the drafting ofa “ full 
and complete map of the state,” and for this purpose have en- 
gaged the ser, ices of a competent draftsman. Owing, howev- 


-er, to the delays occasioned by the repairs;on the Capitol, the. 


map has been but just commenced. It will be pushed for- 
ward with diligence to the full extent to which the appropria- 
tion will allow. ‘Tne design was originally to draw the State 
by counties separately, and on a'scale sufficiently large to ex-~. 
hibit all the school districts. This scheme, the convenience 
of which to this office would be very considerable, was reluc- 


. tantly abandoned, as the amount to which I was limited, would 


M 


not be sufficient to cover more than the expense ofa single 
large map. The plan now adopted will embrace all the re- 
cent surveys and such portions of the states and territorys ad-- 
jacent as to show fully those peculiarities of geographical po- 


~ sition, which are destined to affect so powerfully our future 


welfare as a people. 
* Counties Visited. 


The State Superintendent is required by law to visit the 
different counties of the state, for the purpose of promoting the 
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^ Gntérests of the publie schools. T his duty has been complied 
with during the past year. as far as a proper regard to other 
‘official obligations, would permit. 

The number of different counties that-have been visited, is 
fifteen. In fulfilling the intentions of the Iaw in this respect, 
{ have endeavored, by public addresses, and personal commn- 
nication, with school officers, teachers, and parents, to impart 
Such information on all subjects connected with our public 
schools as their present wants and permanent interests seem to 
require. It was made a leading object of attention, as far as 
practicable, to inspect the schools that were in operation in the 
counties that were visited. ‘This was important in order to 
‘understand the practical working of our school system, and as 
much time was spent in this manner as could be spared from 
other objects of inquiry. - 

During the autumn, I attended Institutes for the instruc- 
tion of teachers that were held in the counties of Grant, Rock, 
‘and Jefferson. About 120 pupils in all were present at these 
institutes, and were instructed for several days successively 
byepersons of experience and ability, in the various. duties 
pertaining to the teacher's profession. + 

In view ofallthat has fallen under my observation, and 
from a careful consideration ofthe returns made to this de- 
partment from the different parts of the state, I am satisfied 
that great improvement has been made in the condition of the 
schools during the past year. Teachers of better qualifica- 
tions have been employed, and a more liberal spirit manifest- 
ed in regard to their compensation. School officers have gen_ 
erally attained to a bettor knowledge of their duties, and have 
exhibited a more becoming zeal in their performance. A 
great number of school houses have been erected, where none 
existed before, and many old and unsightly buildings have gi_ 
ven place to structures that are neat, commodious and sub- 
stantial. In many of the principal villages, school edifices of 
the first class have either already been erected, or are in pro- 


cess of completion. 


$ 
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But with all these gratifying evidences of improvement, it 
is not to be disguised that there are evils and imperfections 
that exhibit themselves in the present administration of the 
system, and which hinder its success. Some of these evils 


. are unavoidable in our present cireumstances, and will be cured 


by lapse of time ; but there are others that are inherent in the 
system itself, and which can only be cured by the hand ofleg- 
islation. These will be considered in the subsequent parts of 
this report. 


Plans for the better organization of the Common Schools. 


The Superintendent is required in his report, to submit 
plans for the better organization of the common schools. 

In the last report from this department, the progress of 
opinion in regard to common school education and the meas- 
ures adopted by some of the other states, for perfecting their 
school systems, were adverted to; and in connection with 
what was then said, plans were suggested for the improvement 
of our own. As the proper organization of our common schools 
is a subject deeply involving our present and future welfare as 
a péople, I feelit to be my duty again to present it for the 
consideration of the legislature, and in order that the subject 
may be fully understood, I would invite their attention to the 
following inquiries : à 

What is our common school system ? 

What are its defects ? 

How shall it be improved ? 

There is a great unanimity of sentiment in regard to the 
importance of education—that is, all agree that some school 
instruction is essential, and that it would be a great misfor= 
tune to any child to grow up wholly destitute of it. But 
when we come to the practical question, ‘,what provision shall 
be made for it ?" we finda great difference of opinion in re- 
gard to the kind of education that is deemed essential, and 
the means to be employed in its attainment. This difference 
of opinion I apprehend, is mainly occesioned by a want of 
proper information and reflection. It does not originate in the 
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Watüre of thé subject itself, but in the erroneous views that 
many take of it. The same facilities and powers are common 
to all minds, and are to be disciplined by a similar process ; 
and there is no reason why one mind should receive an ele- 
mentary education different from that of another. It is true 
that theré may be sucha difference in mental states or habits, 
that the educational process may be more easily condueted in 
‘oné case than in @nother, and a more rapid progress made in 
improvement, Still the general method of procedure may 
and should in all cases be the same. When the elementary 
part of education is finished, then, and not till then, that part 
‘of‘it which is called professional should begin. Here,-and not 
before, a difference should be made and the instruction sheuld 
be adapted to the particular pursuits for which the pupil isdes- 
ined. JEE 7 
The knowledge to be acquired in our com mon schopols-'is 
‘strictly elementary, and the course that is best to be pursued 
in oney is best to be pursued in all. The uniformity in the 
constitution of the human mind lays the foundation for uni- 
 Kormity in educational discipline. Civilization has, no inheri- 
table properties. A father cannot transfer to his son.his 


knowledge and refinement as he may his estate. One gene- . 


ration does not succeed to the intelligence of another. as. heirs 
at law. One mind cannot think and learn for another, but 
each one must think and learn for itself. The child must be- 
gin at the alphabet where the parent began before him. All 
that the wisest of mankind have known they, have acquired, — 
"The attainments of learning and science and skill always have 
been, and always will have to be purchused by the thought 
and discipline and labor of their possessors. | Newton, when 
a child, was ignorant like all other children. He made his 
way to those sublime heights,of science to which he reacted, 
by the exercise of his own powers. Itis by the discipline of 
the mental, faculties of the individual man that pregress isto 
be made in knowledge ; and the intelligence and refinement 


of a community or state, is only the aggregate amount ofthe - 
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intelligence and refinement of the different’ individuals: that 
compose it. The mind is a spiritual agent and endowed with 
various powers—with power to think, to feel,.to will, to: re- 
member, to imagine, to reason, to love and to hate ; and 3t is 
the invariable law of man's nature, that these powers are to be 
developed and matured by exercise.. And' when.developed 
and strengthened and matured they constitute the instrumen- 
tality by which he is to progress in civilization; and make all 
his achievsments in science, and literature and the arts. Con- ' 
sequently, if these powers are imperfectly developed, or are 
not fully matured, the efficiency of their instrumentality will 
bé proportionally diminished. It is the business of education 
to train the powers of the mind in accordance with the laws of 
their development and growth, and to train them all to such . 
a degree as to give symmetry to the intellectual character.—- 
Some men have little or no power to reason correctly—some 
are all fancy—others all memory. Some, with great power of 
reasoning, have very feeble conSciences. In all: such“éases, 
there must have been a defective education. Now, as I have 
already remarked, on account of the uniformity of human na- 
ture, there is no reason why one mind should be subjected to 
an elementary process of education, different from that of an- 
other; accotdingly, in those cases where education has been 
made a state interest, as with us, a uniform systeni has: been 
established, which is designed to operate equally upon thé pu- 
pils in all the schools. | ‘The system adopted in'the common 
schools of the different states is essentially the same. l 
We now come to the first point of inquiry. What: is:our 
common school system ? > 
By the provisions of law, each town is required to be divi- 
ded into a convenient number of school districts. The boun- 
daries of these districts may be altered from time to time by 
the appointed authorities so as best to suit the varying cicum- 
stances of the townships as to population and the facilities of 
roads &c. After the boundaries of the districts are establish- 
ed, the legal voters of the same are authorized to elect their re~ 
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apéctive district officers, to fix upon a site for a school house, 
and to furnish it with the proper furniture and apparatus.— 
The district board is authorized to contract with a qualified 
teacher to condnct the instruction of the school; and- such 
teacher is by law required to give instruction.in reading, wri- 
ing; orthography, arithmetic, geography, and English gram- 
mar.. Other branches. may be taught by the direction of the 
district board. A qualified teacher is one who has obtained 
from the town superintendent a certificate that he has been 
examined by him and has been found qualified to teach, in re~ 
spect to moral character, learning and ability. " 

Every child of a district between the ages of fourand twen- 
ty years has the privilege of attending the school free of any 
charge for tuition. 

The wages of the teacher are in part paid by the income of 
the school fund. -What the income of the school fund will 
not pay, must be raised by tax upon the property of the dis- 
trict, as well as the other expenses of the school, and each 
district must raise by tax at least half as much’ as it receives 
from the ineome of the school fund, 

The minimum length of time a school must be taught is 
three months in each year, and it may be taught longer if the 
district shall so direet. A register is required to be kept in 
‘each school of the daily attendance, tardiness and absence of' 
the pupils. 

‘The school and text books used in the different branches 
taught. must be uniform in the same school, and the district 
boards are clothed with authority to select them. 

Such are the principal provisions of our school law, and 
such is the frame work of our school system. : 

Is the system complete ? I think not, I apprehend that 
‘some additional provisions are needed -to secure more perfect- 
ly the great object for which schools’ are instituted. What 
‘these additional provisions should be, will be rendered appar- 
rent by a consideration: of the defects of the present system, 
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This brings us to the second subject of inquiry. proposed : 
‘What are the defects of the present system ?' 

. The branches that are required and professed to be taught. 
in our schools, are. as has been stated above, reading, spelling. 
writing, geography, arithmetic and English grammar, It will 
be admitted that a knowledge of these branches is essential , 
and that there can be no sound scholarship without it. From 
the first settlement of the country to the present time, these 
branches have been taught in the common school; and the 
system of instruction that has been pursued in reference to. 
them, from that day to this, has been pretty much the same, 
wherever common schools have been established. 

This long experience has exhibited practically the results, 
of the system, and the real worth of the common schools, as. 
they have been, and are now generally constituted, to the ed- 
ucational progress of the county. The language of this ex- 
perience is, that common schools have but partially newera 
the great end for which they were established. 

They have done good—they have made the condition of so- 
ciety much better than it would have been without them ; 
raised it to a higher level of inteliigence and virtue, and form- 
ed a starting point to the career of many citizens of distin- 
guished usefulness. But while all this is admitted, I think it 
is susceptible of satisfactory demonstration that they have not, 
accomplished all the good they could and should have done. 

In the first place, so far as intellectual education is concern-. 
ed, the knowledge that has, been acquired of the subjects of 
school study, has generally been of a very superficial kind.— 
Take, for example, the subjects of reading, spelling, and wri- 
ting which are of primary importance and of indescribable util- 
ity to.persons of every rank and station in life. As to read- 
ing, as a mechanical exercise, it must be admitted, I think, 
that our common schools produced but few good readers.— 
'To say nothing of the modulation, tones and inflections of the 
voice, and of the facility and distinetness of utterance, which 
we have not time here to discuss, you may almost everywhere, 
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remark-in the graduates of the common school, a faulty pro- 
nunciation. The proper pronunciation of words is a very es- 
sential part of the language to which they belong, and it is 
‘certainly as easy to learn a correct as a faulty pronunciation. 

It is an old and sound maxim, that ‘‘what is worth doing 
at all, is worth doing well," and what is worth learning at all, 
is worth learning well : andit is desirable that the children 
3n'our schools should be taught to read and speak the English 
language with orthoepical propriety. 

This is attempted in our common schools, but hitherto has 
been only partially accomplished. As an intellectual exer- 
cise, reading is taught in a still more-objectionable manner.— 
Written words represent not only sounds but ideas. Now it 
so happens that if a pupil can readily utter the sounds indica- 
ted by the written characters as combined into sentences— if 
he can mererely give a vocal interpretation or expression to. 
them with facility, the object of a reading exercise is apt to 
be regarded as fully accomplished. So far as the mere me- 
chanical execution is concerned, this may be to some extent 
true. The power, properly to vocalize the symbols of thought 
is certainly of great value, and should be made a leading ob- 
ject of attention. l 

But there is a higher object that should be kept in view, 
and that is, the thought to be communicated by the written 
symbols and their vocal expression ; and this thought is to 
be associated in the mind of the pupil, with both classes of 
symbols, with the written or visible, and the vocal or audible. 
By the eye the reader is to acquire the thought, by the voice 
he is at the same time to communicate it to others. If this 
is not done—if there is no intellectual apprehension of what, 
is physically perceived and uttered: if the pupil is only 
taught to express the sounds represented by the written char- 
acters, he is made a mere machine-—an automaton. 

Now what I have to say is, that reading, as taught in our 
schools, partakes too much of this mechanical or automatical 
character. It should be executed with artistical skill: it 
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should at the same time, be made to interest and excrcise the 
understanding of the pupils. But according to the present 
method, the pupils in our schools, are too much accustomed 
to use sounds without sense, and language without ideas, and 
the habits they acquire at school they carry with them through 
life. 

Spelling is another branch of school study. Spelling has. 
been and now is principally taught through the medium ofthe 
spelling book. Webster’s spelling book, for a long series of 
years, maintained its place in the schools without a rival.— 
Recently numerous competitors have entered the market, each 
of them professing to have made valuable improvements: up- 
on all previous works of the kind, and claiming the popular 
favor. What may be the several merits of these different 
works is not material to the present inquiry. It is. sufficient 
now to say that spelling is principally taught by the use of 
some one of them in each of the schools. That much may 
be learned in regard to orthography by the use of a spelliüg- 
book is unquestionably true. But this mode ot teaching spel- 
ling is, On several accounts, objectionable. 

In the first place, by this mode, spelling is taught orally.—- 
The pupils are arranged into classes, and each one in turn 
spells aloud one or more words pronounced by the teacher.— 
In this way the spelling exercise is conducted, from day to 
day, through all the lessons of the spelling book, in which the 
words are arranged in columus for that purpose. And that 
pupilis regarded as à good speller, who can readily speH 
through these columns of words without mistake, Now, it is. 
found by experience, that many pupils who spell well orally 
are liable to great mistakes, when they spell with the pen.—- 
The reason of itis obvious. A knowledge of the orthography 
of words is applied practicaily, only in writing; and in wri- 
ting words, the writer is not governed by the ear, but by the 
eye. Hence he may err ; for there is no resemblance between 
the sounds of words and the visible characters or letters. by 
which they are represented. As spelling is practically used, 
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enly iñ writing, there is more necessity for a discipline of the 
eye in this branch of school duty, than of the ear, and written 
exercises in spelling, except with beginners, are preferable to 
oral ; but both may be employed to advantage. Another 
objection to this method is, that by it scholars are taught 
words without ideas. 

. The columns of the words as they are arranged in the spel» 
ling book, are without definition, and the meaning of many of 
them is beyond the comprehension of children, if they were 
defined. As far as practicable. children should be accustom- 
ed to attach definite and accurate ideas to the Words they hear 
or use, 2n school or out. : 

It may be further objected to this method of spelling, that 
it, does not familiarize the minds of the pupils with those prin- 
‘ciples of usage by which the orthography of the language is 
‘determined. It leaves the scholar with nothing to depend up- 
on except the power of memory, without the-aid of general 
rules; and the memory is limited to the list of words memor- 
ized, beyond which the mind is perplexed by doubtful and 
conflicting analogies. - There are large classes of words of 
daily use, that can be found neither in the spelling book nor 
any of the school dictionaries ; as the plurals of nouns and 
the comparative and superlative degrees of adjectives, and 
-some of the variations in the form of the verb. These. being 
to a great extent omitted in common school instruction, as a 
‘matter of course those who enjoy the advantages of no other, 
are constantly exposed to the pains and penalties: of a false 
orthography. 

Select the best scholars in our common ‘schools, audi test 
them experimentally on this subject, and they will be found 
deficient, and this deficiency is not commonly remedied by 
subsequent study. , As a proof of this, we have only to réfer 
to the letter correspondence of our friends, This deficiency 
in spelling is the fault, not so much of the pupils, as: of the 
system by which they are taught. ^ 
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The next branch of school study mentioned is writing, === 
Writing is a branch of drawing, to the proper execution of 


which the careful training of the hand and eye is indispensa- 


bly necessary. Practically this is to be done by placing be- 
fore the pupil suitable models which he is required to imitate. 
Models should be perfect, for to these the taste and style of 
the learner is to be formed ; and the eye and hand should be 
exercised upon these model forms a sufficient length of time 
to fix in the mind an accurate and vivid conception of tliem, 
accompanied by a ready skill in their visible delineation upon 
paper. But if you will visit any of our school rooms, you. 
will find that the art of writing is there imperfectly taught, 
both theoretically and practically, and that the attainments 
there made in it, are of the rudest kind. Consequently the 
writing of the great body of our professional men, also of our 
farmers and mechanics, and I will not except their wives and - 
daughters, partakes more of the hiereoglyphical tham of the 
alphabetical character, and so conscious are many.of their 
deficiency in this respect, that they will never write a letter 
of business or friendship except upon urgent necessity, and 
then the execution of it, is as painful to themselves, as the 
translation of it is puzzling to their correspondents. Punca 
tuation in writing is not taught at al, and we all know that 
the meaning of a sentence often depends upón its punctua- 
tion. Take for example the following passage from the Re- 
vised Statutes, relating to the office of town treasurer : '' and 
for making such return he shall be entitled to receive-one. dole 
lar and six cents per mile, travel fee." According to the 
punctuation of this passage, the mileage of the town treasu- 
rer is made one dollar and six cents, when the obvious inten* 
tion of the legislature, was, to make it six cents; andif a. 
point had been placed after dollar, it would necessarily have 
been so interpreted. But the punctuation makes the mileage, 
$1 06; accordingly, in one county in this state, the town 
treasurer actually received $1 06 mileage. — . | 

The knowledge that is acquired and the attainments that 
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arè made on the’ subjects of Geography, Arithmetic and En: 

ish Grammar, are no less faulty and defective than those in 
the branches already specified. A proper knowledge of thè 
geography of a country can only be acquired by drawing the 
map of that country, and by repeating the process till its nat- 
ural features and principal civil divisions ate permanently fixz- 
ed in the mind and vividly pictured there. Places -with 
which we have been familiar, and roads over which we have 
often traveled, we retain a clear mental conception of, long 
after we have ceased to look upon them with the outward 
‘eye, The common method of memorizing Geography is of 
little value, for the mind is not long tenacious of mere words 
when there are no perceptions to recall, with which they may 
be associated. . 

The study of Arithmetic, though vastly better taught now 
than it formerly was, yét fails to secure generally that disci- 
pline which is essential to accurate and rapid mental ‘analysis. 

As for. Grammar, it is made one of the most dry, whintea 
resting and unprofitable studies pursued in our schools. The 
common mode of teaching grammar,by parsing,leads to this te- 
sult: . The object for which a pupil studies ghammar.is to learn 
how to express his thoughts in words properly artanged into sena 
tences, agreeably to the law of use, or the principles of lan» 
guage. The principles being first learned should be practi- 
tally applied, In the common method of parsing, the pu» 
pil merely explains how another applies those principles;z 
He is not called upon to construct a sentence agreeably.to 
those principles, but to show how another has donejt. But 
there is a great deal of difference between explaining how 
another has executed a piece of work, and executing. it our- 
selves. It is very easy. to see and explain how another has 
eonstiucted a piece of machinery, when we may: be utterly 
unable to construct it ourselves. So:it may b» comparatively, 
easy for a pupil to parse correctly what another has"written; 
without being able to write grammatically himself, and every. 
teacher of any experience knows this to be the fact, 
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In looking over the whole course of study pursued iu où? 
éommon schools, and ascertaining the particular results of the 
system there adopted, no one can fail to perceive that glaring 
deficiencies exist, and that vigorous efforts for improvement 
are necessary. The great body of the youth of the country’ 
continue in school from the age of five to sixteen, and not 
óne in twehty of them is qualified by the education he re- 
Gelves there for the transaction of even the ordinary business 
of life, in a respectable manner. Apply any reasonable test 
you may choosc—-give them a book—a pen—or a slate, and 
you will find their school attainments to be of the most mea- 
gre kind; ard it has always been so, and such has always 
been the impression upon the public mind ; and for this rea- 
son common schools have been regarded by a great many 
évery whiere, with indifference if not with conteinpt. And so 
Strong has’ been the feeling on this subject, that to secure a 
better education than is afforded in the common schools, pri- 
vate schools have been generally established and extensively. 
patronized, and but for their influence and the better oppor- 
tunities they have afforded, the general amount of intelligence 
in every community would have been vastly less than it now 
is. But this influence of private schools has been but par- 
tial, fot the great body of the youth, especially those 1n mod» 
érate circumstances, have been excluded from any participa- 
tion in their advantages by the very necessities of their con» 
dition. This is contrary to the genius of our republican in~ 
stitutions, for our doctrine of the equality of political rights 
and of popular sovereignty, draws along "with it a necessity 
for universal elementary instruction and equality in the means 
óf its enjoyments. "3 l 

For without this, odious distinctions will be created, hav- 
ing a tendency to divide every community into classes o 
dastes, with separate feelings and interests, warring and clash- 
ing with one another. The defective system of common 
school education has occupied a considerable share of public 
attention within the last fifteen or twenty years, and decided 
progress has been made in its improvement,

, In the first. place it was ascertained, that one reason | why 
these schools accomplished so little was, that they were not 
provided with funds adequate to their support ; ; “Accordingly, 
in many of the States, funds have been provided | to aid in 
"paying the wages of teachers, and for furnishing schoól- 
rooms with suitable libraries and apparatus. In addition to 
this, large sums have been raised annually by taxes, and ap- 
propriated to the same objects, so that now, the difficulty of 
sustaining schools for want of funds is greatly diminished.— — 
. It was ascertained also, that something else was necessaty bé- 
sides money—that the business of instruction could not be 
conducted. successfully without better qualified teachers. To 
supply this want, normal schools and teachers’ institutes 
have been established. So far as the professional education 
of teachers is concerned, there can be no rational doubt that 
these institutions, wherever they have been or may be estab- 
Jished, will do much towards accomplishing the object pro- 
posed, and the public have reason to expect great benefit from 
their instrumentality. n 

Wisconsin is liberally provided with a school fund, ind 
means are now in active preparation for the early organization 
of the Normal School Department in the University, which - 
“will afford ample facilities for the professional education ` of 
teachers, This subject will be again referred to in the con- 
cluding part of this report. 

. But these reforms in common school education, will not 
cure all the defects af which we have been speaking. They 
do not reach all the causes in which the evils complained af 
originate. Our system is still imperfect, and as long as it re- | 
mains so, much of the time and money that is expended un- 
der its operation, will be wasted. 

There is not a proper adaptation of means to the attain- - 


‘ment of the ends proposed. It seems to be taken for granted 


by a great many, that if children are sent to school, and con- 
tinue in it a certain length of time, their proper :education 


will be secured ; that like wheat sent to a mill, they will pass 
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through and come out superfine ; that if large funds are creas 
ted, school houses erected, and. competent teachers employed, 
the pupils, by the operation. of the school machinery, by cer- 
tain mechanical and pedagogical processes and contrivanees, 
will be manufactured into accomplished scholars. 

All sueh expectations are vain. The methods to be pur- 
sued in developing the faculties of a child, te be successful 
must be in accordance with the laws of its moral and physi- 
eal constitution. And further, if we impose duties upon the 
teachers of our schools we should render the discharge of 
thoss duties practicable. Our present system goes no fur- 
ther than to organize a district, erect a school house, provide 
a teacher and the means of paying him. Here it stops. On 
the most essential point, viz : the instruction to be given, it is 
silent ; and the instruction.to be given in the schools, is the 
great end and aim to which all the other means are only prep- 
aratory and subsidiary. But there is no rule or plan by 
which the kind, degree or mode of "instruction isto be regu- 
lated. ATF this is left wholly to chance. No path is marked 
eut—no land-marks are held up to guide the young wayfarers 
after knowledge. It is true that the law specifies certain 
branches to be studied in the schools ; but it lodges no au- 
thority in any hands for arranging these branches into a sys- 
tematic course, and determining the time and manner in which 
they shall be pursued, When shall any particular branch be 
eommenced ; to what extent shall it be pursued, and by what. 
shall it be succeeded, are questions that any one may ask, 
but no one can answer, except that each pupil, ox his parent 
may determine them for himself, 

This state of things generates confusion in the school- 
room. The teacher has no control over his own business.— 
His pupils study what they please and when they please, 
without any settled rule or practice by which the branches to: 
be pursued are to be adapted to the age, capacity, or progress 
of the learner, Consequently t£ e branches that are studied 
are taken up in the wrong order, The pupils being limited 
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fo no prescribed course are permitted to undertake-thát whi¢l 
they cannot understand for want of a previous acquaintance 
with something else upon which it depends, or for want of 
‘proper discipline to render them competent to understand.— 
For these reasons there has been in the schools but very little 
thorough scholarship, And such a result as this follows al- 
most necessarily ; for if a scholar is permitted to enter upon 
a subject of study before he is prepared for it, by a discipline 
and attainments that are a prerequisite, it will be impossible , 
for him to succeed, All that could be: acquired under such 
circumstances would be a mere smattering—a few vague gen- 
eral notions—a little of several things, but not enough of any 
thing to constitute the basis of correct opinions, or to be of 
much practieal utility. By such a process, too, habits of 
mind are fastened upon the children which are of the most 
pernicious character. 
Nothing is better settled in mental philosophy than that 


H 


the faculties of the mind are developed and strengthened ön- 
ly by exercise. But in our common schools, none of these 
faculties can be said to have any special training, because 
there is no arrangement of studies in reference to this object. 
Perhaps I ought te except the memory, for the method that 
'js used being mostly of memoriter kind, it, in many cases, 
attains to some vigor. But, having to depend in most cases, 
upon mere local association, not much benefit is derived to 
the pupil from its improvement. 

The studies of the school room being arranged on no sys- 
tematic plan, the mental faculties of the pupil are not prop- 
erly exercised, and consequently are not fully developed ; and 
the pupils themselves being accustomed to this state of things 
during all their schoolage, lose the elasticity of their minds, 
and are fashi.ned to a monotony of thought and action that 
is in close proximity, in many cases to mental imbecility.-— 
Who has nót seen the young child of sprightly disposition, of 
eager curiosity. of quick and intelligent perception, transfer- 

red from the nursery to the school room, and there changed 
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in a few months into a being: of different mould, its vivacity 
gone, aud its early promise of bright intelligence eclipsed, if 
not extinguished. Parents are apt to think .that their chil» 
dren when very young are very smart, and oftentimes prodi- 


gies in intellectual growth and progress. But such opinions ` 


are generally changed after the children have been subjected, 
a while, to the repressing and deadening influences. and. mis- 
management of the school room. The sprightliness and vi- 
vacity of the child, would probably be preserved and. consti- 
tute elements of great loveliness, in the character of the fu- 
ture man or woman, were it not for our stupid methods pur- 
sued in the schools, the effect of which is to dwarf the intel- 
lect and pervert the heart. 

If nature was followed and the feeble powers of the child 
were fostered and disciplined by proper methods, the blooming 
loveliness of the child's infancy would not so, often stand in 
such painful contrast with the sterile ugliness of its manhood: 
Intelligence and virtue are not à spontaneous growth, nor the. 


. result of accident. They are the fruits of culture—of well- 


directed and long-continued effort—of parental watchfulness. 
—-of professional skill—of means wisely adapted and effi- 
ciently applied to the attainment of a desired end. And there 
is no place and no business in which method and system and 
the wise adaptation of means to ends, are so important and 
indispensable, as in the course of study and instruction of 
the school room. And it is painful to perceive that here, 
where they are most needed, they are scarcely to be found.— 
And this is not all. This no-system, this chaotic interming- 
ling of all correct principles of theory and practice in the ac-. 
tual instruction of the schools, is not only itself a positive 


evil, but it is an evil of such a kind, as to drive from the field" 


of common school labor, all thoroughly accomplished and 
well-qualified teachers. And the reason is, that such teach- 
ers are not wiling so to waste their time and labor in a vain 
pursuit, or for such an insignificant return of honor to them- 
selves and profit to their pupils ; and consequently they em- 
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‘bark -in some other calling or profession, Many ‘persons 
have supposed and may still suppose, that the evils of which 
we are speaking, could and would be cured by professional 
skill—that if the qualifications of teachers were improved, 
the cause of common education would advance with such im- 
prevement. This would be true if the evils complained of 
"were of a nature to be reached by professional skill. But 
‘they are beyond its reach-—or rather, in the existing state of 
things, there is no proper opportunity afforded for its exercise. 
To be convinced that this is so, you have only to look into 
one of our-school-rooms and there witness the daily proceed- 
ings of a school. conducted on our present plan., You .will 
there see a teacher surrounded by fifty or sixty scholars, and 
often more, of all ages, from 4 to 20, and with studies rang- 
ing from the alphabet to the highest English branches. - You 
will also perceive that the teacher is required to “work, 
off" daily, about 40 recitations upon an average, in the space 
‘of six hours. Ihave visited schools of forty scholars, during 
the last summer, where, with the best classification of scholars 
that could be had, 40 recitations a day wererequired. . > . 
` To accomplish so much work in so short a time, speed. is 
required ; and to enable the teacher to ‘‘get round,” that none 
may: have occasion to complain of being slighted or neglected, 
the briefest possible space only, can be allowed to each recita- 
tion, and while the pupils are reciting, if such a term is ap- 
propriate, the teacher must at the same time mend pens, set 
copies, solve problems, correct mistakes, answer questions, and 
keep order by the exercise of his eyes and ears, hands and 
feet and sometimes of the rod. Now, it may be asked, under 
Such circumstances, where is the opportunity for the exercise 
of skill on the part of the teacher except in keeping at the 
“top of his speed,” from morning till night, And what is the 
result? Why, just what might be reasonably expected. If 
the teacher is competent, skilful and conscientious, he will see 
that he is spending his time to very little purpose—that no 
effort that he can put forth can secure the proper proficieney 
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of his pupils—that success under such circumstances is iml 
sible—that the business, in addition to being laborious, irk: 
some and monotonons, is and will be without honor and with- 
out-reward. In other words he will feel that in such a pur- 
suit there is but little to be'gained, but much to be lost! 
and will accordingly abandon it for some other occupation, 
Hence it has been and will continue to be exceedingly dif- 
ficult to secure the services of competent teachers in our com- 
mon schools, organized on our present plan; for right-mind- 


. ed men will not continue in any business where their feputa- 


tion is to be impaired by the impossibility of success. It is 
obvious that the great leading defect of our system and of the 

common school system generally, is the assembling in one 
school room of as many children of both sexesand of all ages, 
between four and twenty, as can be gathered in from a certain 
extent of territory, under one teacher. For in a school so 
constituted, a course of discipline and instruction, appropriate 
and progressive. cannot be introduced equally well adapted to 
the different classes of pupils, neither can one teacher, what- 
ever may be his professional skill and ability, find time under 
such circumstances for the discharge of the duties that are re- 
quired of him, Consequently the pupils from mere neglect, 
are subjected to a great waste of time at the most important 
period of their lives, and are also exposed to the formation of 
idle habits, and to the contraction of vicious and vulgar tastes 
from the influence of which they can never afterwards wholly 
recover. "This, I say, is the great leading defect in our sys- 
tem that paralyzes the zealand energy of the teacher, and 
limits the attainraents of our youth in the schools to the most 
scanty rudiments of knowledge; and to this cause we may 
Jook, more than to any other, for the low estimation in which 
common schools have been held by the more intelligent pors 
tionsof every community, in which they have been established 

and until a radical change shall be made in our system in this 
respect, there is no expenditure of means or money that can es-

"Eam inclined to beliéve that us fs anothér ‘mode by 
which the grades may be introduced, without being so obnox- 
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ious to the chárge of increased expense, and with equal benefit 
to all the districts of a town, whether large or small. Such a : 
mode was suggested in the last annual report from this de- 
partment. 2 : 

I beg leave here again to advert to it, and would respectful»- 
ly urge it in connection with other improvements in our school 

system, upon the attention of the legislature, 

The following is the mode referred to : 

As our townships are generally composed , of territory six 
miles square, and are already by law required to be divided in-- 
to a convenient number of school districts, itis proposed to 
constitute such districts the primary districts, in which the 
schools that are and may be organized from timeto-time, shall 
be ealled schools of the first grade, and designed for the in- 
struction of the young children in certain prescribed studies, 
and under the charge of female teachers, To provide for 
schools of a secondary or academical grade for the- instruction 
of the elder and more-advanced scholars under the charge of, 
competent male teachers, it is proposed to unite these sever 
rally so constituted primary districts ofa town so as to form, 
a union district, or to constitute them one district, and to ins, 
vest them when so united, with such powers, and to imposé 
upon them such obligations as best to answer the objects of 
such union; and should it be thought advisable, such union 
districts might be subject to alteration by provisions, of law. 
similar to those which now regulate the formation and alteras 
tion of districts, that is, the town superintendents of the differ- 
ent towns, or other officers might be authorized, on certain 
conditions, or for certain reasons specified, to set off portions . 
of the territory of two or,more of such union districts, to cons 
stitute an additional union district. : 

In this manner two grades of sehools might be established 
in each town. oe 

Let us now inquire what would be the probable puse ot 
supporting the schools of these two grades. If female.teach- 
ers were employed in the primary schools as they should be, 
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and a male teacher in the secondary school, on the supposition 
of ten districts to a town, the cost of the several schools per 
month, would beas follows: _ |

Let us compare with this the same number of schools z ag b. y

are now conducted. As male teachers are almost. universa 
employed from three to six months during the year, we: will 
take from the abstract as above, the average amount of wages 
paid to a male teacher, and the result will be as follows: 
Wages of 10 male teachers, at $17,14 per month each, 171,40. 
Difference, ' — 851,20 

From this it would appear that the establishment of the two, 
grades, would actually save to each town $51.20. per month. 
—a sum more than sufficient to pay the wages. of another malé 
teacher. So that the amount now,actually expendedi in the sup> 
port of every ten district schools, as now constituted, i is suffi- 
cient to support tèn primary Schools and one secondary or ace 
ademical school, if not two, in the manner proposed. 

There is then, really, no valid objection on the score of € èx 
pense—and i in my judgment, there are no. othér eonsiderations 
that can be interposed of sufficient i importance “to ouiweigh the 
advantages to be derived from-the proposed Spphicseop of the 
principle of gradation in question. 

Let us inquire, in the next place, under what limitations of 
law the establishment of the two grades of schools proposed 
should be authorized. All that is necessary in this respect 
obviously i is, to guard the exercise of any power on ‘this sub- 
ject that may. be vested ip the citizens of the several towns, 
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against abuse: < In settling a proposition to unite the district 
of a town, so as to form a union district for a sclíool of a higher 
grade than the primary school, the legal yoters-of a district ` 
should be consulted, and their voice should be heard; ándď Í 
cannot see that any injustice would arise from incorporating 
into our school Taw-a "provision, that when the inhabitants of a 
"town should exceed fifteen hundred in number, (and the valu- 

ation of ‘property should exceed a specified amount,) that then 
the legal voters of such a town, at their annual meeting, should 
be authorized to vote on the question whether the school dis 
'triets of such a town should be united to form a union district 
for the establishment and ‘support of a ‘secondary school ‘ox 
schools of a higher grade; and if such question should be care 
ried affirmatively, that then the necessary direction and author: 
ity should be given to perfect the organization of a school, or 
schools of such grade. Such a provision of law would leave 
the disposal of the question tó the voluntary action of the le- 
gal voters, and it is not to be presumed that they would abüse 
a discretion that might be so placed in their hands. But on 


,the contrary, we should have good reason fo expect that the 


general diffusion af knowledge, and the prevalence of juster 
views on the subject of education, would prompt thé citizens 
of the several towns, as they attained to that degree of wealth 
and population made necessary for their action in this respéct, 
to establish those grades that are essential to the success and 
perfection of our school system, | MEM 

In concluding this subject it is proper ta remark that F have 
given it no greater prominence in this report than its intrinsic 
importanoe demands, It is a subject upon which the people 
in every part of the state are calling for information, and for 
action, In yery many of the towns and villages great changes 
and improvements have been "made in the schools within the 
last two years by the force of public sentiment in accordance 
with the views here expressed. And during the last year in- 
quiries like the following have been put ta me wherever i have 
been: Is our school system to remain as it is? Cán it not be 
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iniproved?^" Are we to be ‘burdened with heavy.taxes, in &d- 
dition to the income of our large school fund to support scheols 
that are almost worthless? Can we not have public schools 
that will furnish as great advantages of education to.our:chil- 
dren as private.sehools? And very many parents have been; 
found who had wholly withdrawn their children from:the pub 
lic schools, because, while there, they not only made.little ior 
no progress in their studies, but were also exposed to influen- 
ges that were believed to be positively demoralizing.: And 
on account of this state of things many an honest and: faithful 
teacher has had to bear the blaine, when the fault was: properly: 
chargeable upon the system itself. I am no advocate for hass 
ty legislation, All measures of reform should be:carefully 
considered and well matured. But the cause: of’publie eduea< 
tion in our state is retarded and weighed down by the‘ burden 
of existing evils. These evils are of long continuance; they: 
jave pervaded the school systems of other sfates;. they. have 
beéh handed down from generation to generation, and are now 
difficult to be dislodged solely on account of the sanction that 
a long usage has given to the system as it is, :

educational system for a great people can, beregarded as entire.

The constitution of the state, accordingly recognizes this, 
gradation of schools, by authorizingin the article on education, 
distriet schools and academies to be formed on the basis of the. 
school fund, and providing for the support of a state universi- 
ty from the proceeds of the sales of the seminary lands. tis, 


the intent of the system above detailed, in this report,to de« . 


velope the idéa indicated in the constitution (so. far as it falls, 
within the scope of this department,) viz: the district schoo} 
extending primary institution, under greatly improved condi-. 
tions to every neighborhood—the secondary ox academic school; 
offering the advantages of a chartered academy to, every: town, 
in the commonwealth—the university acting in harmony with, 
the entire system, and crowning the whole. " 

The problem to be solved by Wisconsin is, to give. to its 
entire system of public education, such perfection in its mes 
ehanism and practical workings, as will not.only make its 
whole advantages accessible to the child of the humblest citi-. 
zen, but command the willing patronage of the wealthy, by, 
demonstrating the superiority of its results over those of select 
schools or of chartered institutions of any and every grade.7= 
But it is nat to be forgotten that, the practical workings of any, 
system, however perfect in plan and in detail, will, after all, 
depend on the intelligence and skill of those who are,commis- 
sioned to conduct all its processes to good and valuable re- 
sults. With whatever wisdom the territorial divisions of-the 


State may be made for educational purposes, however perfect - 


the classification of scholars, with whatever art and judgment 
the school house may be adapted to its uses-—these, and' all 
other possible reforms must go for, nothing without the crown-

ing provision for the adequate supply of able, and qualified-in- 
Structors, It is, after all, to the accomplished professional 
teacher; who administers the system and. conveys its, advan- 
tages to the mind and heart of the pupil, that we must; look 
for the practical benefit of the educational reforms which are 
now commanding public attention and interest.- — ^. joe 
__ The general sentiment of the paramount importance of this 
subject, has already begun to express itself in the appearance 
of a new feature in the educational system of the-country,a 
class of institutions whose distinct office it is to supply. this 
great educational desideratum. I allude of course.to :the 
schools for Normal Instruction, which together with those val» 
uable associations called Teachers's Institutes, propose to pre” 
pare hy adequate culture, educators of the publicumind in suf> 
ficient numbers to meet all the demands of a well devised sys* 
tem of Public Instruction. This new and very important 
ageney cannot now bó regarded as perfectly developed, -por 
its relations to the other portions of the mechanism, of ,educa- 
tion definitely adjusted and settled, as is sufficiently evident 
from the varieties of form and practice, which are observed to 
obtain in the several states which are now conducting der 
periment of Normal Instruction. 

The preparation of the teacher for his great and importaut 
, work involves two conditions—first, he must be well ground: 
ed in that whole class of studies which are to be taught in.the 
public .school, which general culture of the teacher consists, 
not only in the acquisition of the requisite amount of knowl; 
edge, but also of that mental discipline which may enable.him 
to bring to his occupation a broad deep and thorough under- 
standing of the branches of study he may be called on to teacb; 
and secondly, in addition to this general preparation, he must 
have that profeessional culture which may guide him to. the 
best modes of instructing and governing the.public schopl— 
to the use of those means which shall take the heart and affec- 
tions, as well as improve t the reason and understanding ; of his 
pupils; in fine, which shall include all those qualifications, 
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which are best adapted to give interest and us to his 
labors. 

It is quite-obvious that these two distinct items ih the prez 
paration of the teacher, namely; a thorough knowledge of thé 
subject he is to teach, and professional culture in the sciericé 
and art of teaching, must be both provided for in the orgunizas 
tion of the educational agencies of the state; 

It is equally obvious that the first of these items of prepa* 


tation may be acquired in the ordinary institutions of learning 


in the state, namely the primary school, the academic school 
and the university; To enable the future teacher to become 
thoroughly versed, for example in Geography; in Arithmetic 
or in Algebra, calls for the creation of no sepafate or extraofs 
dinary educational agency, like the normal school. He will 
best acquire these and other branches of general learning, pre« 
cisely where they are best acquired by the farmer, the met- 
chant, the lawyer, the divine and others of his fellow citizens: 

In regard to the other item of preparation for the responsi- 
ble office of a teacher, the rule is different. The rrt of teach- 
ing is rising to the dignity of a profession, and like other pro= 
fessions, it demands its appropriate professional instruction. 

It is for this reason and for this only, that the normal school - 
has made its appearance as a new and distinct feature in the 
educational system. ‘The plan of normal instruction in the 
state of New York, asat present developed, fails to make thé 
distinction here laid down, , berween the general scholarship of 
the candidate, and his professional culture, in preparation for 
his teacher's degree. By undertaking both these offices, the 
‘state institution at albany has evidentally accomplished much 
less for the public schools of the state than it might have done 
had its munificent original outlay, and its large annual drafts . 
upon the treasury, been devoted wholly and specifically to‘the 


"professional instruction of candidates for the teachers degree. 


‘So far as its resources have been applied to the general, in diss 
-inction from the professional culture of its pupils the utility 
of the institution has been that of an additiónal academy or 
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high school; while its means of accomplishing its:appropriate | 
: office as a professional institution has been, to a dofrespondirig : 
extent.diminished. By laboring to accomplish this double 
office, its course of study has been extended thtough two or’ 
more years, and the number of those who can avail theniselves 
of its instruction, does not approximate towards.a supply of 
that want of the public schools which has called the institution 
into being. a4 
The Legislature of Connecticut, at its session of: 1849, 
passed its first act, for the establishment of a Scate Nornial 
School for “ training teachers in the art.of instructing and 
governing the common schools of the State," the object of 
which normal schools is declared in the. first section of the. 
act to be, ** not to edücate teachers in the studies tiow required. 
by law, but to receive such as are found compétent in .thése 
studies and to train them in the best methods of teaching and: 
conducting common schools." This act of the Legislature 
of- Connecticut announces unquestionably the true conception: 
and describes- the proper office of the Normal School. ` Its 
professional character is distinctly brought out; and its pu- 
pils are £o be those, and those only, who are found on an en- 
trance examination, to be competent in those studies which 
are required by law to be taught in the public schools of the 
State. Assuming this to be the proper position of normal. 
instruction in the educational system, it is obvious that the 
educational agencies of Wisconsin, to wit : the primary school 
in each neighborhood ; the union or academic school in each 
town, and ‘the literary department in the University, will, in 
their mature condition, bé abundantly able to prepare for en- 
trance into the normal school any number of the youth of the 
State, which, may be necessary to supply the demand of pub- 
lic schools of every grade with competent instructors. 
. "Our unexampled growth in population, attended by á rap- 
ja multiplication of our schools; is now pressing upon our at- 
tention the importance of making suitable- provision for the 
professional ediication of teachers. The form which this pro- 
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: vision is destined to assume, has been alréady indicated by.

An outline of the plan of this Department of the Universi- 
ty was set forth in the last Annual Report of the board.

The organization of a Medical Faculty, as a depariment .of 
the University, is under advisement. It is, however, to be. 
understood that no portion of the income of the University 
will be applied to the support of such Faculty if organized, 
until full provision shall have been made for the support of: 
the Collegiate and Normal Departments. 
The emoluments of the professorships will be derived miele 
ly from fees of tuition for some time to come. And it will be 
worthy of consideration hereafter, whether the pecuniary. aid 


which -the board may be able to render to the Medical, de- 
partment, should not be wholly appropriated to the Library, 


to the Laboratory, and to the scientific preparations-and_col- 


lections connected with the several Professorships—to, the in- 
tent, not of diminishing the fees of tuition, but of affording a 
higher style of professional educatien, zat tle same cost to the 
student, 

It may be regarded as well settled, that in the bons of 
Medical schools, due regard should beghad to, the facilities 
for anatomical and clinical instruction. The question of the 
proper location of the Medical department of the University, 
the board havefas yet had no occasion to decide, In this matr 
ter they will give due weight to the preliminary action of the 
Profession, and to the, degree of enlightened liberality with 
which the. subject of the location may be entertained by the 
larger towns of the State. 


6. Department of Law. 


No steps have have been taken in reference to the organi- 
zation of a Faculty/of Law since the date of the last annual 
report, The board are not unmindfül'of the fact that the 
Chatter of the University contemplates the organization of 
such faculty; and at the proper time the necessary próvisions 
will be made by ordinance to give effect to the legislative will 
in this behalf. ea 

In the meantime, the attention of the Court and Bar has 
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been. called to thé subjéct, and with their advice and coopers: 
ation the board will be. able to perfect the plaw of a Law Des 
partment which shall promote the public good by. umi 
suecessfully the educational wants of the profession. 

So long as the income of the University shall be — 
provide for the uses of the Collegiate and Normal Departments 
no pecuniary support can be extended to the Professorships’ 
in the Department of Law. In the accumulation of a Univer- 
sity; Library, however, due regard will be had to its profession- 
al character, and in the organization -of the Faculty of Sci- 
ence, Literature and Arts, provision has been made for ih- 
struction in the Science of Government, and in Political.Econs:. 
omy—subjects of importance to’ the American Lawyer,. and 
properly a portion of his Professional Education. 

-| 7. Applicatiog of Science to the Useful Arts. 

: The seventy two sections of land donated by the General 
G.overnment to the state in trust for the University, will at: 
the minimum price fixed by the last legislature, produce .a 
sufficient fund for the support of the several departments:above « 
naméd; and there is evidence that the market s of: the - 
lands will soon reach this minimum, mc Vus ue Seis a 

Owing to her singular: physical advantages, Wisconsin’ is 
destined to mature much more rapidly than even the most pres~ ` 
perous; of the new states heretofore formed out of the Nation: 


al Domain ; and a like appreciation of its choice lands may ` 


be safely expected. . Looking forward to.the means of useful- 
ness soon to be realized by the University, the board canwot : 
but regret that.the annual revenue of the Institution is bound ’ 
to labor under the burden of erecting the needful: structures f 
for some years to come. Could the Board look to' another: 
fund for building’ purposes, the existing endowment . would : 
enable them, at a much earlier day, to complete the organiza- 
tion of each.Department, and to realize the hope, which Wis- 
consin has a right to entertain, of the early growth as wellas . 
the eminent usefulness of her University. >: - 

The board have another reason for looking beyond the na i 
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ent endowment. The applications of the Sciences to ihe uses 
fularts, including every industrial oecupation which ministera 
to the well-being of society, have’ become too numerous and 
too important to be neglected in any wisely constructed sys- 
teini of general education. 

It needs no argument to satisfy the most casual observer, 
that the position which natioris and communities are destined 
to take in the scale of modern civilization, must depend, in a 
very great degree, on the extent to which science guides the 
hand of production and regulates the processes of trade. 

-The economical history of the last fifty years has been 
overwhelming in its demonstrations, that science multiplies 


the productiveness of labor in all the mechanic arts; that it. 
cheapens the.cost of the construction, and of the service of 


all classes of commercial agency ; that it imparts a vivifying 
energy to the agricultural elements, enlarging the yield, and 
adapting its varied results to the calls of an advancing civili- 
zation—transmuting the sweat of the husbandman's brow, 
not into that bread aione which goes to the sustenance of the 
animal nature, but into aliment for the growth of his intellec« 
tual, moral and social being. 
The inference which may be very fairly drawn from these 
statements is, that a State University cannot now be regarded 
as entire in its plan and design, without the organization of a 
Department of the Practical Applications of Science. 
'The Chairs of instruction in such Department, should be 
sufficiently numerous, and the scope of each sufficiently ex- 
_tensive, to cover the whole ground of the Philosophy of the 
Useful Arts, and to afford ample opportunity to the young 
men of the State, whether graduates of the other Depart. 


T 


ments or not, to prepare themselves in the best manner, for 


the intelligent prosecution of their several arts, and for the 
skilful administration, each iu his sphere, of the productive 
agenties which observation and science are offering in improved 


forms to the well directed enterprise which distinguishes mod 


efn civilization, 


- 
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No portion of the world is more interested in the general 
cultivation of the philosophy of the useful arts, thdn our own 
‘country, and it is perhaps equally true, that no section of our 
country presents more of the material of prosperity. inviting 
scientific analysis and composition, than. Wisconsin—more 
that promises a richer return to industrial agents who carry 


into their processes the discipline of the Mechanical and '. 


" Chemical Philosophy, the power of accurate observation, the 
spirit of improvement, and the love of discovery. 

In accordance with these views, the Board would very ear- 
nestly recommend to the constituted authorities of the state, 
the policy of giving to any future grant of lands to the State 
by act of Congress, such direction, as to enlarge the means of 
the Board and enable the University of Wisconsin to occupy 
the entire ground which, in this stage of social progress, falls 
properly within the scope of a State Institution of Learning 
of the highest grade. Looking to the more liberal policy 
which is likely henceforth to prevail in the administration of 
our public domain, the Board do not regard the statement of 
these views as premature, and will not doubt the disposition 
of Wisconsin to award to this interest that share of the Na- 
tional Bounty to which, in proportion to its relative impor- 
tance,. it is fairly entitled. 

The results of such additional grant, if just and sufficient, 
will be that the annual revenue of the institution may be re- 
lieved from the heavy burden of the cost of the University 
Edifices, and may be wholly saved to the uses of the several 
Departments of Instruction, that more ample provision may 
be made for the thorough and liberal culture of the Teachers 
of the Public Schools of the State, and a Department of the 
Practical Application of Science may be added to the State 
University, for the better education of those, on whose intel- 
ligence and skill depend the success of the industrial pro- 
cesses, the physical wealth, and the general prosperity of the 
community. 

In this Department of applied science, none of the indus- 
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trial processes are more interested than that of Agriculture, 
It is impossible that the annual yield of land and labor should 
not be greatly increased in quantity and improved in quality 
by the universal diffusion among cultivators of a knowledge 
of the analysis of soils, of the action of manures, of the ele- 
ments which enter in the composition of grasses, grains, and 
other agricultural products severally, of the Natural History 
of plants and animals, and the relations of light, heat, mois- 
ture, gravitation, electricity and its cognate agents to the pro- 
cesses of organic life. 

The conviction is taking fast hold of the publie mind in 
Europe and the older states of this Union, that for the thor- 
ough acquisition of this valuable agricultural knowledge, 
it will not do to depend upon the ephemeral influences of pop- 
ular Lectures and Addresses, nor yet on the mass of floating 
information placed before the Farmer, through the agency of 
the Periodical Press. Agricultural Colleges are beginning to 
be constituted, where the science may be acquired, and in 
connection with Model Farms, its application may be made 
familiar to the student, in preparation, for the more successful 
and profitable discharge of the maturer duties of the practical 
Farmer. : 

These views are rational and just. Agricultural Science, 
like all other science, can only be acquired by study and re- 
search. The discipline of the school is essential to its acqui- 
sition. Without it, the farming processes fall to the low level 
of routine and drudgery. With it, agriculture rises to the 
dignity of a profession, and vindicates its undoubted claim to 


“stand not only in the first rank of the experimental arts, but 


side by ide with the learned professions in interest and hon- 
or, as well as in profit, 

The same reasons, then, that have hitherto gathered Schools 
of Law, Medicine and Theology around the Literary Depart- 
ment in the University system, and are now attracting to its 
appropriate place in the same system the School of Normal 
Instruction—the same reasons would bring the Agricultural 
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school in like manner within the scope of University Instruc- 


tion, and offer to the professional student in this art the sàme- 


liberal cultüre which has been deemed heretofore the appro- 
‘priate if not the exclusive preparation of the candidate for- 
the learned professions. s 

Under the proposed organization, a student, while in atten-- 
dance on the instructions of the Chair of. Agricultural Chem- 
istry, or any other Chair in the Department of the Philosophy. 
of the Useful Arts, will be able, in connexion with one or- 
more of the regular classes, to devote all the time not other- 
wise employed, to the acquisition of the useful and liberal 
branches of knowledge taught in the other Departments of the- 
University. l 

Under the practical operation of such a syttem, commend- 
ing itself to the sound judgment of an enlightened public, we 
may look forward not only to the greatly enlarged produc- 
tiveness of the useful arts, but to their more elevated social 
position. The pride of profession, which has been so long 
kept in being and in vigor by the invidious distinction which. 
has been set up,and too generally acquiesced in, between the 
the- so-called learned professions and the trades, is destined to. 
fall before the leveling influences of juster views of education.. 

When the great truth shall pass into an abiding conviction 
of the popular mind, that Agriculture and the Useful Arts 
have their appropriate scieuce, which is to-be reached through 
philosophical and professsional culture, the causes which have 
served to depress the industrial occupations will disappear.—- 
The social position of the individual will cease to be deter- 
mined by his art or calling, but will be fixed by his intellec- 
tual and moral worth—and the pride of profession will be: 
lost in the dignity of the man. 

The prevalence of the sentiment hitherto, that the-proprie-. 
ty of liberal culture, both general and professional, is con- 
fined to the practitioners of the learned professions—that all 
the science and the philosophy, which transcends the rudimen- 
tal instructions of the Common School, would be thrown 
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away on the farmer or the artizan, has done more than aught 
else to impair the efféctiveness of the industrial processes, to 


` limit the beneficial action of the Usefül Arts, and unfortu- 


nately for the. public, to let down their position' in the social 
economy. 

It is with a view to remedy these admitted economieal and 
soeial evils—to multiply the valuable products of the various 
forms of industrial agency—to level them up to the standard 


. of professional dignity and consideration, that the idea of Ag- 


ricultural Colleges and Schools for instruction in the philoso- 
phy of the Useful Arts, ha$ recently found audience and fà- 
vor with the friends of educational reform and social progress, 
in Europe and America. 

The board look upon this important movement of modern 
civilization, as a distinct demand for the enlargement of tlie 
existing University system, by adding toits organization a 
Department for professional instruction in Agriculture and 
the useful arts. For valuable as separate and isolated Agri- 
cultural Colleges may: be conceded to be, it is not to be doubt- 
ed that there is a still better policy than that which would 
withdraw the class of young men proposed to be benefitted, 
during the period of theirculture, from the influence, the sym- 
pathy, and the generous rivalry of the restdue of the young 
intellect -of the country. ; 

The aggregate expenditure which would be needed to found 
and sustain in operation isolated schoels of professional instruc- 
tion in agriculture and the mechanical processes, could not fail, 
if applied to the organization and supportof a University De- 
partment of like purposes and ends, to accomplish far more 
for the individual and for society. By introducing the fu- | 
ture cultivator of the Artizan, during the period of his profes- 
sional culture, to the more liberal instructions or the Univer- 

sity. we secure to him in the highest degree, the advantages 
of Chemical and Mechanical science, of the experimental farm, 
of models illustrative of the industrial processes—and super- 
add to all these, free access to the library, and collections in 
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the various branches of natural science, amd, in connexion. 
with the regular classes, to the lecture rooms of the Professors 
of the other departments, whether Collegiate or Professional. 

From such conditions of culture, and the more varied action 
of mind on mind, involved in this early association of liberal 
and professional study, he will go forth to his work with just- 
er views of the relations of the sciences to the arts, and of the 
arts to each othei—he will find the middle wall of partition be- 
tween the useful arts and the professions broken down, his so- 
cial position more fairly adjusted, his industrial agency better 
appreciated and more aptly rewarded. 

That it is the tendency of modern civilization to open the 
advantages-of liberal culture to every class of human agents 
in the organization of society, and thus to secure to itself the 
enlarged physical wealth, and the higher intellectual, moral 
and social good involved in this condition, is a-truth which 
addresses itself to every observing mind. If is in the earnest 
conviction of this truth, and in the cordial desire that Wiscon- 
sin may, at an early day, take a leading position in this move- 
ment, that the Board have undertaken to demonstrate the pro- 
per relation of the University to those great industrial agen- 
eies which have hitherto been regarded almost, if not altogeth- 
er, without the scope of its beneficentaction and its everlast- 
ing influences—and have ventured to suggest the hope that 
its endowment may be so enlarged by National or State 
bounty, as to enable it to cover the whole ground to which it 
is entitled, to do the entire work which it can best do, and 
which may be justly assigned to it, and required of it, in the 
economy of modern civilization. 

8, Library amd Cabinet. 
At the July meeting of the Board, the appointment of Libra- 
' rian was tendered ta H, A. Tenney, Esq., who has also, 
through the past year, continued to act in the capacity of Cu- 
rator of the Cabinet. l 
By reference to the Document marked “F,” in the appen- 
dix, it wil be seen that very valuable edition* bere heen 
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made to the collection of specimens in Mineralogy, Geology, 
Fossil Remains and Conchology, since the date of the last re- 
port. The Cabinet in its present condition, in the number- 
and quallty of the specimens, reflects great credit on the de- 
votion of the Curator to the purposes of the appointment, as 
well as on the enlightened liberality of those scientific gentle- 
men, to whose valuable contributions the University is indebt- 
ed for a portion of the collection. 

A proposition has been recently made to the Board to be- 
come the purchaser of the private Cabinet of a gentleman who 
is about to retire from the Chair of Natural Science in one of 
the eastern Colleges, a position which he has occupied more 


. than thirty years with distinguished ability. The collection 


contains about 3000 specimens, selected out of the accumula- 
tions of the professional life of the proprietor. There is am- 
ple testimony to its perfection, beauty and value; ard as it is 
offered on favorable terms, the Board are unwilling to close 
the negociation without an effort to secure it for the benefit of 
the University. 

By further reference to Document “F,” in the appendix, in-- 
formation may be obtained relative to the success of the ef- 
forts hitherto made to begin a University Library, which by. 
subsequent accumulations may become worthy of an Institu- 
tion of Learning of tne highest grade. . Many valuable dona- 
tions have been made, and more may be anticipated from the- 
enlightened liberality of the friends of the University in the- 
State and throughout the Union. 

The Board, however, are well aware that only a limited re- 
liance can be placed, in the formation ofa valuable Library, on 
voluntary contributions only. Their attention will be early 
turned to the provision of an ample fund, which shall be able 
to command, year by year, from the greater literary marts, 
such works as may be selected with diligence and discrimina- 
tion, as best adapted to the uses of the University,and worthy 
of a place in one of the greater repositories of the thought of 
the past and the present. 
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‘9, Finances. 

"The University of Wisconsin, as is well known, has its reot 
in the benificent policy of the General Government in the ad- 
"ministration of the national domain, of granting to each of the 
new states, seventy two sections of choice lands for the sup- 
port a seminary of learning of the highest grade. It is not to 
be questioned that it is both the duty and the interest of each 
state, in the adminisiration of the grant, to secure to the trust 
the whole value of the lands, in order to accomplish in the 
best manner, and to the broadest extent the ends which a pro- 
gressive civilization now demands, and will hereafter require 
still more largely, from the leading representatives of the Uni- 
versity System—those institutions of learning, namely, which 
in virtue of their position and capabilities, are destined to 
give character and efficiency to all other agencies in the me- 
chanism of public instruction. 

The bounty of Congress in this behalf has been dealt out to 
the new states with entire impartiality, but the results of the 
administration of the bounty in the various states, has been 
widely different. In some, the trust has been executed with 
a degree of fidelity and wisdom of which Wisconsin might 
well be emulous ; in others, this great though delicate interest 
has struggled up, neglected and uncared for, to a tardy and 
fruitless maturity ; in others still, this endowment sacredly 
due to the great cause of social progress, with other education- 
al funds, has been, with no pious hand, diverted to other pub- 
lic or private ends comparatively worthless. ` ` 

However instructive, it would be invidious, in a publie doc- 
ument like this, to illustrate these statements, by appealing to 
the facts as they have transpired in the educational history of 
the new states. It is, however, entirely proper, as well as 
germane to the matter of this report, to say, that the ‘principle 
running through all these cases, seems to be, that an early or- 
ganization of the University interest is essential to the thrifty 
administration of the endowment, and of consequence, to the 


success of the Institution. Wherever the disposal of the © 
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lands has been attempted, prior to the creation of a distinct 
University interest by an. act of incorporation, the endowment 
has been doomed'to melt away under an unchecked system of 
neighborhood spoliation, in fraud of the just rights of the 
young mind of each successive generation of men. 

Happily for Wisconsin the early incorporation of a board of 
Regents, and an incipient organization of the University, has 
been followed up, in course, by such legislation in reference to 
the valuation and sale of the lands, as to rescue the fund from 
the disastrous reduction towards which it was manifestly 
tending, under the action of causes and influences above allu- 
ded to. | 

Under the undisturbed operation of the University law, as 
it now stands, for a half.score of years, the board very confi. 

„dently believe that the seventy-two sections of land constitu* 
ting the original endowment of the institution, will be transmu- 
ted into a productive fund equal, at least, to that of any of the 
analogous institutions of the new states, and a close approxi» 
mation toward that of the oldest and best endowed institutions 
of the land—a result which will present another illustration of 


~ the wise economy of the early creation of a special guardian- 


~ 


~ 


ship of the University interest—the expense of the incipient 
organization proving; in the end, to bea provident outlay of 
hundreds, resulting in the saving of thousands to the institu- 
tion, and to the cause of education in the state. — 

lf the legal provision made under such auspices by the last 
legislature, relative to the valuation and sale of the Universi- 
ty lands, be carried out with consistency and fidelity, the en- 
dowment will ultimately reach $450,000 ; and the institution 
will go down to posterity, a monument of the enlightened e- 
conomy and liberal forecast of this generation. 

By reference to the report of the Treasurer of the board,and 
of the land Commissioner, (Documents marked “C” and “D” 
in the \Appendix,) it will be scen that a like regard for econo- 
my, and a corresponding thrift, have characterized the action 
of the board in the administration of the funds, which it has 
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-been made their official duty to receive and to disburse, in the 
accomplishment of purposes connected with their trust; 

* The third section of the Act of the last legislature, entitled 
an “act to authorize a loan to the University of Wisconsin,” 
directs the- Board to apply “such monies—to the construction 
of University Buildings, to the payment of liabilities incurreil 
àn the purchase of lands for the purposes of said University, 
sand to such other purposes as may be necessary to the ad- 


‘vancement of the interest of Paid University’’—that is, to two - 


specific uses and to other uses within the official discretion ‘of 
the Board. n 

It is not the intention of the board | to recapitulate, under 
‘this head, their acts already reported, and they need hardly 
add,. that all their acts, involving the expenditure of money 
have been done in strict compliance with the directions of the 
‘third section of the statute as above recited. They will 
content themselves with a summary of their liabilities and re- 
‘sources, assuming the first University Edifice to be completed 
sigteeably to contract, on the ist day of January, 1851.

It will be seen by the above exhibit that the value of the 
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property inthe hands of the Board in trust for thé University; 
exceeds, by several thousand dollars, the amount. of money ad- 
vanced to the Board, by virtue of the Act referred tó. — This 
large surplus is properly destined to che same uses as the orig- 
inal fund out of the management ‘of which it has been made. 
Time, however, will rapidly and greatly increase the value'of 
that form of property in which this surplus, for the most part, 
exists, 'and it would be sound policy-on the part of the state, 
to relieve the board of the necessity of throwing it into market 
at too early a day, 
10. Vacancies in the Board. 

‘Fhe Regents, at their first meeting, agreeably to the pro» 
visions of the Charter, were divided by lot into three classes, 
whose term of office should be two, four, and six years re» 
spectively. The term of Messrs. Alex. iL. Collins, A. Hyatt 
Smith, Julius T. Clark, and John H. Rountree, members of 
the first class, will expire in the year 1851; and it will devolve 
‘on the legislature during their coming session to fill the vacan- 
cies by the election of four Regents to hold for the term of six 
years. H 


In conclusion, the Board congratulate their fellow ‘citizens 


‘on the evidences of thrift in the condition of the University in 


every department, and tender, renewedly, to the constituted 
authorities, of the state, the assurance of their hearty co-oper- 
ation in all efforts calculated to extend the means of intellec- 
tual and moral culture, to elevate the tone of Public Instrue- 
tion, and to promoté the interests of sound learning in the 
‘Commonwealth.

Thati in pursuance of authority vested in them: tlie commit- 
tee have, during the past year, reduced to the ownership of the 
Board, all outstanding titles to portions of the University, site 
on the best practicable terms, and have directed the 1 necessary. 
conveyances to be made. VAR 

By order of. the Board, the committee procured the publi- 
eation of three thousand copies of the Addresses delivered: at 
the inauguration of the Chancellor. To one thousand of these 
they caused extra copies of the Regents Report, and of the 
Report of the Superintendent of Public Instruction, to ‘be at- 
tached, embracing in one volume the educational documents, 
of the state for the last. year. This uniform edition of the sev- 
eral documents seemed to be necessary to tlie ganeral under- 
standing of the educational system of Wisconsin, of which the 
University forms a part, The publishers bill has been angit- 
ed, and the amount allowed by the committee has been paid, 
The question on the payment of the balance of the account 
is reserved for the consideration of the Board. 

Agreeably to authority, granted at the last meeting of the 
Board, the committee ordered the laying-ef the basement walls 
of the second dormitory building.  As.this building is des- 
tined to the uses of the Normal Department, the committee 

‘deemed it expedient that such beginning should be made this. 
season, in order that the period of its completion need not be- 
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H 


extended beyond the autumn of 1851. Inthe judgment of 
the committee, the interests of the public schools of Wiscon- 
sin demand the opening of the Normal Department for the pro-. 
fessional education of trachers as early as the spring of 1852. 
The experience of the present year has demonstrated that a 
single season is scant time for the commencement and comple- 
tion of a building of this magnitude. It was therefore, the 
judgment of the committee that they would not be justified in 
deferring the commencement of the work till spring, with the 
hazard of depriving the teachers of our publie schools of the 
benefit of Normal Instruction for another year. While the 
committee entertain full confidence that it is the true policy of 
the University to provide for the speedy erection of the build- 
ing in question, they are of opinion that the execution of the 
residue of the plan will not be called for till such time as the 
treasury may be able to meet the expense without any further 
anticipation of the revenues of the institution. À 
In pursuance of a xesolution of the Boardat their last meet- 
ing, the committee authorized the temporary employment of a 
Tutor, to assist Professor Sterling in theinstruction of the pre- 
paratory and the collegiate classes. It is the understanding 
of the committee that the Chanceller will soon be so, far re- 
lieved from the pressure of other duties as to engage person- 
ally and regularly in instruction; and that, unless the number 
of classes shall be materially increased, the further employ- 
ment of the Tutor will be dispensed with. 
The committee have audited and allawed sundry accounts 
which will be duly reported by the treasurer.

To the Board of Regents : 
The Building Committee in accordance with the resolution 
of the Board constituting said committee, make théir scohd 


* ANNUAL REPORT. 


. In addition to a. general superintendence of ilis University 
grounds, and the preservation of all improvements and struc- 
tures thereon, constituting the standing duty of the. committee 
they. were specially charged by the, Board, at their meeting, 
January 16th, 1850, with the duty of contracting for and cause 
ing to be erected ou the University site, one dormitory. build- 
ing, according to the plan adopted by the Board at ‘said meet. 
ing. 


In prosecution of this special duty, the cortes made 


suitable advertisement for sealed proposals, to be opened on 
the 20th of March, 1850. Thirteen bids were received by the 
comirittee, the most favorable of which was found to be.that 
presented by Messrs Varney & Parker, who proposed to com- 
plete the building of stone, according to the specifications, at 
the aggregate cost of $17, 000—the committee reserving the 
usualright of varying the specifications as the work should 
progress, increasing or diminishing compensation accordingly, 
The Board respectfuliy referred to the specifications on file in 
the secretary's office, for a more full understanding: ,of the 
style, quality and quantity of' work to be done in fulfillment 
of the undertaking. E 

Two several contracts, with good and sufficient; ; Securities 
for faithful performance were executed; one by Ezra L.- Var- 
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ney, for the mason work complete, for the snm of 810;850, 
and the other by Henry C. Parker, for the carpenter and join~ 
er work complete, for the sum of $6,950; the Building Com- 
mittee contracting to pay, in part, from time to time, as the 
work should progress, reserving a sufficient sum for.final pay- 
ment, on satisfactory completion of the work on the first day 
of January, 1851. ; l 

Provision was made, in the contract with Mr. Varney, for 
the construction of two furnaces of approved. model and works 
manship, with the necessary flues and registers, warranted suf- 
ficient to heat, at all seasons, every study, and every room, for 
recitation and lecture in the building. Further provision was 
made for the thorough ventilation of each room, a very impor- 
tant desideratum, as the committee deem it, in collegiate-ar- 
chitecture. 

Under the supervision of the committee, the work has stead- 
ily advanced towards its completion. ‘Fhe walls‘were up and 
under roof early in October; the floors have been laid. and the 
residue of the joiner work will be completed within the time 
specified in the contract. 

The committee, however, deem it hazardous to complete: the 
plastering so late in the autumn, and have authorized the con- 
tractor to defer the same till the opening of spring. ‘Fhe 
building will accordingly be ready for occupation on or before. 
the first day. of June next. è 

At a special meeting of the Board, on the 25th dis of July 
last, a resolution was passed, leaving it to the discretion of the 
Executive Committee, to order the laying of the foundation, 
on the south side of the principal avenue, of a second dormi- 
tory building, similar to the first, with a view to the erection 
of the superstructure in the course of the next season. The 
Executive committee, after due consideration, directed the 
needful excavation and the laying of the basement walls up to 

the water table, inclusive. 

Accordingly, Mr. E. L. Varney contracted with the Build- 
ing Committee to furnish the materials and to lay the rough

wall for $1 50 per perch, the “rock work” for $2 per perch, 
and.the water table, of cut stone, for fifty cents per foot of faced 
work. . 

This job has been completed in a manner highly creditable 

_to the contractor, and has been accepted by the Committee.— 
The work has been. protected from. the weather and will take. 
no damage from exposure. 

As the work on the first dormitory ines is still in pro- 
gress, the Committee refrain from remark on its style and 
character, and will only say that every part of it has gone for- 
ward under the supervision of the Committee, and will not be 
accepted unless, on the most rigid scrutiny, it shall be found 
to come up to the letter and spirit of the contract. 

The Committee have, from time to time, authorized war- 
rants on the treasury in favor of the contractors, taking care 
to reserve for final payment a sum sufficient to secure a faith- 


ful performance of the contract or fully to modem the board 


for any default or damage. 

+ In taking leave of this part of the subject, the committee 
take eccasion to express the conviction that the interests of 
f education in the state demand.the completion of the second 
building, now begun, during the summer of 1851, in order to 
the earliest possible organization of the Normal Department 
of the University, It is earnestly to be hoped that the con- 
dition of the treasury will be found such as to allow the im- 
mediate prosecution of the work on the opening of the spring, 
and its completion early in the autumn of 1881. 

The Committee have not been unmindful of the other branch 
of their duty, touching the preservation; ,and improvement of 
the University grounds. Á hand has been constantly’ einploy- 
ed during the summer, in clearing off the trunks and branches 
of trees, and removing the under brush, reserving the stand- 
ing trees, and such of the younger growth as may promise to 
be of use or ornament to the site—a permanent supply of wa- 
ter has been procured by sinking a well to the depth of sev- 
enty five feet, and the grounds will be effectually protected 
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from trespass and waste, by a durable inclosure, now in pros — ^ 
eess of erection. The site embraces an area of about fifty 
acres, and the plan of building has been so adapted to the nat« 
ural face of the hill, as to obviate the necessity of grading, 
except in the immediate vicinity of the several structures, for 
the better protection of basement walls, and the convenience 
of occupants. The committee, therefore, propose to have the 
natural surface well set in grass, and further to ornament the 
_area by the plantation of the avenue trees called for in the 
original plan of the grounds already approved, as well as of 
th.se which may be desirable for fruit, shade, or shelter. 
Whatever improvements, conducive to the beauty or the 
uses of the University site, may be within the range of good 
taste and sound economy wiil receive the early and constant 
attention of the committee,

The labors of instruction have been considerably increased, 
in consequence of the necessary multiplication of classes, ari- 
sing principally from the improvement of those who have fox 
sometime, been connected with the school, and the fréquent. 
accession of others, who had previously enjoyed, in à, very 
small degree, the advantages of education. 

The duties of the school during the present term, besides 
the services ofthe Chancellor, have been sufficient to occupy 
the whole time of two teachers. This willbe seen from the 
programme of recitations for the term, which we here insert 
for the purpose also of showing the studies pou by the 


different classes of the school.

The project for commencing a Cabinet originated at the 
first session ' of the Regents, at a time when every thing re- 
mained untried in this new country, and nothing having such 
a purpose in view, had been accomplished, and wa justly 
regarded as at best but an experiment. Since the first efforts 
were put forth, however, collections of specimens have - been 
continuous, increasing both in quantity and value, so much so 
that the Cabinet now contains a nearly complete representa- 
tion of the geological formations, minerals and fossils of the 
state, and a goodly number of the minerals, fossils, &c., found 
in the eastern states. s 


^ The list attached shows the mineral specimens collected du- 


ring the year past. Continued ill health for several months 
has prevented me from giving that attention to the collection 
which was desirable ; and for that reason, lists of the fossils, 
shells, and many other specimens, are unavoidably omitted. 
They have been, however, numerous and valuable. 

A system of exchanges has been estabaished, through the 
medium of which, it is confidently anticipated, many additions 
al eastern specimens will be obtained during the coming year, 
and at no greater cost than that of bare transportation, 

I am under particular obligations to several gentle men for 
their efforts to aid the Cabinet during the past year. Among 
them, I. A. Laruam, Esq., of Milwaukee , W. R. Smrru, 
Esq., of Mineral Point; Hon. C. S. Benton, of Albany, N.

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"The subject of founding a library was one which early oc- 
‘cupied the-attention of the Regents, but from lack of means; 
mo direct action was taken until June last, when a proposition 
was made to connect, temporarily, the collection of material 
for a Library, with that of the cabinet, and I was appointed 
‘agent for- that purpose. The resultof the efforts made to car- 
qy out this design, has been very flattering, as the annexed 
‘catalogue will show. Nearly eight hundred volumes, many of 
them quite valuable, have been obtained, and additions are 
being constantly made. This secures a foundation for a Li- 
‘brard: and judging from the liberal spirit generally manifes- 
ted by the public, this important department is destined to a 
‘steady, and perhaps rapid increase in the number of its vol- 
umes, l 

Particular thanks are due to Hon. Henry Dodge for a gen- 
rous donation of books, valued at $625. Also to A. S. 
Baines & Co., of New York; to D. S. Durrie, Esg., late of 
Albany, N. Y. ; and to several citizens of Madison. 

The expenses incurred during the year, in collections for the 
‘cabinet and library, have been about $350. The actual, val-

Which thé commissioners have been unable to collect, as 
yet, éwing to want of sufficient time to remain in the places 
where the same were assessed. Prompt measures will, how-. 
ever, be taken at the earliest opportunity to enforce a pay- 
ment of the same. . n 
While it has been the care of the commissioners that all 
the title intended to be conveyed by the legislature to the ` 
purchasers, has in each instance been fully vested in them, 
they have so framed the certificates required to be given, (re- 
ference being made to duplicates of the same, on file in the 
office ofthe secretary of state) as to guard sufficiently the 
rights and interests of the fund and carry-out the‘intention of 
the statute. 
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"The commisioners deeming the statute in reference to the 
form of the mortgage given, merely directory, considePed ' 
themselves at liberty and believed it to be their duty to adopt 
à form containing all the substance of the oné giveh in the 
‘statute, together with all the covenants usually contained in 
the safest and most appproved forms of mortgages, "UBy so 
doing they were not imposing any hardship upon the moftga- 
igor, and as far as the forin of the mortgage is concerned, pla- 
cing the seturity of the loan beyond any gonna genet that 
can arise. os 

Owing to the imperfect manner in m records were kept 
in former years after the organization of'a territorial govern~ 


ment, and the loose way in which all transactions relative'to ~~ - 


real estate were conducted, and the crection of new- counties 
out of old onés, rendered necessary by the increase ‘of popila- 
tion, the neglect of the new counties to transcribe to their 
books records properly belonging there, rendered the‘loaning 
of a large amount of money in small sums exceedingly vexa- 
tious and somewhat hazardous. ' ; 

The 79th section of the act referred to, requires the person 
applying for a loan, among other things, to produce and file 
with the commissioners the certificate of the clerk of the dir- 
cuit court and register of deeds of the county in which the 
lands were situated, showing that there was no incumbrance, 
&c.. upon the lands offered as security. 

Had the commissioners been satisfied merely to comply 
with the letter of the statute and require simply the certificate 
of the said officers of the county in which the land was located, 
the security in many instances would have been imperfect, 
and in some cases entirely worthless, We would therefore 
suggest the propriety of so amending the law as to- require 
the person applying fora loan, to produce certificates ` ftom 
the proper officers of every county where a lien upon his lánd 
might exist. 

The commissioners in every instance, where a. loam of the 
school fund has been made, have required all the evidénces 
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necessary in their judgement to be presented to them. prior 
totheloan; without restricting themselves in cases where any 
doubt could exist, to the requirements of the statute, and it 
affords them great pleasure to state that in every instance they 
have required and obtained the most ample secutity for the 
re-payment of the sum borrowed. 

By section 10. a discretionary power is vested in the com- 
missioners, relative to the amount of the percentage to be paid 
down at the time of the sale, authorizing them to demand and 
receive upon the sale any amount in their discretion, ranging 
from 10 to 75 per cent of the purchase money. 

The commissioners considered it their duty, under this sec- 
tion, in each instance to receive as small a percentage as they 
deemed prudent to secure the permanency of the sale; be- 
lieving that'the land itself furnished as perfect security for the 
balance left unpaid, as could be otherwise obtained, thus di- 


minishing the expense of securing the fund against loss, and 


at, the same time extending to the purchaser a long credit at a 
moderats rate of interest, thereby increasing the number of 
sales at enhanced prices. | 

By the provisions of the act before referred to; authorizing 
the sale ofthe schooland university lands, the pre-emption 
right to purchase certain portions of said lands at their ap- 
praised value, was secured to all persons who had brough, 
themselves within the provisions of that portion of the act re- 
ferring to pre-emptions. l 

The legislature at its last annual session passed an amen- 
datory act establishing ten dollars per aore as the minimum 
price of the university lands; the appraised value of said lands 
being much less in most iustances under the old act than the 


‘minimum price fixed;by the amendatory act. 


It frequently occurred during the sales in the different coun- 
ties that applications were made for pre-emptions under the 
old act, by persons who had entered upon the land prior to 
the passage of the act amending the same ; and the question 
presented to the commissioners was, whether the person who 
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had entered upon the land and claimed a pre-emption by, vir-. 
tue of his entry under the old act, was entitled to pre-empt. 
the land upon the payment of the amount at which. the same 
was originally appraised ; or whether the mihimum. price fx- 
ed by the amendatory act was the least sum which the eom- 


Int 


missioners were authorized, to receive. Settlers had. gone on 
the land in good faith and made valuable improvements there- 
on, relying for the protection of their rights, upon the then ex- 
isting law of theland.. Clearly, if the lands are sold accord- 
ing to the provisions of the new act, great. hardship and injus- 
tice will be done to that class. of our honest and deserving ci- 
tizens. Taking into consideration. the fact that perhaps. the 
settler had acquired a vested right in the land, which. ought, 
not and which could not be safely disturbed, we deemed it but, 
prudent in all cases when those questions were raised and ur-, 
ged, to withdraw the lands from market. We invite the at- 
tention of the legislature to the fact, and leave them to, take, 
, such action in the premises as they in their diseretion, shall 
deem proper. We also submit herewith a communieation from 
‘Hon, Stoddard Judd, relating to the subject. of ; “university. 
lands, to which your attention is invited. , 
Our experience has taught us that that portion of the. act 
which confers upon the commissioners the powcr of granting 
pre-emption rights, is imperfect and incomplete. The 58th 
section of the act provides that any person or. persons at. -any 
time before the day of sale, may prove up their right. of pre- 
emption before the commissioners, by the affidavits of two or 
more disinterested persons, who are citizens of the, state, " It 
has frequently occurred during the sale of the- lands, that dif- 
ferent parties have appeared before the commissioners, and 
claimed the.right of pre-emption to the same lot of Jand— 
each party presenting affidavits sufficient under the law to en- 
title him to such right. l 
The commissioners by the act.not having power tọ receive 
counter affidavits, or to call witnesses upon the stand, found 
themselves placed in exceedingly perplexing situations—ithe- 
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ing difficult, and iv many instances impossible, to determine 
tn a manner satisfactory to Piemesirem what were the rew- 
rights of the respective parties. 

We would therefore suggest to the legislature the propriety 
of amending the act so as to confer upon the commissioners. 
powers similar to those possessed by the officers of the general 
Jand office. l 

By an act entitled, **an act to provide for the appraisal and 
sale of school lands," approved Feb. 9th, 1850, the legislature 
empowered the secretary of state, treasurer and attorney gen- 
eral to offer for sale, whenever in their judgement it would be 
for the best interests of the school fund so to do, eertain por- 
tions of the five hundred thousand acres of land referred to in 
the act. The said lands could not be offered for sale until 
they had been duly appraised, and the legislature which pass- 
ed the act, reserved to themselves alone, the right to appoint 
the appraisers at their then session, which they neglected to 
do. Hence the act was, and still is, inoperative. 

In view of the depredations constantly being committed in 
the now thickly inhabited portions of the state, either by tres- 
pass or otherwise, upon the school and university lands, (the 
timber and material upcnmany of which formne small portion 
of their value,) the difficulty and expense of preventing such 
depredations, or of prosecuting persons committing them, and , 
the benefits to be derived from a rapid settlement of the coun- 
try, we would suggest the propriety of offering such lands at 
an early day, consilering that the loss by trespasses commit- 
ted upon the same, will be greater than the enhanced value 
created by the lapse of time. 

The importance ofthe school and university funds as re- 
gards the future prospects and welfare of our state can scarce- 
ly be estimated ; and the commissioners-would respectfully 
suggest that the careful attention of the legislature be directed 
to the law relative to the sale of the lands and the investment 
of the proceeds, 60 that nothing which their wisdom and expe- 
rience can suggest as necessary to secure the safety and per- 
manency of the fund may be left undone. 
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By attaining this result, the more rapid developement of, 
our natural resources will be secured, and an addition, which 
must increase with time, made to our favorable and already 
wide-spread reputation abroad. | 

The influence and power of every state, the stability of its: 
institutions, and the happiness of the citizens, must, to a very 
great extent, depend upon the mental cultivation and training 
of its youth; and itis a matter of which we may ibe justly 
proud, and upon which we may base bright anticipations of 


our future greatness, welfare and renown, that the control for .

educational purposes of such vast resources is given to us. 

Its influence in our own generation, will be great indeed, 
but who can calculate the effect, if not diverted from its pro- 
per channel, which it will produce when. our children and chil- 
dren's children occupy our places. ~

' There are about three thousand acres of these lands lying 
near this village,.and within this.town and the town of Tren- 
ton. -The general character of these lands is good, being one- 
half, or perhaps a little more than one-half, prairie, and the 
balance mostly thin openings. They are without water, or 
marsh at. all. "I 

Probably one-third, or nearly one-half of this tract is claim- 
ed and held by pre-emption, under the provisions of sec. 57, 
chap. 24, title viii, of the revised statutes, . 

"The names. of the pre-emptors, (about thirty) itis not con- 
sidered-necessary to insert here, because it is presumed. they 
willappear upon the original appraisal of these lands, as the 
improvements of said pre-emptors were appraised at the same 
time that the land was appraised. 

In regard to the.value of these lands at this time, T will 
state, that it is quite certain that very few tracts or lots, if any, 


would sell for more than the appraised value of the same, while | 


no man at all acquainted with the country, entertains the 
opinion that any of them will bring ten dollars per acre within 
ten or fifteen years. : The general belief is, that they were es- 
timated rather above their value, by the commissioners that 
appraised them. 


The pre-emptors occupying these lands, claim that they.. 


have a right to hold them .under the pre-emption above refer- 
red to, at their.appraised value, notwithstanding the provisions 
of chap. 176, of the session laws of 1850. 

It is not believed that that law either applies to; or includes 
land held or claitred under the pre-emption law. The words 
of the act are : “The minimum price of the university lands 
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“shall be. and the same is hereby established at ten dollars 
“per acre, and none of said land shall be sold for less than said 


*iminimum price." 


I have italicised the last clause of this section, for the pnr- 
pose of calling your attention particularly to its phraseology, 
“shall be sold." "e 

Now; it is contended, that al? lands claimed by valid pre- 
emption rights, are already sold ; and that the subsequent per 
formance of the law, by proving up, before the lands are offer- 
ed at public sale. and paying such a petcentage on their ap- 
praised value as may be required, is not a sale, but is merely 
a consummation of the sale made and created by the pre-emp- 
tion law itself. Or, m other words, the passage of the pre~ 
emption law vested a right, to the land claimed under its pro- 
visions, upon a compliance with its requirements, on the part 
of the pre-emptors. Can a subsequent legislature deprive 
those pre-emptors of those rights ? er can they change the 

terms without the consent of the other party? Can the state 
authorities abrogate a solemn contract with any of its citizens 
by its own power and will, without the consent, and against 
the remonstrance of such citizens ? and if so, then what shall 
hinder a subsequent legislature, after the presen$ commission- 
ers shall have invested the school monies at 7 per cent iater- 
est for a term of ten years—from enacting a law requiring those 
persons with whom such monies have been invested—to pay 
interest at 25 per cent? Surely there would be as much 
equity and justice in this latter case as in the former. Nay, 
it may be confidently asserted that the former would be, by 
far, the most oppressive. | 
These lands were appraised three years ago, at which time 
every pre-emptor had his improvements appraised also, so that 
jn case he did not become the purchaser, and his lot was pur- 
chased by another person, he might be entitled to the .value 
of his appraised improvements, from such purchaser. Now, 
in almost all cases, these improvements have been materially 


enlarged and extended since their appraisal : in many instan- 


s APPENDIX. 1001 


ees entire new houses have been erected, and in some cases, 
the additional improvements have amounted to several hun- 
‘dred dollars. The pre-emptor is able to pay the appraised 
value of the land, but cannot afford to pay ten dollars per acre, 
and another purchaser can afford to pay that price, because he 
gets several hundred dollars worth of improvements for which he 
ds not required to pay any thing !=-can anything more ‘unjust 
be contrived ? and is it possible that the state legislature ever 
intended such a thing? and will they insist upon the contin- 
uance of such a law ? 

In view, therefore, of ail these, and many other considera- 
tions, I understand it to be the intention of the pre-emptors to 
insist upon their right to the land at the appraised value there- 
of ; and that they will resist all attempts to dispossess them. 

Under these circumstances, the question presents itself, what 
ought to be done ? 

I bave no hesitation in giving it as my opinion that every 
interest, the state universify, the public and. the claimants, 
would beg. both now, as well as hereafter, promoted by an en- 
tire and complete repeal of the law of the last session of the 

‘legislature above referred to. 

But, if this should not be considered advisable, then, per- 
haps it would answer all purposes, so far as the interests of 
the pre-emptors are concerned, to pass an act declaring that 
the said'act should not be so construed as to affect or apply to 
any lot claimed under the provisions of the pre-emption law 
of the revised statutes. -—

-In aceprdance with thg recommendations embraced i ių. our 
last Report, we advertised on the 4th day.of March, and re- 
ceived propositions until the.13th day. of May, for the -Im- 
proyement of the Grand Chute and Cedar Rapids,. ., Proposals 
were received, for . the improvement of both, sides of the river 
ef these two points. 

At the Grand Chute, Theodore 'Conkey , proposed for, the 
eonstruction on that side of the river, of section: no. 1 , Lock 
no..4, aud the Dam, for the aggregate sum of 11,971 25, and 
the -right-to all the surplus water, for hydraulic purposes.— 
This: proposition, if; accepted, would.have fixed the location 
of; the improyement;on the west.side; and was submitted to 
n Gov emnor. -for hiş. ‚approval, “which she declined to give, 

eemipg the; amount, of. work, proposed. to . be done. by .Mr. 
Corker of, less v value. than the water power, and the, location 
was changed. tọ. the.east. side, and the work allotted/ to Fitch 
P, . Tallmage, he, being the lowest bidder, for the aggregate 
sum. of | ILTA 64, the aggregate propositions on the west 
side. of the riyer, had Mr,;Conkey’ § proposition been accepted, 
would have, been $ $51,073 61, and -all the surplus water. for 
ij raulic, | Purposes, « only exhibiting a difference of the sum. of 

674.03; which latter. sum -would have been the. only .real 
MEM that the State would have received for all the water 
power atthe, Grad Chute. |. 

In addition to this, the east side of the river affords better 
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facilities for the construction of the improvement; and the line 
of canal being farther removed from, and generally entirely 
above the river, would be less subject to danger from floods. 

Contracts were made with White, Resley and Arndt, for the 
improvement on the west side of the river, at Cedar Rapids, 
with a timber lock and spar dam, for the aggregate sum of 
16,427 90. A subsequent change from a timber to compo- 
site lock, would increase the cost about $600; making the 
aggregate 17,027 90. 

At the same time propositions were received for’ the con- 
struction of the draw bridge at Fort Winnebago, and a crane 
scow, for the removal of snags, and improvement of Wisconsin 
river, which were allotted as follows: 

Bridge no. 1 across Grand Lock, to Thomas Rey- 


nolds, for 1,124 01 
Bridge no. 2, across Lift Lock to Nelson Mc- 

Neal, for 1,138- 89 
Scow for improvement of Wisconsin River, to

Making the aggregate amount put under contract 

at that time, $76,837 44 


The work on the improvement at the Grand Chute and Ce- 
dar Rapids, progressed with great rapidity, until from the iri- 
sufficiency of funds, it became necessary to notify the con- 
tractors that monthly estimates could not be paid to them with 
regularity. This circumstance, of course has compelled the 
contractors to suspend their operations, to a greatextent. In 


— the present state of the fund, this work cannot be resumed, 


until additional amounts of land shall be placed at the dispo- 
salof the Board. The contractors, however, have made their 
arrangements for materials to be delivered this Winter,and next 
spring, 8o that the work will be in readiness to resume, as soon 
as funds can be realized. They having asked for an extension 
of time for the completion of their contracts, the Board have 
thought proper to grant them until the Ist day of December; 
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1851, instead of requiring them to complete their work on.the 
1st day of July, as at first contemplated. 

The work at Fort Winnebago has not progressed with the 
rapidi ty that was anticipated: and as it was found that more 
time would be required for the improvement of the Fox River 
(in consequence of the extremely low stage of the water,) than 
was at first expected, the time for the completion of these 
contracts was extended to the first of October. The work 
was not, however, completed by that time, and the contractors 
were allowed to go on, as there was no question but that the 
canal and locks could be made ready for use by the opening 
ofnavigation in the spring. And it was also considered, that 
the longer period that the banks remained after construction, 
before a pressure of water was thrown upon them, would in- 
sure their permanency. | 

The canal will be completed. within a few days ready for ac- — 
ccptance, If the contractor for the construction of the locks; 
should not display the proper energy in the prosecution of his. 
work, so as to remove all doubts of its completion by the 
proper time, the Board have made such arrangements as will 
insure their being done by the opening of navigation in the 
spring. | m 

The draw bridges at Fort Winnebago were located one upon 
each lock, to save expense in construction, and i in order that 
the persons employed to tend the locks, could also take charge 
of the bridges, and save the necessity of employing additional 
men for that purpose. As but little or nothing has been done 
towards their construction, further progress will be suspended 
upon them, “in consequence of the limited state of the fund, 
as all the money that can be realized at present, will be re- 
quired to complete previous contracts; and, until the Dredge 
can reach Fort Winnebago, the temporary bridges erected 
across the canal by individuals, for their own convenience, 
will answer all purposes. 

The Board, from the examinations that they have made of 
the progress, and the amount of work performed by the steam 
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dredge, in the i improvement of the channel of the Fox River, 
during the past season, are well satisfied with, the energy "with 
which its operations have been prosecuted. For à “detailed 
statement of its operations we would ` make deerenée 1 ‘to the’ 
report of Mr. Story, acting commissionér, in char ge, which i ls

These channels, and in fact, the whole of the upper river, 
could better be navigated by^a small class of Hat bottom, 
stern-wheel boats, than any other; as the width of such boats. 
would more readily admit of their passing each othér; in "he 
narrow channel, and in addition, their operation would be loss 
injurious to the banks, than that’ of boats propelled by side. 
wheels. i 
There should be some regulation made sdtbvefercuce to this 
matter, by or before the time that this portion of the streami. 
comes to be used for the purposes of navigation. Tt is be- 
lieved that there will be nothing to prevent ‘properly c construc- : 
ted boats from ascending the river, next. season,’ as far as the. 
operations of the dredge boat have been extended—within. six 


miles of Fort Winnebago. d 


Some portion of the overhanging timber that interfered with 
the navigable chantiel of the Wisconsin, was cut down, and: re- 
moved during last winter. A crane scow for the removal of 


snags and to afford facilities for the cutting and. renova of i 


‘such timber as may still interfere with the navigation, was 


constructed last fall. It would be advisable to send this scow 
down the Wisconsin, with a proper complement of men, as 
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early néxt season as the stave of water will beri fon ‘the 
purpose of still further improving the navigation of that 
stream. D 

When the objects, for which this scow. were ‘designed, are 
effected, it will materially assist navigation; and it is believed 
that light draught steamboats will find no difficulty in making 
regular trips upon this stream. | 

` The contract for the improvement of Winnebago Rapids, is 
progressing towards completion. The time for finishing this 
contract was extended by the board from the first day of Oc- 
tober, 1850, to the first day of May, 1851; and from its pres- 
eht condition, it is fair to suppose that the work at that point 
will be ready for use early next season. _ 

‘the improvement at Rapid Croche, would have been en- 
tirely completed last season,had it not been for an unfortunate 
breach in the dam. Such arrangements have been made, how- 
ever, as will insure its repair in a few days, so that the work 
at this point will be fully ready for the purposes of naviga- 
tion next spring. 

. At Des Peres the lock was opened for the passage of boats 
early last season. It has been found necessary, however, in: 
consequence of a diminished depth of water in the bay and - 
river below, to sink the bottom of the lock, and lower mitre 
sill about two feet. Preparations have been made for, this al- 
teration, and the work willbe entirely completed, and the 
lock prépared for use by the time navigation opens in the 
spring. The dam will also be reo to its proper height, as 
nayigation will require it. 

The board authorized the chief engineer to employ some 
suitable person to remove the boulders interfering with navi- 
gation, from the channel of the Fox river, between Rapid 
Croche and the head of Des Peres dam, — This work has been 
done under his superintendence at a cost of $338 16. 

For a more full and complete statement of the condition and 
progress of each portion of the work on the improvement, we 
will refer to the report of the chief engineer and superinten- 
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dent, which is annexed and marked “B,” which is adopted as. 
& part of the report of the board. ' 

Overtures were made to the board by the agent of some 
eastern capitalists, for making the improvement at the Little 
Chute and the Grande Kaukauna, the only portions of the 
work not under contract. The conditions under which they 
proposed to do the work, were: The privilege of using all the 
surplus water for hydraulic purposes, and also the right of col- 
lecting tolls under the direction of the state authorities.— 
These conditions were deemed so favorable by the board, that 
they directed the work to be advertised, Previous to the 
time fixed for receiving propositions, however, Mr. Joshua F. 
Cox, one of the leaders in the enterprise, died; and conse- 
quently the arrangement failed. 

It is to be regretted that this contract conld not have been 
consummated; as it would have insured the completion of the 
improvement at a much earlier period, than can possibly be ef- 
fected from funds derivable from the salesof the lands appro- 


priated for that purpose. 
The quantity of land advertised for sale since the last re- 


port, has been 67,660 78-100 acres. There has been sold 
during the same period by pre-emption, 18,229 59-102 acres.

‘Of this quantity probably not more than 20,000 acres can 
be sold during the coming year; as considerable portions of it 
are waste and marshy lands. So that unless congress should 
confirm the grant of the selections already made by the Gov- 
ernor; and order surveys to be made on *he north side of the 
Fox river in the recent Menominee purchase, so that selections 
can be made from those lands for the purpose of making up 
all deficiencies; but little can be done beyond closing up the 
contracts entered at the first lettings; and keeping the Dredge 
Boat at work on the upper Fox river. Leaving but a small 
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sum applicable to the continuation of the Improvement at 
Grand Chute and Cedar Rapids. 

The following statement will show what can probably be ree 
lied upon as the basis of operations for the next six months.

From the foregoing statement it will be seen that no funds 
will be applicable to the continuation of the work at the 
Grande Chute and Cedar Rapids unless lands should sell with 
more rapidity than is anticipated. 

No new liabilities will be incurred by the Board until more 
lands can be obtained, and they would recommend, that, as 
ong as sufficient funds ate on hand for that purpose, the steam 
dredge should be kept constantly at work in the improvement 
of the upper Fox river, as the opening of a channel of com- 
munication to the Portage canal, and through that to the Wis- 
éonsin, is of the utmost importance. 

Should favorable circumstances occur however either through 
propositions for water power, or a confirmation of the selec- 
tion of lands; a portion of the work at the Little Chute and 
Grand Kaukauna might be put under contract. And should 
the board during the coming season obtain the control of all 
the lands to which che improvement is entitled,the entire wotk 
could be completed by the spring of 1853. 

There is a deficiency in the grant of land for the improves 


- 
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ment of about 170,000 acres. It is respectfully recommended 
that the Legislature use all the means in its power, through 
our Senators and Representatives in Congress, or otherwise, to 
make the balance of the land available for the prosecution of 
the work.

GENTLEMEN : | 

On the first of March last, operations were resumed on the 
Dredge Boat, by making the necessary repairs, and adjusting 
and refitting the machinery, which occupied about two weeks. 
Work was then commenced upon the **cut" at the foot of Lake 
Puckaway, which was finally completed on the first of April. 
This ‘eut’ or channel has remained open during the whole 
season, and has very much improved the navigation of the 
lake, 

The dredge was detained eight days at the head of the lake 
by ice; and the remainder of the month of April and the whole 
of May were occupied in dredging and improving the channel 
between Lake Puckaway and Buffalo Lake. About five wecks 
of this time was spent in dredging a channel through the rapids 
at the foot of Buffalo Lake, extending over a little more than 
a mile in distance. 

On account of the unusual low stage of water in the river, a 
very large amount of work was required through the upper 
part of Buffalo Lake, immediately ;aboveit, and through Rice 
Lake. Between Rice Lake and the English settlement, com- 
parativelv a smaller amount of dredging was required. The 
English settlement was reached on the first of August, where 
a little delay occurred in making some necessary repairs, 

After an examination of the river for some distance above 
and below the “orks,” it was considered best for the purpo- 
ses of navigation to take advantage of a marshy flat leading in 
a parallel direction with the general course of the river. Ac- 
cordingly I left the river at a bend about half a mile below 
the “forks,” and after following a slough for abou} 1000 
feet, struck into the flat, and have already dredged a channel 
for a distance of 2800 feet, averaging 45 feet in width and 
from the surface of the ground about 7 feet in depth. There i 
yet remains to make the connection with the river, a distance 
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: -or 1250 feet, the average depth. of which will be about 8 | feet. 
The, advantages of this channel when completed. will bea sa- 
ving i in navigable distance of about two miles, and a directness 
of course instead of following the winding and tortuous chan- 
ud of the river, thereby, avoiding Mud Lake, through which, 
from the soft. ene slimy. nature of the soil it would be almost 
impossible 4 to maintain a ‘navigable channel. . 

Operations ceased, and the Dredge, was laid up in winter 
quarters on the first of December, and a “careful person was 
placed on board as ship keeper. I have effected an insurance 
upon it for the sum of $4000 in the Etna Insurance Compa- 
ny, Hartford Ct., and for $5000 in the, Protection Insurance 
2 a Company, Rome, N. Y. 

It will be necessary to repair the machine icons du- 
ring the latter part of the winter, and to take such measures 
as may be necessary to strengthen the hull ; as from the im- 
mense strain that there is upon it constantly in working, it 
has settled from a horizontal line near the bearing of the foot 
of the.crane post. My impressions are that. the, sum of one 
thousand, dollars would besuflicient to;put the machine in per- 
fect condition for next season's operations, ` |

GENTLEMEN : ` , 

Annexed will be found a statement of the progress, during 
the past season, and present condition ofthe different portions 
of work under contract on the improvement of the Fox and 
Wisconsin Rivers. 

The chopping and remoyal of the overhanging timber on 
the Wisconsin, was continued during a portion of the last 
winter, until the ice along the shore became so weak that the 
men could not work, when the labor was discontinued,’ "The: 
exceedingly mild weather during a portion of February, ren- 
dered it almost impossible to make as thorough work as was 
desirable ; and consequently, upon the lower portion of the 
river, there is much that was imperfectly done. 

A crane schow, with winches and capstan, was built at Fort 
Winnebago, on the Wisconsin, during the fall, for the purpose

of ‘completing ‘the work commenced last winter, by removing 


: snags from the channel; ‘and also" to furnish’ facilities for cüt-' 


ting ‘down and. removing such trees as may still overhang the 
banks and interfere with the navigation of the river. It is 
believed that this will be the most effectual method that could 
be devised for this purpose.’ It was designed to have this 
SCOW completed and put i in operation last summer, but much 
of the ‘machinery had to be obtained from Milwaukee, and the 
prevalence of sickness there prevented it from being furnished 
at the time stipulated. 

The scow could be put in operation next seasom as soom as 
the stage of water would permit, and effect the objects desired 
to accomplish with it in three or four months, at à probable 
expense of $600 or $800. 

The contracts at Fort Winnebago, including the two sec- 
tions of canal, the guard and lift.locks, are nearly completed, 
and « can be made ready for filling m water by the first of 
May next. ` 

The seetions of canal will cost about the amount of the 
first estimate. The expenses of the construction of the locks 
will be considerably greater than was estimated, for the'follow 
ing reasons : | | 

The Guard lock, from the increased length and quantity of 
excavation and embankment, and the necessity of a sheet pi- 
ling protection to secure the entrance into the Wisconsin; and 
the head of the lock against the encroachments of the river; — 
At thé lift-lock there is a large increased amount of excavation 
in consequence of a change of the location ofthe lock into 
the point of the “Bluff,” in order to secure a better foundation 
and obviate the necessity of driving bearing piles ; an addi- 
tional amount: of embankment was necessary, and also an in- 
crease of timber and plank, in consequence of sinking the 
foundation one foot lower than was at first contemplated. 

But little has been done at the bridges—in fact, nothing

Winnebago Rapids has been progress- 
ing steadily since its commencement, with a fair force of men. 
About two-thirds of the excavation for the canal has been re~ 
moved ; the dam is completed, and the timber for the lock i is 
all on the ground. ‘The contractor has also obtained | the Valve 
gate for the Lock, so that it is fair to suppose , that. the work 
will be completed early next season. , i 

The contxactor at Grand Chute progressed rapidly during 
the time that he was at work, and previous to his suspension 
of operations, had completed over twenty chains of eanal, in-, 
cluding the excavation of the upper lock pit He has also 
completed the grubbing and clearing of the two upper sections. 
He has made arrangements so that his timber, and plank will 
be got out.during the present winter and delivered on the 
work early next season.

The lock at Des Peres was completed and brought into 
* use for the purposes ef navigation in the early- part'!éf thë: 
summer, and boats were passed through it until a‘ short’ time 
before navigation dosed last fall: It’ ‘was ‘fount, However, 
owing to thé fact, that the water has fallen fiaterially $ sn the ri-- 
eer and bay below Des Peres, since the levéls were fixed for the 
foundation, that there was not always a sufficient depth of wa-- 
ter on the lower mitre sill ; ‘and consequently it would be 
necessary in order to secure free‘and uninterrupted navigation; 
to sink the Bottom of the lock and the lower mitre sill some 
two feet below their present level, and also to re-model the 
lower gates to make them correspond with the proposed 
change. 

There îs no insuperable difficulty to surmount in making 
this change, as the lock is built on the solid‘rock without any 
foundation timbers; and all that is necessary is to build cof- 
fer dams above and below; remove the water, take-up the low- 
er mitre ,sill, excavate the rock to the proper depth; remove 
some gravelly deposites below thelock, put down a' new mitre- 
sill and remodel the gates, and the work is complete. Ar- 
rangements have been made with Mr, Loy to perform this 
work at an expense of $1350 86. He has placed his coffer- 
dams, built his water wheels and pumps, and framed most ‘of 
his gate timbers : and the work can be finished and the lock 
put in good condition by the time navigation opens in. the 
spring. l 

Nothing has been done towards raising the Des Peres dam 

-except the preparation and delivery of material : but the ad- 
ministrator of Mr, Cox's estate has given assurances that it 
should be completed without fail, as soon as will be necessary 
for the purposes of navigation. 

An arrangement was effected with H. R. Williams, under a. 
resolution of the Board of August 16th, for the removal of 


a 
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the stone in the channel of the river between Rapide Croche 
and Des Peres dam. This work has been done so that it is 
believed that there need be hereafter no impediment to navi- 
gation on this account. The expense attendant on this work 
was $338 16. 

Want of time, from the nature of the duties that deman ed 
my attention, on the line of the improvement, prevented me 
from making the examination of the upper portion of the Wis- 
congin River, directed by the legislature at its last session.— 
It would have afforded me. much pleasure to have made this 
survey, if I could have done so without interfering with my 
. legitimate duties.

To the Honorable the pues of the State of Wisconsin :. 

‘Gentlemen :—As a member of the board of public Works of 
this State, I have been served with a copy of a resolution re- 
cently adopted by your honorable body, requesting me to re- 
port to the Assembly as soon as practicable, my reasons for 
not signing the late report made by my-associates in the said 
Board— and also requesting me to give a full statement of all 
the points of difference between myself and. my said associ- 
ates, touching the improvement intrusted to us, and that I 
should furnish such a report in fact, as I. would feel disposed 
to do if I were the sole commissioner, 

Of the introduction of the Resolution referred to, I had no 
previous personal knowledge. It leaves me no alternative 
(were I disposed to evade the inquiry, which I feel no inclina- 
tion to do,) but a prompt compliance with its terms, to the 
extent of my information. This I shall now proceed to per- 
formi With as much precision and accuracy as tlie records and 
facts now before me will allow. The absence of the books 
and documents. of the Board, (they now being in the State 
- Register's office at .Oshkosh) throws some embarrassments in 
the way of my giving that full and definite statement. which I 
could have desired. 


That I differed in opinion on some essential "n embra- , 


ced in the late report of my associates, I do not deny. They 
were differences arising out of the mode and manner of execu. 
ting the public works we had jointly in charge, and also in 
reference to the expenses and ‘disbursements attending the 
same. These opinions may have been honestly eritértained 
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on the part of my associates. I arraign not their motives oc 
intentions, but feel bound to give them al] the consideration 
and credit they deserve. So far as our joint action has been 
had upon matters in which we were mutually concerned, I fee? 
bound to sustain and defend'them. As to the points on which 
we differed, they will be fully &nderstbbd by a brief statement 
of the causes of those differences and the grounds of our disa- 
greement, which I have now the honor, respectfully to submit 
to the consideration of the Assembly. : 

The first objection which I felt called upon to cake to the 
Report, was to the statement given in these words : “Theò 


- dore Conkey proposed for the construction on that side of the 


river, of section No. 1, (of canal) lock No. 4, and the dam, for- 
the aggxegate sum of $11,971 25, n tLe xight to al] the sur- 
plus water for hydraulic purposes." 

The precise amount of the lettings at the Grand Chute, 
cannot, now be given by me. To do this with perfect accu- 
yacy, reference must necessariiy be had tothe specifications and 
proposals now on file in the State Land Office at Oslikosh.— 
That there is, however, a palpable error in the aggregate 
amount stated as Mr. Conkey’s bid, it ijs quite impossible 
that I can be mistaken. It should be $9 971 25, instead of 
$11,971 25, leaving a difference of two thousand dollars, and 
allowing their statement of the contract with Fitch P. Tall- 
madge, to be correct, the difference in favor of Mr, Cenkey’s 
proposition, and consequently, the location of the work on the 
west side cf the river. would amount to $4,674 03, instead of 
$2,074 03, as set forth in the report. ‘This “latter Mim” (as 
stated in the report,) would have been the only real equivalent 
thet the State would have received Jor all the water power at the 
Grand Chute. : 

It was further proposed by Mr. Conkey, to keep the dam, 
aud the section of canal, down as far as thc lock, in good and 
perfect, repair forever—also, to make the canal portion of the 
work 100 feet wide, instead -of 45 feet. as the specification 

alled for. This is an important consideration in such a, work, 
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and in all operations ofits kind. Thata great error of judge-_ 


ment was committed, and one that may be seriously felt in fu- 
ture time, throughout all that’ portion of.the state where the 


improvements re erred to are constructing; seems to be too . 


palpable for denial. At any rate, the cireumstances are col- 
lectively such, in reference to this matter, as to justify me in 
the position I assumed, But this proposition of Mr. Conkey 
hy no means included; ‘all the water power at the Grand 
Chute," as stated ; but that portion of it, only, embraced in 
the upper dam, and the section of canal adjoining it, down to 
the lock. The particular work allotted to Mr. Tallmadge, in- 
cluded all the work to be done at the Grand Chute, and con- 
sisted of two spar dams, 4 locks, and something over 9,000 feet 
of canal. ‘The dam to be constructed at the foot of the rapids 
is to be nine feet in height. This will, of itself, as will readi- 
ly be discovered, afford a water power superior to the one at 
the head of the rapids , and certainly had the state**the au- 
thority to sell or dispose of the one to Mr, Conkey, shé had al- 
so the same power to transfer the other—and I may here re- 
mark in connection with this branch of the subject, that the 
upper dam, by contract, is to be built about six feet and six 
inches high. . : 

From the foregoing statement. it will be seen that Mr. Con- 
key's proposal for such power embraced even less than one- 
third of jthe whole disposable water power at that point. 

In further allusion to the proposition of Mr. Conkey,.I may 
with propriety here remark, that his bids were sofa orable as 
clearly to show that no small item of expense would have 
been saved under them. His guaranty to keep up all repairs 
was of great and weighty consideration ; especially as so large 
a portion of the work is to be built of timber (so subject to 
rot and decay) as to create the necessity of sometimes being 
renewed. + One reason assigned in support of the disposition 
that was made, is, that *'the east side of the river afford the 
best facilities for the construction of the improvement." I 
shall have to express my surprise at this latter intimation, co- 
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ming to me as it did, at so late a period, for really I never 


heard of this reason being urged until the actual making up of 
the report, and its submission for my perusal. The only rea- 


son given at the time was, that the amount of work proposed 
to be done by Mr. Conkey, was of less value than the water 
power which he was to receive, if the arrangement was enter- 
ed into. : 
I come now to another branch of this subject, upon which a 
single remark may not be inappropriate. On the 5th page of 
the printed report, in speaking of the use of the Dredge Boat 
the Commissioners say that they fare well satisfied with the 
energy with which its operations have been prosecuted.” In 
this compliment I could not join. From information I had 
received, and which I believed reliable, as well from my own 
personal observation at Fort Winnebago during the season, it 
was out of the question for me to subscribe to this portion of 
the report, nor can I, without doing violence to my own feel- 
ings, forbear to remark in allusion to the above statement, that 
it is my deliberate opinion that more than a month’s time of 
the working of the Dredge was lost, by the indifference and 
carelessness of the commissioner who had itincharge. F rom 
my knowledge of the operations of the Dredge, (and my oppor- 
tunities for judging of them have not been limited,) I am con- 
fident that a much cheaper, more successful and more econom- 
ical plan can be adopted, for the uses and purposes intended. 
It may not, perhaps, be out of place in me here to observe, 
in relation to this Dredge Boat, that it should, in my opinion, 
be given in charge of some responsible in dividual, who should: 
have a stated sum, say not exceeding $2 per day, for his ser- 
vice; and who should be required to furnish provisions and. 
board for the requisite hands to man it at a specified price per 
week. This would, under proper and judicious management, 
secure the fuil benefits of its employment in the public service, 
‘Lhere is another point of some importance to which I beg- 
leave to advert, connected with the progress and success of the 
work at Fort Winnebago, the prosecution of which, at one 
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time, seemed to need the quickening admonition of some of 
the officers having it in charge. Acng upon the knowledge 


- I had of the tardy operations there, I frequently, during the 


past season, urged upoe the contractors the pressing necessity 


-, .Of hastening the completion of their contracts, for the purpose 


tt 


of bringing the improvements into early use, and to save the 
expense of further superintendence. I have recently been in- 

formed by one of the contractors, who, on one occasion, was 

desirous of leaving his contract unfinished until the opening 

of spring navigation, with the view of obtaining lumber at a 

cheaper and more convenient rate, that the acting commisgion- 

er in charge of that work, encouraged him to defer finishing 
his contract until the coming. spring—observing, ‘at the same 

time, that if he did so, he should, be protected by: himself and. 
his associate commissioner in the report, who always, he said, 

voted with him, when inthe Board, I name this circumstance 

with no unkind feeling towards that officer, and only with the 

view of citing the legislature to a fact which will sufficiently. 
illustrate the unpleasant position I was made to oceupy: in the 
Board—being thus deprived of all power of having any voice 
or control in the matters committed to our joint, charge, - 

. Still another fact occurs to me, which has not probably es« 
caped the vigilant eye of the legislature. Jtis in reference to 
the cost of the locks at fort Winnebago. The expense of that 
work, as may be seen, has exceeded the contract. price for its 
construction over $7,000. The reason;assigned by the chieg 
Engineer, whose views and opinions are ‘before, the legislature, 
is, that this augmentation. of expense: occurred from a change 
of location (after lettings) excavation, embankment, &c.— 
Whether this reason is substantial and sufficient to excuse the 
charge of extravagance, it is no part of mine to decide. . The 
late Report of the: Board does not point out this, increase, but 
a moment’s reference to a former report will. show it; and I am 
clear in the conviction that futüre experience will also- show 
the necessity of planking. the whole length: of the canal, in or- 
der to protect the banks;—and this fact I find anticipated in 
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the report made in January, 1819, from which I here make 
the following extract: 

“It has also appeared necessary to calculate upon protecting 
and supporting the inner slopes ofthe canal, as high as the 
water line, as well on account of the swell that would natural- 
ly be created by the passage of the boats, as from the tenden- 
cy of the material to slide after the excavation shall have been 
completed." 

The planking of not quite half the length of the canal, and 
that the narrowest portion, subject asitis to be affected by 
the disturbing of the water, was provided for in the contract 
with Mr. Reynolds; and it appears to me particularly unfor- 
tunate that his contract was not made to cover the entire dis- 
tance of the canal. The most indifferent observer, it strikes 
me, could not fail to see the deficiency of the banksremaining 
unplanked, and the importance of the canal, being properly 
protected before being brought into use. The banks are 
mostly of a sandy material, and easily removed by the washing 
of the water. The reason of my now alluding to this point, 
is, to supply what seems to me to have been an important 
omission. (probably inadvertantly happening in the Report of 
my associates,) in not giving the total expenditures required 
on this branch of the-improvement. The whole cost of the 
entire work at this point, when completed, cannot fall much, 
if any short of $52,500 


~. The canal, and Guard and Lift locks on the Winnebago 


Portage, were put under contract on the first day of May, 
1849, That for the construction of the canal, to Thomas 
Reynolds, for $21,479 84, and the Locks to Nelsou McNeal, 
for the sum of 15,644 84, Thé canal, under the contract with 
Mr. Reynolds, according to the showing of the Report, will be 
completed without additional cost. And here may I respectfully 
suggest whether sound policy,‘and the best interests of the 
improvement, will not be promoted by giving authority to the 
Board to dispose of the water power created by this canal, by 
selling-it to the highest bidder. This water power, no doubt 
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belongs to the state, coming as it does within the limits of the 
canal Grant; and quite an. item might thus be added .to the 
improvement fund. H 

The only work that has been put under contract and com- 
menced on the line of the Improvement during the past year, 
the period of my connection with it, are the operations at the 
Grand Chute, (before alluded to,) and Cedar Rapids. The 
work at both these points has been suspended ‘for want of 
means. The former, after an expenditure of $4,656 59, the 
latter, of $7,549 32. | 

The improvement of the diaunel of the Fox River, between 
the Fort and Lake Winnebago, including the cost of building 
and repairiug the dredge boat, and working the same, togeth- 
er with the engineering, has cost the fund about $19,000. 

The work at Menasha has not progressed with the rapidity 
that was promised, and that we had good reason fto expect; 
but no great length of time is required for its completion, and 
we have a tight to anticipate its future prosecntion with the 
zeal and energy commensurate with its importance. The dam 
which is already completed, isa good and substantial struc- 
ture. — M e 
The next point to which I feel called upon to make refer- 
. ence, in justice to my position, and the interests of the state, is 
the work at Rapide de Croche. This branch of the Improve- 
ment was let on the 12th day of May, 1849, to Joseph W. 
Maynard, for $11,181 09, This work was located on the 
east side of the river; and the location-of the Dam and Lock 
‘has proved quite unfortunate for the improyement, both as to 
‘economy and durability. Had the dam been placed one thou- 
sand feet down the stream, two essentia] advantages would 
evidently have been gained. In that event, it would.have 
been placed beyond. the smooth rock, dipping down stream, 
. which forms the present foundation, and upon which. it has 
proved so difficult to make the work :substantial and pérma- 
nent, and it would necessdrily have saved a large amount of 
. excavation and docking, which weref ound necessery to se- 
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eure a greater depth of water, and have avoided quite an im» 
creasc of expenditure. The amount already expended at this 
point, in repairs ofthe dam. sinking of the lock, and the other 


"work just enumerated, is by no means trifling. It ‘amounts to 


the ronnd sum of $9115 07-—making the total amount-of ex- 
‘penditure $20,310 19. 

In-view of all the facts in regard to this work, I feel free to 
venture:the expression of my owri convictions, that by proper 
effort, it can be secured and made permanent and serviceable in 
ats present location at an outlay of four or five hundred dol- 
lars. To accomplish this object with that amount of money, 
prompt actionis demanded. But, whenever it.shall become 
necessary to rebuild the lock, a change of the entire work may 
become indispensable. 

At Depere it would not have been necessary .to expend any 
portion of the money belonging to the improvement fund, for 
the completion of the work, had the Lock been placed: suffi- 
ciently low for any stage of water. This work was contracted 
for by Mr. Maynard in May, 1849, for the sum of $10,747; 
but the state was released by him from the obligations of.the 
contract, and it was let to Joshua F. Cox, for the sum of one 
‘dollar, m consideration of the location of the improvement on 
the East side of the river. Owing to this failure, an appropri- 
ation of $1,350 86 is necessary to remedy the difficulty, and 


` render the improvement available. 


The legislature will, I trust, bear with me in making a stig- 
gestion here in referencé to the pay of the laborers employed 
upon the Publie Works. The law governing the improvement 
should, it strikes me, the better to prómote the ends of justiee 
and humanity, be so amended as to give authority to the:board 
to retain from the amount of money due to contractors, a sum 
sufficient to pay the honest laborer what is justly his due. . It 
is well known that the small amount they earn is. e$sentiabto 


the daily support of their dependent families.. Itis barely 


sufficient for this purpóse; and a failure'to recéive.it, from any 
cause, is a serious misfortune to them, and one which has been, 
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the-means ofgreat suffering to this neody and: hard: working: 
portion of community. 

I turn now to.notice the probable amount of means necessa-- 
ry for the prosecution of these improvements hereafter. The- 
resources for future operations are thus laid down by the board: 
on the tenth: page of their report: | | |

lied upon as. the basis of operations for the next six months:.

“From the foregoing statement, it will be seen thatno funds © 
will be applicable to the continuation of the work at the Grand 
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Chute and Cedar Rapids, unless lands should sell with great- 
er rapidity than is anticipated, 

“No new liabilities will be incurred by the board until more 
lands can be obtained, and they would recommend that, as 
long as sufficient funds are on hand for that purpose, the steam . 
dredge should be kept constantly at work in the improvement 


` of the Upper Fox River, as the opening of a channel of com- 


munication to the Portage canal, and through that to the Wis- 
consin, is of the utmost importance.” 

By this statement it will be seen, that there will not be suffi- 
cient funds in the treasury to meet the public liabilities for the 
next six months; but this assertion is somewhat unfortunate 
in being found in direct conflict with another part of the same 
Report;—as a new liability is urged, by the proposition of the 


‘Commissioncrs to the amount of about $1,700. for the running 


of the Snag Boat, when in fact there are no funds for continu- 
ing the work under the contracts already entered into at the 
Grand Chute and Cedar rapids. The Chief Engineer and Su- 
perintendent of the improvement, estimates the expense at 
$800 for four months, but I am confident that the first .men- 
tioned sum will not materially vary from the actual cost. 

I come now to another item in this matter, no less attractive 
in its character, and in no less degree inviting the scrutiny of 
the Legislature. I allude to the use of this snag boat, (or 
crane scow,) to be employed in removing snags from the river. 
The Board in their report, thus speaks of this river craft, and 
its uses : 

* A Crane Scow for the removal of snags and to afford fa- 
cilities for the cutting and removal of such timber as may still 
interfere with the navigation, was constructed last fall. It 
would be advisable to send this scow down the Wisconsin, 
with a proper complement of men, as early next season as the 


' stage of water’will permit, for the purpose of still further im- 


proving the navigation of that stream." 
This scow, when properly finished and fitted, will have cost 
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thé iiprovethent about 1,000: ‘anid this: oütlay, together with . 
theéxpense of working`it, will have to` bét deducted from that 
part of thé fund to be ‘expended in the improvement of >the 
Wisconsin river. About the first of July last, when but little 
expense had been incurred by the ‘contractor, beyond the pro- 

curing‘of- lumber, and the contract for building not having 

been executed by the Board, I satisfied myself that it could 

never be made to answer the purpose intended—and, thus sat- 
isfied, I urged the necessity of stopping the work upon it. I 

was the better fortified in this opinion by offers that had been 

made by Captain Cooke to remove, with his crew and steam 

boat, all the obstacles in any way interfering with the naviga- 
tion, for a less sum than the contract price for building the 
boat. He also proposed to work by the day, with his crew 
and steamboat for a sum not amounting to more than the ac- 
tual cost of working the snag boat. Either of these proposi- 
tions, in the light that I regard them, and .as the legislature: 
will be likely to regard them, would have been decidedly pre- 
ferable to the building of such a boat—certainly so in reference 
to the expense. 

Had the building of the boat in question been stopped at 
the time it was first suggested, the entire loss to the improve- 
ment fund would not have exceeded one hundred dollars; and 
I might here enumerate the monthly expense of working the 
boat, to show the lossesincurred, But I have already exceed- 
ed my. intended limits in the statement here respectfully sub- ` 
mitted, that I have only in conclusion, to hope, that the Hon- 
orable Assembly, will be able to discover, in what I have here 
set down, a sufficient apology and justification for the omis- 
sion to connect my name with those of my associates in the 

‘Report to which I have referred. - 

In responding to the Resolution of your Honorable body, 
im pelled by a sense of duty, I have felt myself called upon 
to submit as full a statement as the short time allowed me 
would permit; and I trust it will serve, in some degree, at least 
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to explain my, own. position in the board, as an individual 
member;of it, and,the reasons: why my own voice has been pf 
só- little service (a. matter I:have greatly to regret) in'advanc- , 
ing and protecting the best interests of the Public Works:of 
the State, .

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DOCUMENT “I” 


The committee en the Judiciary to whom was referred bill 
No. 2, Assembly file, entitled *'a bill relating to the interest, 
of money, together with numerous petitions on that subject," 
have had the same under consideration, and a majority of 
them have instructed me to make the following 

, REPORT : 

Usury is an evil of no recent origin. It has existed since 
the foundation of the world, and laws regulating the use of 
money have prevailed since the earliest formation of govern- 
ments, in every part of the earth. * Their, necessity and jus- 
tice, demanded by thé wrong and injury inflicted upon the 
people by ruinous rates of interest, have founda place upon 
the statute book of all countries and communities holding any 
rank in the scale of nations. From the days of Justinian, these 
laws and regulations have formed a subject of anxious inquiry; 
. not only among the people, but in the courts constituted to 
enforce them. Penalties, not light or trivial, but severe and 
stringent, have been annexed to their violation. Few govern- 
ments of the world have found. it consistent with publie policy 
and the administration of public justice, to withhold from their. 
civil codes those statutory restraints upon the mercenary cu- 
pidity of men, so vitally essential to protect the poor. and.ne- 
cessitous from becoming too easy a prey to the biting avarice 
of the capitalist, Ancient history is full of examples of this 
character. The most enlightened nations established usury 
laws, and fixed a limit to the use of money. Among many 
of the most prosperous and distinguished of those nations, if 
was, for many centuries, contended that money had no intrin- 
sic value beyond its own specific representation-—that a dollay : 
should be the representation of a dollar and no more, and so 
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repulsive was the idea of usury in the earlier ages of the world .. 
that the most rigid penal enactments were created to suppress 
it. Enlightened Rome, in the zenith of her prosperity and 
power, took strong ground against all usury. ^ Under a de- 
cree of the twelve tables, the rates of interest at one time were 
fixed at one per cent, which were subsequently reduced to the 
very low standard of a half per cent throughout that republic. 
At an after period in her history, such were the complaints 
and clamours of the people, that even this small exaction was 
erased from her-statute book, as utterly repulsive to the feel- 
ings and notions of the Roman people. - But the subsequent- 
trade and commerce of that great empire revived it, restrain- 
ing it at different periods to four and six per cent for ordinary 
transactions, allowing it to run as high as eight per cent for 
commercial purposes, and up to 12 per cent for all maritime- 
hazards. Beyond these rats no one dared to adventure with 
his money. : 2 tes 

In furth er illustration of this subject, we beg leave to embo- 
dy in this report an extract from the opinion of one of the 
most learned jurists of our day, the distinguished Chancellor 
Kent, as set forth in 16 Johnson’s Reports. “The tearned 
judge, after briefly noticing the usage of some of the older 
governments in relation to usury, presents the following beau- 
tiful summary of his opinion : 

. The Romans. through the greater part of their history, had 
the deepest abhorrence of usury. They did not derive their 
objection to’ usury from the prohibitions in the Mosaic law ; 
nor did they hold it sinful, as the learned fathers of the early 
and middle ages of the Church have done, for they knew no- 
thing of that law. i 

The Roman lawgivers an d jurists acted from views of pub- . 
lie policy. They found by their own experience, that unlim- 
ited-usury led to unlimited oppression, and that the’ extortion 
of the creditor, and the resistance of the debtor, were constant- 
ly agitating and disturbing the publie peace. `. 
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But it' is not only the civilized and commeréial ‘nations of 
moderi Europe and the sage lawgivers ‘of ancient’ ‘Rome, that 
have regulated ` the interest of money. — It will be deeried a 
little singular that the sathe voice against usury should have 
been raised in the laws of China, in {the Hindoo Institutes of 
Men, i in the Koran of Mahomet, and perhaps we mày ‘say, in ` 
the laws: of all nations that we know of, whether Greek” ‘or

Barbarian. 

There is ‘one “exception, however, ‘that we | ond to’ ndtice, 

. and which is supposed-to be found in the laws of Solon, given 
to the Athenian Republic. — This celebrated lawgiver i is said 
to have allowed parties to regulate the rat e of intetest*by their 
own contraets. 

When Solon was called to make laws for Áthens, the State 
was in complete anarchy, and when he was asked if he had 
provided the best of laws for the Athenians, he replied that he 
had provided the best that their prejudices would admit of.— 
One of his first steps was, to cancel all existing debts, though 
according tó Plutarch, (Life of Solon,) it is not certain that he - 

"proceeded to this violent measure, for many said that he did 
not cancel debts, but only moderated the interest, And the 
result of his allowing interest to regulate-itself, I shall give in ` 
the words of De Pauw (Recherches Philosophique sur les Gre- 
ces, 9 sec. §2.)- He says that usage fixed the rates of interest 
at twelve per cent, in certain cases, and at 18 pér'cent in oth- 
ers, and that “ the Athenians regarded all those who did not 
conform to this usage as usurers, that is, as the most vile and. 
the most ignominious of mankind. The public voice which 
cried against them, and the profound contempt to which they 
were ‘condemned, formed a punishment so great that the law- ` 
giver did not deem it necessary to add any other punishment,” ” 
The usage in this tase formed the law. 

Now, according to this view of the fact, interest was ‘limit: 
ed at Athens’as effectually and as precisely by this customary 
law, as “it would have been by any penal statute, and the - 
Athenian commonwealth is not to be cited as a real exception 
to the general practice of mankind. 
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The principal error which has prevailed on this subject is 
the condemnation of any kind of interest, however small.— 
A host of great names, from Aristotle among the Greeks, to. 
the modern civilians, such as Domat and Pothier, might be ci- 
ted, who rank all interest of money under the name of usury 
and condemn it. i 

But the sense of mutual benefit has on this point, resisted, 

with equal firmness, the decrees of the Church and the specu- 
lations of Philosophers, and a regulated and reasonable inter- 
est has had the sanction, not only of our own municipal law, 
but of the most cultivated and enlightened reason, Grotius, 
(lib. 2, c. J2. § 12, 22,) after discussing the question whether 
usury be permitted by the natural and divine law, concludes. 
that a reasonable ‘interest may be permitted , and he cites 
Holland as an instance, in which eight per cent is the ordina- 
ry, and twelve per cent the mercantile interest. But he in- 
sists, that interest cannot be rightfully permitted beyond a 
reasonable limit. Non mordaces sed modice, according: to He- 
iniecius, in his commentary on this passage and who admits 
that it belongs to the discretion of the lawgiver to regulate the ` 
quantum of interest. He says further, that. in Germany, by - 
imperial ordinances in 1600 and 1654, interest at the srate of 
five per cent, was allowed though the canons of the Church, - 
every where condemned it, and higher interest is now permit- 
ted, (Heinec. Elem. Jur. Germ, lib. 2, tit. 13, $378, Elem.. 
Jur, civ. second ord. Pand. part 4, lib. 22, tit. 1, $104, Polic. 
in Goot ubi, sup.) 

Puffendorf, (Le Droit de la nat, et des gens lib. 5, ch, 7,) 
examines the subject at great length, and with great learning, 
and concludes with his approbation of those civil laws which 
allow and regulate interest, but do not permit individuals. to 
take just what their cupidity would demand, Lord Bacon, in 


- one of his moral essays, (No. 4,) has also discussed the ques- 


tion and examined the arguments for and against interest, with 
his usual sagacity, and he concludes that two things are to be - 
reconciled: *"The one,” to use his own words, *'that the tooth, 
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of usury be grinded, that it bite not too much, the other, that 
there be left open a means to invite moneyed men to lend for 
the continuing and quickening of trade ;" and he recommends 

a general rate. of interest, say 5 per cent, for ordinary cases, 

and a higher rate of interest in matter of trade. 

Can we suppose that a principle of moral restraint of such 
uniform and universal adoption, has no good sense in it? Is 
it altogether the result of monkish prejudice? Ought we not 
rather to conclude that the provision is adapted to the necessi- 
ties and the wants of our species; and grows qut of the natural 
infirmity of man, and the temptation to abuse inherent in pe- 
cuniary loans. 

The question of interest arises constantly and intrudes it- 
self into almost every transaction. It stimulates the cupidity 
for gain, and sensibly affects the heart, and gradually presses 
upon the relation of debtor and creditor. Civil government is 
continually placing guards over the weaknesses and checks 
upon the passions of men, and many cases might he mention- 
ed, in which there is, equally with usury laws, an interference 
of the lawgiver with the naturalliberty of mankind to deal as 
they please with each other. But no person doubts of the ne- 
cessity and salutary efficacy of such checks. 

On the same principle that unlimited usury may be permit- 
ted, the law ought to allow the creditor to insert in his bond 
à provision for compound interest, whenever the stipulated in-, 
terest becomes due and is not paid. Nay, parties ought to be 
allowed to agree that ifthe condition of a bond be not perform- 
ed at the day, the penalty shall not only be nominally forfeit- , 
ed, but literally exacted. I should apprehend that if these 
things were to De permitted,there would not he strength enough 
in the government to support the administration of justice.— - 
Itis an idle dream to suppose that we are wiser and better 
than the rest of mankind. Such doctrine may be taught by 
those who find it convenient to flatter popular prejudice ; but 
the records of our courts are daily teaching us a lesson of more . 
humility, And I apprehend it would be perilous in the ex-

treme; to throw ‘aside all the existing checks upon ‘ustirious 
extortion, and abolish or traduce a law which is founded o on the 
accuniulated experience of every age. 
The Roman commonwealth, if we may place reliance upon its 
earlier history, tried every experiment on this interesting 
subject. The Romans had no law regulating the interest of 
money, and left the parties to their own contracts, until the 
law of the twelvé tables, according to Tacitus, or the law of 
the tribunés, in-the year of Rome 398, according to Montes- 
quieu. The consequence was, unceasing quarrels between 
the patricians, plebians, and popular secessions to the mons 
sacer, in which one party pleaded the obligation, and the other 


"the severity of their contracts. Interest was then reduced to 


the smallest allowance, and finally abolished, which led to a 
still more frightful usury, until at last, the emperors were 
obliged to allow, but regulate and limit the charge of usury. 
So true it is, according to the President Montesquieu (Esprit 
des Loix liv. 22 ch. 21, 22,) who has discussed this subject at 
large, that extreme laws produce extreme evil, les loix extrimes 
dans le bein font naitre le mal extreme. The Romans, at one 
time, had no laws against usury, and at another time, they al- 
lowed no interest, and these are the extreme nus: which this. 
celebrated civilian condemns. 

Lord Redesdale said in 1803, (1 Sch. & Lef. 195, 219). 
many years after Jeremy Bentham, to whom the learned couii- 
sel referred, for an able defence of usury, had first published 
his letters, that the statute of usury was founded on great prin 
ciples of public policy. It was intended, he said, to protect. 
distressed nien; by facilitating the means of procuring money 
on reasonable terms, and by refusing to men who sit idle, as. 
high a rate of interest without hazard, as those can procure 
who employ money in the hazardous undertakings of trade. 
and manufacture. | 

I trust that theoretic reformers have not yet attained on: 
this subject, any decided victory over public opinion. 
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. Mr..Bentham contends, that we ought not so much as to: 
wish *‘to see the spirit of projects repressed.” It may be s0;: 


but; Ehope I may be permitted to wish that the first experi- 
ments of his. projects may not be made within these walls, . 
_, Phe statute of usury.is constantly interposing its warning 


voice between the creditor and the debtor, even in their most 


secret and dangerous negotiations, and teaehes a lesson of mods. 
` eration to the one, and offers its protecting arm to the other. 


Lam not willing to withdraw such a sentinel. I have been 
called to witness, in the course of my official life, to many vic-. 
tims to the, weakness and the. inflamed passions of men. - Al] 


sudden and extreme reforms are unwise,. We ought not to: 


stretch or to amputate, in order to make our institntions fit 
exactly to any theory. It's better to follow the course and 
order of providence, and suffer our general system of laws, like 
our habits, to accommodate itself slowly to our necessities, and 
to vary only with the aed and agast a se a pro- 
gress of time and experience.” 

; The conclusive. reasoning of the terasi aie: addreses itself 
withpeculiar force, to the understandings of all—no plausable 


resistance can be offered to arguments so striking and pow- 


ful, coming from such a source, few can be found so bold as 
to encounter them. ‘They cannot be overthrown; an authori- 
ty so high. and so deserving upon a question so vitally affect- 
ing the interests and- welfare of oor state a not be likely to 
be undervalued, + ^ 

This brief review of a long line of historic events, furnishes 
evidence conclusive that it has been the policy of all enlight- 


ened nations from theearliest-dawn of civilization, with few ex- . 


ceptions, to the present time, to restrain the rates of interest 
by force of law. Turning our eyes to history of later times, 
we are brought to an examination of the rise and progress of 
usury in our own country and state. * 


Indiana, as is believed, presents the first instance hers, of a.. 
departure from this established policy. The ruin and.disas-~° 


ter consequent upon that unfortunate experiment, furnish fear- 
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ful admonition of the consequences that must result, to any 
Government or state, that shall resort to a like course of Leg- 
islation. The following letter from the Hon. W. W. Wick 
late member of Congress from that state is so pertinent to this 
question presents so melancholy a picture of desolation, that 
your committee have taken the liberty of embodying it entire 
in this report. 
Wasuineton, D. C., March 7, 1849. 

“Sır :—Your note of enquiry is before me. I propose lea- 
ving for home this evening, and my response must be brief. 

“In Indiana the usury laws were repealed twelve or fourteen 
years ago, perhaps more, and were not reinstated for three or 
four years. The frightful results of the repeal were notim- 
mediately developed. Many a “Stricken deer" retired to die 


in secret, too proud to make known his ruin, induced by his own 


imprudence and the absence of legal protection against it.— 

Many were sold out of house and home, ere public attention 

was directed to the subject; but no sooner had the effects of 
the repeal been developed, and become the subject of public 
discussion and conversation, that an irresistable public opin- 
ien called for usury laws. The first step was *o fix the rate 
of legal interest at six per cent, and to sanction contracts for 
ten per cent. In two or three years the taking of more than 
six per cent, was prohibited. 

«IfI had time I would be glad to make a sketch of the des- 
olations left in the track of the usurer, during his brief reign 
in ‘Hoosier land. I was judge of one of our circuits at the 
time, and was a shuddering witness to these desolations. 

*T have rendered judgment upon contracts for the payment 
of fifty or twenty cents per day, or per week, for a loan of fif- 
ty or one hundred dollars, and in some instances the interest 
had become more than ten times the amount of the principal. 
It is worthy of remark that the usurer rarely brought suit for 
his money until the accumulating interest had swelled the debt 
to an amount approximating closely to the value of the debt- 
ors estate, or until notified to do so by the surety, or endorser 
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of the debtor. The usurer, in. the meantime, counted and 
gloated over his daily or weekly accumulation of interest, and 
the debtor (poor fellow !) lived upon the hope ‘of extrication 
through some miraculous intervention. Į am convinced that 
in some in stances they had a secret faith that the creditor could 
not find it in his heart to demand the entire sum legally due; 
or relied upon private assurances from the creditor to a like 
effect. 

“Had the legislature not interfered, and Bd the hands of 
the spoiler, an immense amount of property would have 
changed hands in 2 dew years. As it was, clerks in stores, 
venders of spirits by retail, &c., in many instances, became 
wealthy, almost without capital of their own; and by the use, 
at a limited interest, of.the money of some friend, who knew 
them well and could watch over their operations, and to make 
them wealthy, a great number of small farmers, owning in fee 
land worth five to fifteen hundred dollars, were ruined. .In 
many | instances the ruin had not half done its work, when the, 
‘estate of the borrower was engulfed. Disconraged, shamed 
d indignant, he either fled to dissipation or became a man 
hater. I know many men of excellent natural qualities, and 
much inclined to be moral and gay—and who became hope- 
lessly demoralized and misanthropical. The moral desola- 
tions created by the absence of usury laws will tell upon any 
community to an extent almost infinitely beyond the mere 
ruin of estate.”

We find it in a recent preface to a small pamphlet publica- i 


tion “on the importance : of usury laws," ’ written _by the Hon. 
J ohn Whipple of Rhode Island, some twelve or fourteen years 
since, ' In that same publication, which certainly bears high 
testimony to the ability and research of its distinguished au- 
thor, we also find a brief extract of a letter (in answer to oné 
from the publisher,) from one of our Senators in Congress, the 
Hon. l P. Walker. 


In reference tothe repeal of our usury law, Mr. Walker ` 


says : 
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“The argument in favor of the policy was, that ‘competition 
in the loan of money, the rate of interest being unrestrained, 
would produce a greac influx of capital to the State. It cer- 
tainly has produced an influx of.money but not of capital. 

The result is (and is to be) that money has been freely ta- 


. Ken at an interest of from 20 to 50 per cent. 


The money loaned was that ofnon-residents, N ow, taking 
the average of interest to be 25 per cent, it is obvious that, at 
the end of four years, the amount loaned in the State will again 
be sent out, and that, too, with an equal amount for the inter- 
est." 

This is a poor way; in my opinten, to increase the real cap- 
ital of a State. You wil now appreciate the distinction I l 
make above, between money and capital in this relation. 

I have no doubt that the results to our State will be most 
disastrous.” l v 

'Thé author, in commenting upen the present cbndition of 
things in Wisconsin, holds the follewing emphatic language : 

“It requires no prophet to foretell that if the experiment be 
permitted during a period of four years, the enterprise of this 
State will be complétely prostrated, and sold to non-residents 
and usurers, The only source of safety to the people of Wis- 
consin, is, to demand, forthwith, stringent usury laws.” 

Alabama has undergone a similar trial in dispensing, for a 

time, with the laws of usury ; and such were the effects result- 
ing from this ill-advised movement upon that young State, as 
actually, in the run of a very few years, to involve her in 
bankruptcy, and to bring her to the brink of repudiation.— 
The disasters of this experiment there, were so severely felt 
as to produce a complete financial revolution, and she could 
only recover from this unhappy condition by the enactment of 
a stringent usury law. Such unreasonable and extravagant 
rates of interest had been exacted, in the absence of all re- 
straints, that her courts of chancery, in the exercise of a pow- 
er incident to such tribunals, refused to give their aid to th.: 
enforcement of such contracts. 
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. In Venezuela, one of the South American Republics, a ci- 
vil revolution, of the most virulent and aggravated ‘character, 
was distinctly. traceable to-the removal of legal restraints up- 
on the monetary influences of that country. 

_ Aside from these instances, and with the exception of our 
own State, your committee are not aware that the experiment 
of “free trade in money” has ever been. attempted this side of 
the Atlantic. 

The statutes of the territory of Wisconsin, contained a pro- 
vision restraining the rate of interést to a maximum of 12 per 
eent. This provision of our territorial law was ingrafted up- 
en the code of the State. E 
' At the session ofthe legislature of 1849 that act was mepeal- 
ed and the present law established. Your committee have 
sought with some anxiety for the reasons prompting this 
movement. ‘The territory and State had been prosperous un- 
der existing laws ; and true wisdom in legislation would seem 
to dictate that long-established usages should be changed, on- 
‘ly infobedience to some imperious necessity. Did any such 
necessity exist ? Your committee are not aware of any.— 
Did the people demand a change? Your committee are of 
the opinion that not a petition to that effect was before tha- 
body, and yet, in a time of usual and uninterrupted prosperi- 
ty impelled by no peculiar exigency, and without a solitary 
memorial asking so important a change, that body repealed : 
law which, in substance, had formed one of the brightest page: 
in Magna Charta, and had been handed down, with slight va- 
riation, through all the vicissitudes of commercial fluctuation: 

to the then present time. Surely, such legislation could onl 
have been induced by the mad phantasy of some ree 
brain. 

"As soon as it was known among those having money tc 

Joan, that a bill to repeal the usury law had been presented. 
and was making progress in the legislature, instances have 
come to the knowledge of your committee, where pending ne- 
gotiations for loans had been suspended to await the passage 
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efthe act. When this desideratam of money "Tenders had 

been accomplished, the first stride of capital was to take to it- 

self. about 25 per cent. The consciences of that fraternity 

were not, at first, sufficiently elastic to. soar to the sublime 

rates of 40, 60, and 100 per cent, which were reserved as the 

erowning beauties of the system. A, wide door for all sorts of 
speculation in money being thus thrown open, the temptation 
was too strong to be resisted. Greedy avarice, with an appe- 
tite as insatiate as that of the vulture, soon began to reek out 
its victims. Agencies were established for the loan of money. 
The wholesale dealer in the eastern cities, began to press the 
local merchant for payment. The local merchant in turn, be- 
can to withhold supplies from the farmer, and to enforce pay- 
ment or security for existing demands. Business was depres- 
sed, agriculture was crippled, money forsook its legitimate chan- 
nels and sought the loan market, industry was robbed of its ac- 
customed reward, and all the industrial interests of our young 
and rising State were brought down in meek submission, to 
the feet of the money God. 

Smarting beneath the past and present evils of this policy, 

and appalled by the threatening dangers which await them in 

the future, the agricultural districts have come up here by their 

representatives and by their petitions, and have demanded 

some measure of adequate relief, Numerous petitions have 
been presented to this body, which have been referred to your 
committee. The whole number of names signed to petitions 
upon this subject which have been referred to us, is 1775. of 
which, 1711 pray for the establishment of a usury law ranging 
from 6 to 12 per cent, and 64 of them ask for the preservation 
of the present Iaw. 

- The argument of these remonstrants against the repeal or 
disturbance of our present usury law is in the following lan- 
guage : 

**Believing that money, like other marketable commodities, 
should be left free from the burden of legislative enactments ; 
and that if so left, to be governed by the fixed law which reg- 
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ulates the value of ‘property's thelaw of supply and demand, it, 
will conduce to the best interest of all classes of our fellow ci- 
zens,” 

The argument ‘of free trade in money is a specious one, and 
in its application to this question, it has led astray some of 
the best political economists of the age. Your committee are 
of the opinion that when properly viewed, this argument wily 
be found as false in principle as it is pernicious in practice. 
The error committed, is fundamental, and consists in assu- 
ming that money is property. This i is denied. Bullion, of 
which money is made, is property ; but when it is subjected 
to that proces which constitutes it coin, it is endowed with a 
new attribute. It then becomes simply the adjustor of the 
value ‘of property, and the means of facilitating its exchange. 
As weil might it be contended that the yard indicated by the 
brass nails in the counter of a merchant, or the token furnish- 
ed byt the baggage man to enable the traveler to identify his 
trunk, is property, as that money should bear that character, 
The intrinsic value of an ounce of silver i is, perhaps, less than. 
that of the same amount of steel; an ounce cf gold. has no 
more positive value that. the same quantity of silve. Yet, 
when these have received the i impress of sovreignty, their rel- 
ative value is as one ta 16. These qualities, are the creatures 
of law. The law having endowed money with these attributes 
steps in and levies a tax upon you for the support of govern- 
ment, and compels you to pay the same with their identical 
coin. It also comes between you and your neighbor and for- 
ces you to discharge his claim by the same means. If you 
should find it impossible to procure money for these purposes 
and should attempt its manufacture to supply the deficit, the 
law again interposes and punishes the act as a criminal offence. 
Not so with property, You cannot use it to satisfy the de- 
mands of either the tax-gatherer or your creditor. You 1 may 
need horses, but you are not obliged to have them ; you can 
use oxen, You may need food for your family, or furniture 
for your house, and if you have not the means of purchasing 
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them, you may raise the one, or manufacture the other, and 
the act does not constitute youafelon. Place both upon the 
same footing, and the free trade policy may be correct. Then 
wheat would be a lawful tender, and the tax-gatherer could 
not convert your cow into money under the hammer, as a 
means of cancelling the tax roll, the cow itself, being the legal. 
means of discharging such claim. y 
.. To put both on the; same footing, however, would involve 
the necessity of changing the constitution of the U. S., which: 
invests Congress with the power “to coin money, regulate the 
vulue thereof, and of foreign coin, and fix the standard of 
weights and measures.” 

Coin is the only article recognized as money, and its value 
is regulated by the permanent law of the land. The circum- 
stance of its being placed in the Constitution in the same cat- 
egory with “weights and measures," is sufficiently indicative of 
the character it was intended to bear. = , 

Another error is, that the interest of money is regulated by 
the laws of supply and demand. This position has been ably 
met and refuted by Hume, in his admirable essay on this sub~ 
ject. The whole article is so fraught with interesting. argu- 
ment that your committee would desire that it might be put 
into greater circulation, and that its reasonings might be more 
generally known. One extract will suffice to-indicate the po- 

sition assumed : a 

s In a state, therefore, where there is nothing but a landed 

interest, as there is little frugality, the borrowers must be ve- 
ry numerous, and the rate of interest must hold proportion to. 
it. The difference depends not on the quantity of money, but. 
on the habits and manners which prevail. By this alone, the- 
demand for borrowing is increased or diminished." 

Our own experience further illustrates the fallacy of this 
argument. Previous to the repeal, money, as a general rule, 
never exceeded 12 per cent, and subsequently to to that time, 
the prevailing rates have been at least double that amount.— 
‘Has the effect been to bring in money ? If so, has such influx 
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caused a depression of rates 2 PO 1f ice of these iuit have 
followed, then the law has failed to accomplish the objects 
claimed. Our own history is not singular i in this respect ; 
other countries have had a similar experience in analogous ca- 
Ses. Mr. Bentham, an author favoring free trade in money, 
explicitly admits that in Hindoostan, which is.a free trade 
country, the lowest rates of interest are from ten to forty per 
cent, and that the usual rate is about twenty. China is under 
a'similar system. and there, according to the testimony of an 
a te merchant, for many years a resident of that couri- 

try, ‘ the rate of interest is very high, varying : from 12 to 20 
per cent. 

“Mechanics, and middling class merchants, in n gendi. pay 
two per cent a month, For small sums, three per cent a month 
is very common, Money shops, as they are, called, are nu- 
merous. It is common for those who do not'own shops, to’ 
send their money to them to be loaned. There are many lend- 
ers who come to Canton from other: provinces and lend money 
in large sums, They live in a peangi mapner, and are 
called ‘blood suckets.' " 

"Another argument. used by the advocates of “free trade i in 
money,” is this : - 

" *TIhave'a' horse worth $100, you have $100 in money— 
shall I be permitted to sell my horse for $125, and you be 
pre from loaning your money at 25 per cent interest 2. 

' We answer, certainly, and perhaps no éáse. can be named * 
which miore clearly | illustrates the fallacy of the whole doctrine, 

Tii the first place, the relation created in the‘ one case ds en» 
tirely ‘different from’ that creatéd in the other. In the’ instance 
of the horse, the transaction is a sale, and the property is trans» 
ferred to the purchaser, never to be returned. In the other, 
the transáction is à loan, the relation of debtor and creditor i is 
created, and at thie end of the year, the money returns to its 
owner, with an accumulation of $25. To make the twoi cases. 
to any extent parallel, we would have to suppose the horse io 
be loaned fora yeat, for $25,’ In this case, the difference 
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would be, that the original sum loaned would return, without 
deterioration, while the property would come back impaired 
by the use. Another idea may be appropriately suggested 
here,—while the horse may now be worth $100, yet his value 
is liable to fluctuation. ‘So also, in the absence of law, are 
the rates of interest. "The two cases may present an analogy 
above a hundred dollars, but in no event can the money fall 
below $100, while the horse, without the loss of a single valu- 
able quality, may fall to sixty dollars, or less, and this purely 
by the operation of the laws of supply and demand. 

It is urged that the effort to restore to our statute book, a 
usury law, is one of the **new-fangled notions of the day,” and 
the argument is used most frequently by those cherishing a 
holy horror for the reformatory movements of the age. It is 
not the least singular circumstance connected with this sub- 
ject, that two years ago, the same argument was used against 
repealing the usury law, that is now used against its restora- 
tion, Then the repealer was the radical, and the friend of the 
usury law was regarded asa hunker, par excellence. When 
it is reflected that Wisconsin stands alone upon this question, 
and that her present law is an innovation upon the settled 
poliey of all ages and nations, it will not, we think, be con- 
tended very. strenuously that the doctrine of stere decisis 
should be urged against the enactment of a usury law. 

The time has come, when legislatures, in view of frequent 
instances of 100 per cent per annum, in agricultural districts. 
may well begin to inquire whether the aid of courts should be 
summoned to uphold any higher claim of the usurer on the 
producer, than his bare capitalloaned, and throw him, as to 
interest, or usury, upon the ability of his borrowerto pay from 
and out of both capital and labor, and thus compel them alike 
to share the vicissitudes of the elements and seasons. a 

A court of equity has as a standing maxim, “he that asks 
equity must do equity." It is its prerogative. to protect the 
weak against the strong. It frowns upon unconscionable con- 
traets and refuses to enforce them. According to.the esti- 
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mates'of the best informed on this.subjecty the agticultural 
distriets:of the State are now inewmbered.to the extent of at 
least one half. of the assessed value, by mortgages, drawing 
not less than an average rate of 20.per cent, In few instances 
would it fall below 12:per cent, and in very many instances it 
risès to 100. ‘Fhese mortgages have from 8 to:5 years to run, 
and involve, as a.general rule, the homesteed of the farmet.— 
Any one acquainted with but the first rudiments: of political 
science, knows that these obligations can ‘never be discharged, 
exdept through the intervention of courts of chancery. And 
shall they be asked to decree an 1mpossibility ? : Shall they 
compel the filling of a hogshead from. the contents of a ctuet. ? 

Your committee would not: have the assembly. forgetful 
that their action should:be for the masses: and net for-indivi- 
-duales ; for general results flowing. from general laws, and not 
for isolated cases, No proposition is.more true than that com- 
-4Óunity.can pay no greater rate of interest for the capital in- 
vested in their pursuits, than the nett profits of their labor.— 
‘Admit this truth, and.under a- policy: which has thrown and is 
: throwing, the ‘capital-of the country into’ the. loan market, 
-thereby-creating a necessity for doing the business ofthe coun- 
try on borrowed capital; and even à preyailing:rate of 6 per 
cent, would bring Wisconsin to inevitable ruin, xinless reliev- 
ved by stay laws or insolvent acts.’ There are; doubtless; in- 
- stances. Where enormous rates of interest have been paid, and 


both the borrower and lender. have been profited.. Yet in all — 


such cases somebody suffers. An even if there.arednstances of 
‘this: kind /*fáir.all around;" yet they are isolations, . and as 
well.might they refer us to some fortanate :draw at a lottery 
. or. ailucky:hitat faro, as to. such cases, to.illu e ope- 
rations. of a general rule. PROS 3

. ceeding 12 percent. Judged by íhis rule, Wisconsin, in the 
opinion of your-committée, cannot safely tolerate a prevailing 
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rate of Ó per cent, and even three per cent would ruin her un- 


— Jess her policy be so-changed as to force capital back from the 


loan market to the legitimate channels of trade. 

It is contended that if a usury Jaw be now established, it 
will cause & pressure that will work the speedy ruin of such 
as have become the victims of the “free trade policy.” How 
this is to be done, has not been precisely revealed. We are 
‘of the opinion, however, thatas the repeal did not bring a 


‘dime into the country, so its restoration will not take any out. 


That some were induced to bring money into the state, to:be 


' thrown into ‘the loan market, is doubtless, true. : . But that 


others were induced to withdraw from the money. márket is no 
less susceptible of demonstration. This exchange, too' was 
‘clearly to our detriment. The financier who lent liis money 


. at former. rates, did so for the interest. ' His successor, in 
‘view of the utter impossibility of paying present rates, is play- 


ing a desperate game to secure.to himself the naos mortga- 
: ged estate. x | 
In this connection we wil consider "m nigani whieh 
is often urged. Itis, that ifa usury law is -passed, it. will 
constantly be evaded, and will therefore be a.dead letter up- 
‘on the statute book. This argument contradicts the former. 


- Ifit isa dead letter, it certainly can cause no pressure, and 
- distress cannot ensue. But this argument is like;the ‘‘free 
` trade in money" policy itself—plausible in theory, but-contra- 
dicted. by every man’s practical experience. ^ Adinitting.the 
` truth of the position, for argument sake, still it would be-pre- 


ferableito the present system,  'l'he:usual'metliod of; ievading 
the oper&tions of the usury law, is to. reckon the interest for 
the period Ioanéd, iuto the principal, put the whole. into-a 
note drawing the legal rate of interest, executing.4 mortgage 
as collateral security, and then selling the whole to the usurer 
as though the sale was an entirely independent transaction.— 
The demand matures and the money falls, due. From: this 
period the borrower finds his advantage in a usurylaw. The 
obligation is rarely paid at maturity, and during the period of 
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forbearance, ‘and the progress of foreclosure, the debt bears the 
jepal raté (say 7 per cent,)-in the one case, and hé extortion- 
ate rate in the other. . 

It is said that other causes than those growing- out of the 
unréstrained license of capital to wring-all it can from the 
pocket of industry, have been the agents in producing the 
embzitassment so universally felt in the agricultural dístriets. 
Among £hése are named short crops, emigration to, California, 
&c. | En: the opinion of your committee, that which is claimed 
as a ease i$ but a consequence, Doubtless, ifa community 
were in cifcumstances of entire independence, and could claim 
immunity from short crops, debter’s: duns, the vicissitudes of 
fortune and of the seasons, and the numerous other evils-which 
‘‘flésh is heir to,” it would matter little what laws were pass- 
ed, or, indeed, whether there were laws at all. “But itis to 
remedy these'evils, and to protect the citizen against their 
influences, ‘that the hand of legislation is interposed. : 

"These circumstancés, instead of being the cause of present 
eitibarrassments, have but made those suffering from them, the 
victims of the prevailing policy. The farming community 
have been the first to suffer ; the mining and-lumbering inter- 
ests may next feel its influences, and even though the agri- 
cultural regions may recover to some extent, yet they will be 
continually exposed, and may, at any time after, become its. 
victims. ' 

Another position assumed, is that usury laws are an im- 
peachment of man’s ability for self government. Tfjthe ob- 
jection has any weight, it applies as well to exemption laws, 
to municipal restraints upon market-men and ‘truck-men, in 
cities and villages, and in many other instances of salutary re- 
straint, which every well regulated conimunity finds it neces- 
ary to impose, as to usury laws. But whatever force will be 
given to the argument, none will deny chat every man, what- 
ever müy:be his capacity for self-government; is subject to 
the prevailing policy of the state, Ifa man were in prison or 


im duress, he would assent to terms pro ffering him relief, that . 
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he would repel with scorn *f left to Ge exercise of his.own free 
wil. Money is usually loaned in this state through the agens 
ey of some person, who also acts as a collecting agent. His 
pigeon holes are filled. with demands against his neighbors, 
with whose peeuniary eireumstanees he has made himself ac- 
curately acquainted. He calls the debtor into. his. office and 
exhibits the demand ; ifthe debtors asks for time, or suggests 
his inability to pay by reason of short crops or other contin. 

gencies, the agent politely reads to him the letter of instruc- 
tion accompanying the demand, in which he is directed to en- 
force collection by suit. What shall the poorman do.? The 
agent can ''relieve" him. The debtor's homestead is unin- 
cumbered, the agent has. money to loan. Under the circum- 
stances, and ‘‘seeing its him," he will let him have enough to 

meet the demand, for only 25 per cent, and take security up- 


- on the homestead. He would not advise him to do. it. He 


does not believe he can afford it ; but he must be his own 
judge. He advises him to act independently. . He is.a free 
moral agent. Interest is enormously high, bnt he offers. this. 
to him below the prevailing rates. He has.often lent at much 
higher rates, but seeing it is a "hard case" and the security 
ample, he will in this instance, reduce it tothe lowest pre- 
vailing rates, If, however, he does not see fiit to comply, 
‘there ate his instructions.” They are imperative, and leave 
him no discretion. . 

In this case, does the man’s judgement or his povezty- con- 
sent? And to what extent does the idea of “man’s capabili- 
ty for self-government” apply ? y 

But admitting all the advantages claimed as resulting from 
the removal of the restraints upon money, and what policy 
would be introduced ? Itis said that capitalists would-be at- 
tracted to the state, and that competition would bring down 
the rate of interest. But for what purpose would capital 
come ? Would it be introduced here-for the purchase of our 
products or our lands? No, this result is not claimed. — Ai 
the benefit contended for on behalf of this policy, is. that it 
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will supply the loan market at. cheaper rates," This: general 
policy,. your committee feel.that they. cannot too strongly, diss 
courage. 4 "T ey

They deal in-the products of the soil, of the mines and of the 
forests. The fancy stock market is:a sealed book to them.— 
What they demand,; and. what their interests require, is that 
a policy shall be established by which. they may sell their pro-

legitimate purposes of its creation. | 

The contest is one of capital against labor.. Àn elucidation 
of this unequal struggle is strikingly presented in a little work 
entitled “Encyclopedia Americona" from: which we take the 
following extract : I TP 
CAPITAL «vs. LABOR.. D D 

“One penny (sterling) put out at 5° per cent compound i ins 
terest, at the birth.of Christ, would;'in 1810 have. amounted 
to a sum exceeding in value 397,000,000 of solid voa of 
standard gold, each in magiitude as large:as this earth," . 

The astounding cumulative power of money is rarely.co consi- 
ered,’ At present rates (say 20 per cent). of compound. in- 
terest,-one: dollar in sixty-four years, (the common. age of 
man) will amount to $116,839, a sum which would take 5 
men, laboring at one dollar per day, seventy-five years. to 
earm.- - "CHE : nocd 
In view of these astounding results, shall legislation be 
longer asked to forbear its interference in this. unhallowed 
warfare ? a 

: The moral aspect of this question is not without. its impor- 
tance. Our citizens are rapidly becoming money speculators, 
The wild spirit of usury is infusing itself into all -branches of 
business—into all conditions:of community. It is diseasing 
the whole body politic ; corrupting the morals, debasing the 
habits, and poisoning the very fountains of virtue in our midst. 
Every town and village has its miniature financier, who,. hav- 
ing scraped together his fifty or his hundred dollars, drops his 
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axe ór his spade, to hang around the bar-rooms and publie 


“haunts to lend out his ‘money in-small sums on short loans, at 


10 and 20 per centa month. Such habits and pursuits must 
degtáde all the faculties; strimulate the passions and the pro- 


pensities, and transform the whole man into a grovelling, starv- 
` ing, shrivelled miser. And who is the miser? To what 


species does he belong whose money is his God ? ‘With a 
soul seared to all sympathy, an appetite that glóats over his 
ill-gotten gains, a eriiging spirit, stamped with the image of 
man, without his heart, a starved, emaciated skeleton, whose 
love of gain has denied him a nourishing meal, or a bed: of 
straw on which to stretch bis limbs—-he stalks among us to be 
despised, the mocking of his species, a disgrace to human na- 
ture, and a curse to the world. 

Every where around us we'behold the paralyzing effects of 
the present policy. ` It is arousing the people to a knowledge 
of their true condition, : They see danger staring them in the 
face. Depression is felt in every department of industry.— 
Our state is yet in its infancy. The products of our soil are 
our reliable staples. Rob the farmer of the soil he cultivates 
and you rob him of his all. : Houseless and homeless, he may 
look back in despair on the ruins of -his fall Go into the 
fine farming regior.s of the state—to the fair fields where the 
hand of industry is felt—to those little rural communities 
where the comforts of home once cheered the family fireside, 
and enough. of the reality may be seen and known and felt to 
redeem this picture from the charge of being a mere fancy 
sketch. Pay day will come ; the inexorable creditor will 
never relinquish his hold so long as a single dollar remains 
unpaid. Yes, pay day will come, as sure as destiny it must 
come. "Though a temporary respite may be bought, the day 
of the ‘debtor's doom is inevitable. The unflinching usurer 
has his victim within his grasp. Writhe and agonize as he 
may, as well might he think of escaping the venom of the vi- 
‘per when he has felt his fang, as to look for relief from such a 
source. No, misfortune has few sympathizing. companions. 
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The farmer’s fireside must be invaded; his homestead is in 
jeopardy ; the tread of the officer of the law is heard upon his 


threshold ; a voice as potential as the decrees of fate is sound- _ 


ing in his ear, and the hammer of the sheriff closes the scene. 
These are realities too fearfully apprehended by your commit- 
tee to allow them to repress the voice of admonition, and it is 
in the hope of that relief which a judicious usury law alone 
can bring, that your committee would recommend the passage 
of the bill on this subject recently reported from the senate to 
this body.

di: REPORT: 

Were the subject which has been referred to the committee, 
one cf ordinary importance, not vitally affecting the best in- 
terests of our state, we should not at this day attempt any ex- 
pression of our views, but would content ourselves by leaving 
the question involved, to the decision of the Assembly on the 
able report-of the Majority. We do not, however, concur with 
the majority in the reasoning contained in their report, much 
less inthe conclusions drawn from it, and the recommenda- 
tion$ m ade, 

Interest is the compensation which one person pays to an- 
other for the profits which he is enabled to make by the use of 
his moeey. The price which the borrower should pay the 
lender for his money, depends mainly upon the profit which 
the borrower can derive from its use. Where much can be 
made by the use of money, theniüterest willbe high—if little 
can be made, then it will be low. Other things enter into the 
price of money,-—for instance, if risk be. great, interest will 
rise proportionately—if the supply of money be abundant, it 
will fall. But the average profit of capital in any country, 
constitutes the chief element in the price that can reasonably 
and profitably be paid for the use of money. 

, In; other words, the use of monev is worth just what that 
money wil make by being employed in any business or in- 
vestment. Ifone thousand dollars employed in any trade or 
business, wil produce one hundred dollars after paying all 
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costs, expended in using it for such production, it à& plainly 
worth ten per cent. Ifit will produce five hundred dollars, it, 
is as clearly worth fifty per cent. The reason, then, why in- 
terest is allowed at all, becomes at once apparent. 

He who labors to produce any thing, is surely entitled to. 
the avails of the labor necessary to that production. The ac- 


 quirements.of labor constitute capital, and that capital is pas- 


sessed of re-productive power. If, then, he who has by any 
means acquired capital, or money, sees fit to. part with it for a 


| time, and to give to another the privilege of using that capital, 


he ought to receive the value of its use, or the profits that ac- 
crue-after paying him who has used it, proper' compensation 

for his labor and skill in using it. Ifa man can realize twen- 
ty percentum for the use of his money when invested in man- 
ufacturing, he will, of course invest it for that purpose, in pre- 
ference to loaning it at an interest less. profitable. . And so of 
any other abject to which his money may be applied—money 
will not be found in the market for leaning, unless the market 
interest is equal to the profits offered by actual investrnent.— 


. The reason for the paying of interest, is the same, as. that for 


paying rent for land. The tenant pays his landlord the price 
‘which he can afford after obtaining compensation for his own 
toil. The borrower pays the lender the product of capital af. 
ter receiving the xeward of his awn, labor and agency in the 
use of that capital. 

. From these plain propositions which might be elucidated at 


‘considerable length, it is naturally deduced that the value or 


interest of money must be as variable at different times. as, the 
rewards of labor. In a settled state of society, these. varia- 
tions will not be very greaat, but in all countries they depend 
more or less upon natural causes, such as the character of the 
seasons, the productiveness of industry, the demand for ex- 
changes, &c. And it might not be improper here to remark, 
that in new countries these changes are most rapid, and inter- 


est is always high. The causes are apparent, and may be as- 


-signed briefly as consisting in the cheapness of land, the ex- 
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cess of production owing to the, natural fertility of the soil, the 
scarcity of all articles of common use, and the necessity which 
exists for having them, and the almost total lack of money or 
capital of any kind among the settlers. 

Any law which has a tendency to raise the price of money 
ábove the clear average profits oflabor, produces eyil results to 
society, by depreciating the income of industry, and over-re- 
warding capital. For the same reason, a law which fixes in- 
terest below the profits of labor, tends to the too great ehcour- 
agement of labor and the discouragement of capital. The effect 
of this is to sever the natural and intimate relations of labor 
and capital. The greatest good of society is attained when 
these combine together, and when the rewards of each are the 
most neatly equal. Labor makes but poor progress without 
the aid of money, and yet money will not be trusted to the hand 
of toil, unless the profits are equal to its use in any other man- 
ner. On the other hand, money cannot do the good it is de- 
signed to accomplish, unless it is combined with the industry 
of the country. l 

Whenever, then, the legislature undertakes to fix a , price 
for the use of money, it is plain that it should be done in ac- 
cordance with the principles here laid down ; in other words, 
that it should be established at that rate which most nearly 
corresponds to the profits of invested capital. But can this 
be done ? Is there any established rule to guide legislative 
judgement in this respect ? None, that we can discern. And 
least of all, can this be done in new countries, where of neces- 
sity, the fluctuations are much greater than in older commu- 
1ities, as the least reflection at once teaches us. Legislative 
jnterference on this question is always unwise. tis, moreo- 
' ver, unnecessary, because the natural laws of trade will regu- 
late the moneyed relations of every community, and its con- 
nection and commerce with other communities. No fixed, 
‘arbitrary rule can be just or applicable to the same people for 
any considerable length of time, nor is the Jaw of one Society 1 à 
correct guide for the regulation of another. 
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Another cause that produces variation in the price of me- 
ney, is, the ratio of supply and demand, furnishing an addi- 
tional reason against any attempt to fix a standard rate of in- 
terest. 

If the supply of money be great, its use will be cheap. If 
it be scarce, the price paid for its use will be high. : If many 
persons need money, competition will.raise its value ; if few 
require it, it falls. : 

This position is denied by the majority report, and to. sus- 
tain that denial, a quotation is made from what is termed the 
“admirable essay" of a Mr. Hand. 

The undersigned know not who this author is, but they re- 
ly upon the authority of every political economist of any note, 
for the last cent ury, for proof of their position, so far as books 
are concerned, and much more confidently still] upon the 
common sense of mankind to sustain their views. If there are 
twenty men who desire to borrow and but one who wishes to 
lend, it is clear that competition will at once raise the price of 
capital. Ifthere are twenty lenders and but one anxious to 
borrow, just as clearly will these twenty under. bid each other 
to the lowest rate of interest. l l 

But will the fixing of the rate of interest by law prevent the 
natural fluctuations in the price of money ? In our opinion, 
it will not. On the contrary, the tendency is to increase that 
fluctuation. When the operations of trade in money are left 
free, as in other kinds of property, ifa sudden rise in price 
takes place, at any one point, money naturally flows into tha, 
point, until it is brought down to the level of general profit. 

But if the rate of interest be fixed below the price which is 
thus created by the naturallaws of trade, foreign communi- 
ties will not contribute of this surplus to bring down the rates 
by replenishing the sum on hand. And why? Plainly be- 
cause they are prohibited from loaning without a violation of 
Jaw, and the consequences of detection and forfeiture are too 
severe to incur the risk without ample compensation.

Thus the money market is controlled by a few, and those 


of the most: unscrupulous character, and kept subject to the 
artificial causes which are ever at the command, and in the 
constant use of shavers and jobbers. | 

* We have endeavored to lay down some of the obvious rea- 
sons why interest or the price of money, differs and must dif- 


` fer so greatly at different times and in different places. The 


inference is plain, that no human power can establish a uni- 
form rate of interest. It must change with the changing cau- 
ses named, and be higher or lower in proportion as these cau- 
ses operate more or less extensively either singly or in combi- 
nation. When the profit of capital is great, interest will be 
high—when low, interest will be low, . When risk ‘is great, 
interest rises,—— when risk is small, it falls, and when these two 


-eauses jare combined, as great risks and great profits togeth- 


er, interest will advance to its highest price. 

The same may be said of various other causes which act at 
different times upon the price of money, all producing their le- 
gitimate, natural results. To illustrate further, however, is 
deemed unnecessary, for it is all so plain to ordinary sense 


-that it almost amounts to an imputation of a gross lack of in- 
‘formation to suppose any one ignorant of tees principles or 
‘their effects. 


The legislature does not undertake to fix the price of any 


-other property, nor ofits use: And yet it could do so with 


just as good a reason in any other case as in that of money. 
But before we enlarge upon this head, it may be well. to 
take notice of the argument of the majority, on the tenth page 
of their report, for it strikes at the foundation of our position, 
if it be true. Say they, ‘‘The error (of those who claim that 
money should be left free like other commodities) committed. 
is fundamental, and consists in assuming that money is proper- 
iy. ‘Thisis denied. Bullion, of which money is made, is 
property ; but when it is subjected to that process which con- 
stitutes coin, it is endowed with a new attribute.” Again, in 
the same connection—‘‘The intrinsic value of an ounce of sil- 
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ver is less, perhaps, than that of the same amount of steel. 
An ounce of, gold has no more positive value than the same 
quantity of silver, yet when these have received the impress 
of sovereignty, their relative valueis as one to sixteen. These 
qualities are the creatures of law.” Now, what is meant by 
these phrases—-that money is not property, but that Bullion is 
«—that coin possesses attributes that the metal in bars does not. : 
That silver is net worth as much as steel, and gold no more 
than silver, we donot know ; norcan we easily divine the true 
import of the words, "intrinsic value,” “positive value," ''im- 
press of sovereignty," and “creatures of the law," as by them 
used. But let us analyse these assertions, axioms, perhaps 
some willterm them. Let us test them by the laws of politi- 
cal economy and the dictates of common sense. 

The object to which any person directs his labor is deter- 


: mined by his own taste or natural inclination. Each man, di- 


rects his attention to a single kind of production. But hu- 


man wants are various, and no man can supply all his desires 


by the creation of a single product. Hence arises the neces- 
sity of exchange between the members of society, for every 
one wants a large number ef the products of other men's labor. 
For a community to make all its necessary exchanges in kind, 
would be very difficult ; besides, it would cause a great ex- 
penditure of time, and consequent cost, in effecting those. ex- 
changes. Thus men in even the rudest stages of society, nat- 
urally seek some medium of exchange—some instrument to ef» 
fect this exchange of property in the cheapest and-easiest man- 
ner. 

Money is the instrument by which society accomplishes the ' 
exchange of the products of labor. 

Whatever performs this office of promoting exchange, is 
money. In the history ofthe world various articles have 
been applied to this use. But in all ages, and among nearly 
all nations; metals have been universally used for this purpose. 
The reason of this is apparent and natural,

Some of the essential requisites of any circülating medium 
are, that it be on object of universal desire, or something that 
, all people seek for at all times—that it be as little liable to 
fluctuation from any cause as possible—thatit be capable of 
minute divisions without depreciation—that it be easily 1den- 
tified-—and most important of all, that the cost of producing 
it be subject to the least variation, and that it contain in a 
small compass a large amount of value. It might be here 
asked conclusively how can that be made to represent value 
which in itself possesses no value ; but we proceed: By 
value we mean that quality which attaches to any object of de- 
sire in-consequence of the labor which has been bestowed in 
its production. -. And again, it is exchangeable value of which 
we speak, for intrinsic value has, and can have nothing to do 
with any reasoning pertinent to the subject in consideration. 


The incorrect use of the word “‘intrinsic,” in the majority re- 


port is now apparent. 

i Nothing,perhaps, possesses so great intrinsic value as air 
and'water, ‘and yet who would assign to them exchangeable 
value ?:. Iron has greater intrinsic value than gold or silver or 
diamonds, and yet who would contend for an instant that it 
possessed any thing like the same value in exchange as either 
of those substances. Is it enquired why goid and silver pos- 
sess this great exchangeable value and not so great ‘intrinsic 
value? *:/The answer is at once apparent and ready—the labor 
necessary to procure gold and silver constitutes its value.— 
At all times, it has cost much greater labor to obtain‘ these 
substahces than to procure iron or copper. No man will ex- 
change.that which has:cost him a month's labor, for that which 
has cost another but a day's labor. 

Labor and skill are the elements of value—they make up 
what is usually termed cost. Ifnature had supplied gold iw 
the same abundance that we find iron; it would be com para- 
tively valueless. 

The only cause then, why any substance possesses value is 
because labor has been required in its production. It is a 
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well known fact that mining for the precious metals produces 
as small profits as any other branch of indüstry—and by some 
of the best judges it is estimated at less. If the cotton man- 
facturer of Lowell, exchanges a bolt of calico, with the miner 
of Mexico, for his gold, he gives value for value, or, in other 
words, parts with the avails of his labor for that which has 
cost the miner an equal amount ofhislabor. This is the rea- 
son of the exchange : and it would be frivolous to attempt to 
assign any other cause. Now, what takes place originally bes 
tween the miner and any individual, is constantly taking place 
between all the members of society—that is, exchanging of 
value for value, labor for labor, and it can make no difference, 
how remote from the original producer of the metals, constitua 
ting our circulating medium, this exchange takes place—it is 
all based upon the fact that their original production cost a 
certain amount of labor, and that that labor is constantly repə 
resented! by the thing produced. 

This view derives additional confirmation from the fact; 
that almost all nations in their early stages, have used these 
metals in their native state, as a means of effecting and facili- 
tating exchange. - 

Time was when gold and silver were used by weight with 
as great frequency as now by tale, and the only difference be- 
tween these methods consists in the convenience of one over 
the other. The Bible furnishes numerous instances of the use 
of these metals by weight, in Patriarchal times. The Per- 
sians, Greeks, Egyptians and Hebrews, had no coin until long 
after their national existence had been established. At this 
day, in one of our own states, gold, in its native form is read- 
ily and constantly, and almost solely used for all the purposes 
of money, and yet, say the majority, gold-money is not prop- 
erty. What would the Californian, who has braved dangers, 
endured privation, suffered in health, and sacrificed every com- 
fort for the acquirement of his treasure, say to this newly dis~ 
covered and truly modern idea. that money is not property ? 
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"But the majority say that Bullion is property. And šo say 
we, because i$ is the product of industry. And now-can anyj 
one tell us why that which is property in its native state, is not 
property whea changed in form and stamped with the sanction 
of the government? Coin is not property but Bullion, of 
which coin is made, is, or, in other words, that which is valu- 
able from the amount of labor applied to its production, be- 
comes suddenly worthless from a change iu its form, The ab- 
surdity of the propósition proves its fallacy. Im all other 


forms that property assumes, each additional change adds to. ` 


its value. Thus, if government charges any thing for the 
operation of coining, one would naturally suppose that it would. 
to that extent, add to the true value of coin. In England 
seignorage js not charged. The United States charges the 
actual cost of coinage, and so one would suppose, proportion- 
ately increases the value of coin over bullion. l 
And what is the answer to the reasoning above presented: ? 
Why, that the ‘impress of sovereignty" creates the value of 
money—-and that its quality is the “‘creatuye of law,” confer- 
ing upon it new attributes.” And to give effect to these 
unmeaning phrases, we have cited to us that clause of the con- 
stitution, which says that ‘‘Congress shall have power: to coin 
money, regulate the value thereof, and of foreign coin, and ta 
fix the standard of weights and measures.” And why has. 
Congress the power to coin money? Because the govern- 
ment should have the supreme right to declare some conveni- 
ent article of ascertained value-to be a legal tender for the dis- 
charge of the obligations of one man to his fellow, in order to. 
promote commercial intercourse and trade. Because it en- 
hances the public good, that the same authority should certify 
to community that the article so declared is pure in quality, in- 
dicative of its own value in its various divisions, and in. order 
that itshall possess the most convenient form of circulation, 
and this is all that is designed by coining, and all that can be

' Again, why “regulate the value thereof and of foreign coin?” 
Because the concentrated wisdom of the government is best ? 
capable ofjudging of and ascertaining the value,.the cost of 
that substance which is to constitute its circulating medium.— 
It does not, it cannot assign value where none exists—it only 
regulates it—that is, it declares how the labor that has been 
expended on one artiele of production shall be represented by 
the labor which has been, in another branch of industry, devo- 
ted to a different substance. And because it has the only pro. 
per right to declare the comparative value of the coin of other 
nations to our own, 

It is, indeed, strange that so plain a provision of our cón- 
stitution should have been strained from its simple meaning 
to such a purpose as that to which the majority have applied 
it. , \ i 

| The interference of government is legitimately the same in 
regard tò money that it is in regard to *weights and measures.” 
It says that so much of silver or gold shall be a dollar, and 
that a.given quantity of wheat shall be a bushel, and. a given. i 
quantity of cloth a yard. Would any one contend that be- 
cause the bushel of wheat is always the same in quantity, 

therefore it represents the same value. As well might it be, 
as to say that because a dollar consists of one hundred 
cents, therefore it eternally has the same value. 

the value of money as constantly changes as that.of any - 
other commodity-—politieal economists say it is the most. 
changeable of all products, because it partakes of the changes 
of all other articles, it being their representative. 

The majority say that the value of money always remains 
the same, that one hundred dollars can never be less, or fall 
below one hundred doilars &c. They furnish an example to: 
illustrate their position, and say that when:a man loans one. 
hundred dollars for a year at twenty-five per cent, he gets his 
one hundred dollars back again with its use, and that the thing. 
—ihe money returned, possesses the same value.as when it 


i 
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was parted with, and that it is impossible it should have de- 
preciated, ^ To. illustrate furcher they put the case of a man 
who loans a horse for a year for twenty-five dollars, and say 
that the horse, unlike money, may have depreciated. In 
answer, suppose that A. loans to B. one hundred dollars at 
twenty-five per cent, to buy a horse with. B. purchases the 
"horse, and at the end of the year he repays A. his principal and 
interest. Now suppose A. desires a horse, and in the mean 
time horses have doubled in value. We ask if the money of 
A. for the purpose that he desires it, is worth as much as 
when he lent it? Has not A's one hundred dollars fallen one 
halfin value? | When it is said that money is always the 
samein value, we understand it is meant that it will purchase 
as much of the necessaries of life, or answer as many human 
desires at one time as another. 

: It means this or nothing. Every man’s sense er such 
reasoning. 

- The truth is, money is cheap or dear like every other pro- 
duct of labor. It requires in every community a given amount 
of money to effect its exchanges—for the same reason that it 
requires a given number of power looms to procuce cloth for 
the same- community. 

- If, by any cause, the amount of specie should be doubled 
in. any country, or the amount of products to be exchanged 
shonld be diminished one half—the value of money would 


fall in the same proportion. Money would be cheap, and oth- 


er prodücts would be dear—that is, it would require in any 
given case a much larger amount of money to obtain the same 
quantity of any other product. 

- On the other hand, if the quantity of specie should be great- 
ly diminished, or the amount of exchangeable products should 
be greatly increased, then the value of money would rise, and 
the value of other articles would fall—or in other words, a 
much less amount of money would procure the same number 
of other articles as formerly.. 
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Money, then, is subject to the same laws as every other ar- 
ticle that industry produces. The true criterion of value of 
any substance, depends always upon the number and nature 
of desires it can gratify, and thislast applies as well to money 
as any other article. The value of money varies from the 
véry same causes as any thing else, and as readily yields to 
every influence that operates upon trade and commerce. 

To say, then, that a dollar is always a dollar, amounts to 
just the same that it does to say that a bushel of wheat is al- 
ways a bushel, or a yard of cloth is always a yard. A bush- 
el of wheat will always make the same amount of bread, and 
a yard of cloth the same garment in size, but it would be idle 
to say that you can always part with them in exchange, or 
sell them for the same quantity of other products. So with 
the dollar, it always contains the same quantity of silver, but 
the number of other products it will purchase in exchange, 
changes almost as often as the sun rises. 

Money possesses no mysterious power over otlier products. 
One would think,to hear the advocates of usury laws discourse, 
that government had imparted to gold and silver some magic 
influence over the laws of trade that required the interposing 
force of government to stay their witchery. They are just 
what He who formed them designed they should be, and no 
process beyond that of simple production can change their val- 
ue, or lend one additional charm to their possession. The 
Earth is full of objects of human desires, and as these are at- 
tained, they minister to our comfort and happiness. Weaith 
is defined to be any object, that has the power to gratify hu- 
man desire, which is capable of being appropriated. A large 
number of these objects constitutes riches, a few of them pov- 
erty. Gold and silver possess the same and no greater power 
than wealth in every form possesses ; they contribute to phy- 
gical, intellectual and social enjoyment, and are therefore val- 


uable. 


Having thus attempted to set forth some general principles . 


of political economy, and in connection with them to answer 


ES 
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gome of the peculiar doctrines and errors of the majority, we 
shall now proceed to give some of the leading objections to the 
enactment of usury laws. 

1. Usury laws ere a direct violation of the private rights of 
individuals. Men are presumed to possess a reasonable share 
of business capacity, When they meet to bargain or contract, 
each understands his own interest, and it is presumed will act 
regardful of it. 

This being the case, it is only necessary to answer the ques- 
tion—who is best capable of judging of what is a good bara 
gain, the man who makes it, or the legislature, for him? Ít 
is a part of every man's natural liberty, to make such contracts 
for himself as he pleases. Industry and capital should be per- 
mitted to come into free competition, and each man should be 
allowed to pursue his interests in that way he deems proper, 
observing therein the rules of justice. 

That “government is the best which governs the least,” and 
if the Legislature 1s to act as the guardian of men in one spe- 
cies of business, to protect them against the consequences of 
folly and extravagance, why not carry out the principle, and 
establish the rules which shall govern them in all the property 
relations of life? If simplicity and experience are Hable to 
be imposed upon in one kind of business, they will be in eves 
ry other ; and upon the principle claimed—the enactment ofa 
usury law—accomplishes but a small part.of the whale duty 
of legislators as guardians of society. l 

But it is said the borrower and lender do not meet on equal 
terms. Not always, it is true, but as often as the buyer and 
seller, the landlord and tenant, the capitalist and the laborer 
da, in any transaction between them. If horses are scarce, he 
who has them to sell can take advantage ofthe negessity of 
him who must buy, and so of every other article of necessity. 
So he who has good credit can buy goods or borrow money 
on easier terms than he whose credit is bad or doubtful. Pru. 
dence and discretion stand on the same terms in borrowing 
money, that they do in obtaining any thing else, and ignorance 
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prodigality and speculation fare no worse when dealing with 
the broker, than when trading with the merchant or mechanic. 
Laws are made for all, and if the inexperienced man in the 
absence of usury laws, sometimes pays a ruinous rate for mo- 
ney, so on the other hand, the prudent and honest business 
man, under the existence of those laws is as often compelled 


‘to pay the same and a still more exorbitant price to obtain re- 


lief. Upon principle, there is the same reason for prohibiting 
loaning below a fixed rate as there is above that rate ; for if 
it is neeessary to protect the folly of the borrewer, so we 
should shield the simplicity of the lender. The conclusion is 
that legislative interference with the rate of interest is unne- 
cessary and tyrannical, unless it is true that the large majority 
of men are incapable of contracting for themselves and guard- 
ing their own interests. 

II. The tendency of usury laws is to raise the rate of interest. 
This will always prove true where these laws exist for any 
considerable length of time. The reasonisplain. Interest is 
calculated mainly upon risk, other things being equal. The 
risk of loss, by the setting up of the usurious nature of the 
loan on the part of the borrower, adds to the rate of interest 
charged. And this risk is increased proportionately according 
to the amount forfeited by the lender, whether it be partial or 
total, and amounts to the highest rate, when, as in the case of 
the bill recommended by the majority, it reaches to the princi- 
pal and all Usury laws create a new risk, an additional el- 
ement in the.rate of interest, 

Again, the fixing of any rate of interest tends to drive money 
from a country, and to send it abroad to places where the use 
is free and the price higher. And those who feel it a duty to 
obey the laws, will at once withdraw their capital from the loan 
market and investit where it will demand the best return, and 
not be subject to legal forfeiture. When interest becomes 
high, and much can be made by the use of it, the industrious 
and enterprising poor man is shut out from the use of money, 
for the law prevents him from giving the value of its use. Áa 
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a consequence, the rich alone can make use ‘of their means for 
the purposes of:the gains: offered in the market, and: the poor: 
man:must sit contented with the meager comforts of his cons: 
dition. Thus the rich grow richer and the poor poorer. . 
III: Usury laws cannot be enforced. The-necessities: of 
men will always compel them to obtain money at some. price, 
and that price increased by the extra hazard, will have to be 
, paid by the borrower. The enactments of statutes that-can- 
not and will not be scrupulously observed, detracts from the 
respect that should ever be felt towards the law. It is hardly 
possible to draft a law that will not be evaded by. financial in- — 
genuity, and the promptings of interest, i ; 
There are always those in society. who, from unfortunate- 
circumstances, are forced to.have money at almost any price. 
If it cannot be obtained, ruin stares the needy man in the 
face. Relief at the highest purchase is a blessing, for he may 
save a part of his property if a short space is left, but.if.he 
. cannot obtain the means, immediatejand total ruin awaits him, 
‘Were it not for legislative restriction, such an-one would find 
those who would readily furnish the money on fair m rket, 
terms, . but as it is, no one will run the extreme risk ‘that law. 
has created. The lender cannot brave every hazard in his 
loan, and the consequence is that the very man whom it is at- 
tempted,to benefit most by the law is the most injured by it. 
It would. be sufficient to show that restraining laws are not 
obeyed, to refer to the prices of money in any large city of the 
world where they exist. Smith, inhis wealth of nations, com- 
pares the market price.of money with the legalirate, and con- 
stantly alludes in his reasoning in various places, to the exis- 
tence of the difference between the two. The quotations of 
—the money market in every commercial mart, show the con- 
stant and daily changes in the price of money on loan, varied 
as it is by every natural cause despite the acts of legislatures. 
And why all this, if usury laws are.competent to the accom- 
plishment of their intention ? 
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They do not effect the object designed—that of keepitig: 
down the rate of interest to a given standard, it is: impossible 
that they should, The only effect they do really and in truth 
produce, is to diminish the amount held on loan ; increasitig,’ 
as a result, the difficulties of the borrower, promoting’ mdno- 


. poly among the few, who in defiance of law, maintain tlieit 


place, and offering an inducement to those few to violate their 
provisions and practice extortion. - = 

IV. Usury laws are inconsistent, their effect being the re- 
verse of their avowed design. This is demonstrated in the’ 


` objections above urged ; in every particular they result iri the 


opposite of that for which they were enacted. We will not. 
enlarge further on this head, but proceed to note a marked in- | 
consistency that is found in the bill recommended by the mà- ` 
jority—one, however, we believe, that is found in all laws of 
the same kind every where. DES 

The bill excepts loans made on the security of vessels com- 
monly called bottomry, and those made on freight, termed re- 
spondentia. In these instances no limit is assigned, but the 
interest is left to be contracted for between the parties accor« 
ding to the risk, Now, where is the reason for not-assailirig 
this feature of the maritime law ? 

We apprehend that none can be shown. Why say that mo- 
ney may be loaned at any rate in one branch of business ‘and

restrict it in another ? We supposed that laws were based:in 
reason, in principle, and hence the utility of thei# enactment 
and the inducement to obedience. sod 

Is there no fear of extortion, no cry of exaction in maritime 
business ? This exception in case of contracts of this kind is 
one of long standing and universal existence. The principle 
of free contraet and competition has worked out its own fruits, 
and testifies to its own correctness in panes and expedi- 
ency. P 

The same results would follow in every other breach of büsi- 
ness, were the principle carried out in all contracts, just. as 
certainly as effect follows cause. It is useless, then to ask 
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for. an example of.thé workings of **free trade in money" asit 
is termed, for here we have it, and well worthy of being: fol. 
lowed it is. l 
| Alllaws are alike in their nature, being based upon risk, 
and whether this risk be upon sea or land, subject to the ca- 
price of the, elements, or protected from uncertainty, the prin- 
ciple.is the same. ‘Ifthe principle of restriction -be right in 
any, case, it is universally so, and no exceptions should be 
made in thelaw.. It should not be applied in moneyed trans- 
actions alone, but it should be extended to every other con- 
tract--to purchase and sale, to leasing and renting, to letting 
and hireing, and every species of contract known to human 
law, . The exception made, is founded in no just reason, it is. 
invidious in its distinctions and partial in its operations. 

„in closing our.observations upon the last head, we natural- 
ly turn to the historical precedents so fully cited in the major- 
ity report, and particularly in the learned opinion of Chancel- 
lor Kent from 16 J. R. The quotation adopted goes to illus- 
trate, the fact: that the different nations of ancient and modern 
times haye at.various stages of their history, enacted usury 
laws, The deduction is, we suppose, that this nearly univer- 
sal law is an evidence that it has-deen adopted from necessity 
and to pom the people against the evils of free trade in 
money. 

_ In answer to this, we say that diese aii have not been of 
universal adoption by all nations, nor have they heen of con- 
stant operation among the same people. 

_ All nations, ancient and modern, have at different ages re- 
pealed their usury- laws, and we have yet to learn that they 
did not prosper as well in the absence of such laws as at other 
periods. — It is also true that during the existence of these 
laws, they, never controlled the price of money, but we hear 
constantly of the market rate of money as contradistinguished 
to the legal rate. 

In England, various rates have been adopted at various 
ages, to meet the changing character of the times, but of Jater 
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years no changes have taken place, and for causes well under- 
stood—money has for many: years been below thedegal rate i in 
the market. 

But history would prove any thing to be just. The same 
law that declared certain loans usury at Rome, gave up the 
body of insolvent debtors to the creditors to be hewn-in pie- 
ces, and allowed the father to sell his child into bondage.— 
History would decide—yes, and the philosophy too, of many 
ages and nations—that the taking of any interest is unright- 
eous, and that it should be punished as felony, and we think, 
if we were to be governed by length of time and the influence 
of great names and example, that stronger evidence would be 
found in history, against the taking-of interest at all, than in, 
favor of any principle of limitation.’ 

History-would prove the utility of sumptuary laws, and we: 
cannot fail here to remark, that the first English Parliament 
that dared to invade the monkish statutes of earlier times, do- 
ing away with the penal enactments of foreign reigns, and es- 
tablishing the restrictive right to loan money; also fixed the 
price of all articles of food and household consumption, ` In 
this the English King and Parliament were consistent, carry- 
ing out the principle to all its bearings, and making its appi 
cations general. - 

Of all kinds of proof in morals, religion or politlcal science, 
that which is taken from history is the very worst and most 
deceptive. Much learning may be shown in such an illustra: 
tion, as in the opinion of the distinguished: chancelfor, but it 
is quite questionable if much reason betherein given.  Iflong 
continued example, be the only proof required to establish a 

doctrine, then we have but to open the records ofthe pasts 
ahd wë can sustain any dogma that we choose to put forward. 

We do not purpose to introduce any history to uphold the 
doctrine herein claimed to be correct ; only to state- one fact, 
that every page of the past history of the usury laws shows 
that monéy always has commanded more or less than the es- 
tablished rate, precisely according to the natural laws of trade 
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and. commerce, and that those laws have accomplished no good 
uriless it; consisted in restricting the freedom of moneyed trans- 
actions. 0l 

But the experience of Indiana is cited to us, and the letter 
of Judge Wick is on. every man's tongue, as *'confirmation 
strong as proof from Holy. Writ,” that the repeal of usury 
Jaws will work immediate and irredeemable ruin to any socie- 
ty. Indiana repealed her usury laws in ’35 or ^36, and their 
repeal was followed by that extraordinary state of things which 
immediately succeeded the wild speculations of that time. As 
a consequence of the mad spjfit of gain, and that insane rage 
for wealth, which was stimulated to its highest pitch by the 
abundant crops and large moneyed circulation of those years, 
thousands were ruined in that state. But it is said the repeal 
of the usury law did all this. And we ask, what ruined the 
thousands in the twenty-five othet'states at the same time, 
and turned them houseless and homeless and penniless upon 
the world, with no reflection but to mourn over the consequen- 
ces oftheir folly ? Was it the repeal of usury laws? It is 
thought not, for in all these other states, they had whatare . 
termed stringent usury laws. ` The repeal of these laws had 
about as much to do with the condition of the people of Tndi- 
ana as did the edicts of the Sultan of Turkey. 

Indiana, like every other state at the time alluded to by 
Judge Wick, had been flooded from one end to the other with 
bank paper—money was in every man's hands, and in an 
abundance unknown to any other period of our national his- 
tory. The funds of the general government had been placed 
on deposit—in many of the old banks of the east, stimulating 
to over issues, giving every man an artificial, and unsound 
credit, raising all kinds of property to speculative and unrea- 
sonable prices, and as a consequence, engendering a wild spi- 
rit of speculation ever dangerous to society, and particularly, 
to the sober, inexperienced and unpretending laborers and 
farmers of the country. "Towns started into existente with the 
tapidity of magie , rail roads and canals were chartered and 
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undertaken as thongh they were but the work of a day,— 
Stocks ofall kinds went up and were bought with a phrensy 
worthy of the most glorious days of the South Sea Bubble,— 

The golden vision of wealth was in every man's eyes, and all 


, rushed madly and headlong upon the ruin that succeeded. 


The people of Indiana, like their neighbors of other states, 
old and new of that time, were ruined by speculating, over- 
trading, prodigality, imprudence and rashness. The “deso- 
lations” which Judge Wick witnessed in ‘‘Hoosier land,” were 
just such as every other Judge throughout the whole length 
and breadth of our country saw at the crash that succeeded 
that memorable period. , : 

This so called example, together with the opinions of Mr, 
Whipple and Senator Walker, is held up before us as a reason 
for repealing our present law. Asto Mr. Whipple, it is suf- 
ficient to say that he scouts at Political Economy, and places 
it in the category of past follies, with Astrology, Metaphysics 
and Animal Magnetism, and we leave him and his work to the 
judgment of those who choose to peruse his pamphlet. - . 

The Senator’s position, however, is, that at twenty-five per 
cent, the money which has been sent into the country, will be 
in four years, sent back, and as much more with it ; and that. 
as a consequence, it must bank rupt the state to the extent of 
the loans taken. 

On its face, this may seem a very fair proposition, and quite 
clear. But let us see. If money is brought into the state 
and loaned, it is most assuredly loaned for some purpose ; 
now af it be borrowed as no man can deny, to put into some 
active business, it, asa consequence, creates something to pay 
its use with, and leave a balance on hand of created value to 
reward the industry employed. The settler, who enters his 
land‘ has his crop to meet the payment of the small sum that 
he was forced to borrow ; and not only this, but he has his 
land left him better and more valuable than before he paid his. 
debt. And can it be said that because he has paid a hundred 
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and twenty-five dollars that he had borrowed for the’ obfain- 
ing of his land; that therefore he is ruined, c or one > quarter 
bankrupt ? | f 

It is true; he has paid a high interest, but he has benefitted 
himself i in the méan time; and added to his comforts. He has 
alsó added to the wealth of the State, and the more such in- 
stances we have of labor combining with capital, thé longer it 
will take to bankrupt our state. Many men of this state, who 
now enjoy a handsome competency, and have contributed large- 
ly to the riches of the country, commenced on a few dollars of 
borrowed capital, and but for that credit would have never 
succeeded. Money is not borrowed to be kept idle, it is con- 
stantly producing something in connection with labor, and 
that production remains with us, no mattter where the princi- 
pal and interest go. 

It is Said in the same connection by the Senator, that mo- 
ney is not capital, and that the tendency ofthe existing law 
is to keep money from investment and ` to beng it into the 
market for loan. 

' Well, if money is not capital, whatis it? It is so called 
by all economists, and we apprehend that most men when ` 
possessed of a good supply of that article, feel themselves re- 
ally men of capital. But how long will money seek the loan 
market? Plainly, until competition brings the rate down to 
the level of the average profits of actual investments, and no 
longer. That market, like all others, will fill up in proper 
time, and then it will hold its equality with all other branches 
of business.. When money is loaned, however, it is at once 
invested—it is put into active use. And there can be no dif- 
ference whether it is used by the owner, or lent out by him to 
another to be put to some actual employment, We know not - 
what is meant by saying that money lent is not invested, and 
that were it not for our present law, it would be put into lands, 
&c. It all goes to some branch of industry, and lender and 
borrower réceive of its accumulation jointly. This is the vye- 
ry object and direct tendency of the preser.t law, to bring out 
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all the idle,surplus capital, and get it invested ; the opposite 
is the tendency of the law proposed. In the one case, com-- 
petition and the combination of capital with labor are encour- 
aged ; on the other hand they frighten money from the mar- 
ket, and it in many cases lies idle and unproductive where it 


` would be actively employed, adding to ‘the gains and growth 


-— 


of the country. l 

It is said that great embarrassment prevails throughout our 
state, that hundreds of farms are mortgaged at ruinous rates. 
And this is ascribed to the present law-—or, putting the charge 
in its true form, it is maintained that had it not been for the 
existing law, these unfortunate farmers and others would not 
have been compelled to go into the market as borrowers.— 
We cannot suppose for an instant, that any man believes that 
those who have been forced to borrow within the last two 
years, would not have been constrained by the same necessi- 
ty if a usury law had been in existence. All admit that large 
amounts of money have come into the country, and every 
business man knows that money is now lower in our cities and 
larger towns than ever it was under the former restraints.— 
Supposing this money had not been brought into our, market, 
where would these men who are now complaining, have ob-. 
tained the relief that has been of their own seeking? Instead 
of their getting the money cheaper, they would not have got- 
ten it at all. Instead of mortgages resting on their lands, 
they would have had the gratifying alternative of judgments, 
consisting not only of their indebtedness, but of sheriff’s,. 
clerk's, witnesses’ and lawyer's fees, by the side of all which, 
the present rates paid are a light burden. 

But there are adequate causes for the present embarrass- 
ments, Farmers have borrowed money for improvements, re- 
lying upon their crops to meet their obligations ; but when 
harvest time came their crops failed. This has been a univer- 
sal thing for two years, and the weight has been growing heav- 
ier and heavier, without any means of relief to be found. Oth- 
ers, in their fondness for gain, have fitted out their sons or 
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their friends for..California, and led by the bright prospect 
before them, have parted with their last team, or mortgaged 
their homestead for means to search out the golden trea- 
sure. ; l l i i 

The drain to California has been immense, the amount be- 
ing much beyond the ordinary estimates ; and although it has 
not been in money to an extent exceeding one-sixth of the ac- 
tual property taken out of our state, yet the effectis the same. 
It has decreased the available means of our people, and thus 
forced them to make loans to meet the deficiency that has 
been created. The effect has been double—to increase, the 
number of borrowers, and to decrease the amount of money 
in the state. Two causes, increased demand and diminished 
supply, have operated together in this case to produce the 
greatest rise in money. The effects of this drain have been 
partly relieved by the influx from foreign states, Had it not 
been for this influx, occasioned by our liberal laws, money 
would have been held at rates far more ruinous than have ex- 
isted.' Men talk as though debts would not have been con- 
tracted nor necessity existed for their payment, had it not 
been for our present law—as though ElDorado would have 
had no chance, and every citizen would have stayed quietly 
at. home without effort to realize his golded hopes. We do 
not understand what is meant by the majority, when they 
say that these things—short crops and California emigration— 
are the ‘‘consequences” of present embarrassment, and not the 
"cause." Others must search out the meaning and judge of 
the correctness of the position. When it is added that hard 
times have made ‘‘victims” for the free policy, we can only 
reply, they would have been “victims” under any policy.— 
Laws ‘could not have shielded them, nor rescued them from 
the oppression of their debts. 

Wisconsin, like Indiana, has fallen upon, a most unlucky 
time to test the correctness of her free system of money.— 
Thousands are crying out against it now, who, if circumstan- 
es had been what they were for the two years previous to its 
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adoption, would have been its strongést friends. "The unfor- 
tunate are always ready and anxious to find something to ac- 
cuse as the cause of their misfortunes, and they do not stop 
to inquire whether that cause be a reasonable and adequate 
one or not, Itis generally sufficient that they can fasten up- 
on some plausible reason not of themselves or their creation. 
And how long ‘have we been testing the law at present 
sought to be repealed ? Scarcely two years, and all that time 
in the midst of the most adverse circumstances, It has had 
no opportunity of working out and demonstrating its’ own lë- 
gitimate effects. It is being tried upon a false issue and be- 
fore a prejudiced and inflamed jury. We cannot think that 
any other law involving half as many interests as does this, 
‘and so deeply affecting the property relations of our state, 
would be stricken from our statute book in hot haste. The 
feelings of many are violent against it, and yet we doubt’ if 
they have paused to reflect upon the subject, or if they have, 
whether they have discovered one good reason foünded in prin- 
ciple, why it should be repealed.  Hasty legislation is the 
bane of western laws. The people cannot rely upon any law 
even of a general character and of the highest importance, re- 
maining unaltered for a longer space than twelve nionths.— 


Vested rights are assailed with the same freedom that weleg- 
islate about a highway or a hog-pound. Calculations. based: 


upon the faith of the public voice, as expressed in its statutes. 
are arrested in their progress, and the rational hopes of busi- 
ness are left to disappointment, with profits ‘unrealized and 
capital sunk. And all this we do with as little reflection and. 
eare, as though we were defining the boundaries of a scliool 
district, laying out a state road or chartering a paper city. 

It has been observed that even indifferent laws permanent- 
ly adopted and scrupulously obeyed, do more for the people 
than the best system frequently varied-or constantly disregar- 
ded. This is true—important laws should never be changed 
from trivial or improper causes, but only from clearest necese. 


sity. Confidence in law is thus weakened, and the respect ' 


that should be paid to legislation fails-to be inspired.

4mé-and opportunity for the present system to vindicate ite 
elf ? :„ Ought jt not to, have the chance of one favorable year, 
ifter having struggled against. every unfavorable circumstance 
that, copld have attended its operations ? 

- It.1s said that the law has had ample time.to prove its ef- 
fects... We think not. Laws affecting the. moneyed relations 
of: society require time to produce their proper results. It 
could. be as truly claimed that a tariff system could be fully 
tried in one yéar, as that our present law should be complete- 
ly understood in.all its. workings, in the period in which it has 
. had to operate. Time is needed for the rules of property in- 
tercourse to become established, and all the-intricate machine- 


ry, regulating the interest of capital and the money market to . 


be resolyed into fixed relations to tie yarious indastrial inter- 
ests that.are affected- by and depend üpon it. 
-. The undersigned would prefer that the present law remain 
unchanged, believing it to-be founded in reason, in the princi- 
ples of political science, and that it would in proper time prove 


its adaptation to the best interests and permanent welfare of l 


the, people.. 

But as a measure for the present, a concession of the de- 
mands .of the friends of usury laws. we would freely consent to 
some change. Too rapid a stride may have been made two 
years ago, when the present law was passed; but conceding 
that, we are not willing to-go back to a law so odious as that 
commended ‘by the majority.” It ‘smacks too strongly of the 
days of Romish restriction, and of the age that declared the 
taking; of gnterest. at any rate, to bea felony. If one elass of 
community is suffering, we would hearken to their ery and ex- 
, tend relief ;. but it is asking too much, indeed, in doing this, 
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to require-us to approve'a law which legislates. directly, we 
had almost. said intentionally, against another equally deserv- 
ing class. Laws are made for «ll, arid if there be any odious 
thing in political morals, it is class legislation. There is a 
large and useful body of men in this country, as in every oth- 
er, who depend upon short loans ¿nd quick returns, and who 
have not the means or fortune at hand to be independent in 
their business transactions. Such a law legislates directly 
against them in conuection v ith the capitalist, and shuts them 
out from the avenues of trade, thereby lessening competition 
and throwing business into a few hands for exorbitant profits, 
at reduced purchases. i 

The enterprising, shrewd and observant man, sio sees his . 
chances, and would enter the market to compete with others in 
the purchase of the various products of labor, is shut out for: 
the want of a market to which to resort to obtain the means to 
earry out his plans. j 

We would cheerfully support: a bill which should leave pro- 
amissory notes, bills of exchange, and every kind of loan un- 
secured by real estate, unrestricted by the present law, 'when 
given on short time, say up to six ortwelve months, and which 
should restrict loans on mortgage for twelve months or less, to 
some reasonable rate by contract, and over twelve inontlis at 
some less rate—making reasonable penalties and forfeitures 
for any violation of it provisions. 

But such an act as that proposed—one that allows of treble 
the interest paid, and forfeits principal and interest both, we 
cannot favor. It is too ultra in all its features—it violates ev- 
ery principle of political economy and morals known to -the 
world—it will operate most severely and ruinously upon cap- 
ital and enterprise, and, worse than all, it holds out a direct 
bribe to falsehood, knavery, intrigue and fraud, 

We offer no apology for the length of this report. From 
the positions assumed, and the importance of the question in- 
volved; we could dono less, Itisa subject which has per- 
haps a greater bearing upon the monied intérests and industri- 
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al pursuits of our young ‘state than any and all others. We 
ask its attentive perusal—not from the idea that, of itself, it 
will convince any, but that it may lead to that reflection and 
care which should always guide legislative’ action. 

If it will induce any one to look carefully into the princi- 
ples here touched upon, and direct them to a full examination 
of the works upon this subject, upon ; which this report is ba- 
séd--for:we day no claim to originality—we shall be: ‘abin: 
dantly satisfied. "We should feel happy if we could leave this 
subject to ‘the decision of any. author of political econotity, of 
Sny standing, within the last one hundred years. un 

“Much feeling has-been manifested, amounting, we regret to 
‘ay, in many instances, to a feeling of hatred arid revenge ‘to- 
ward the capitalist, but we do not desire, as legislators, to 
act in that spirit, nor to base our judgment upon isolated ca- 
ies, and those, perhaps, of our neiglibors and friends, 

' Believing that legislation is designed for all alike, and pre-

The committee on incorporations to whom was referred sQ 


much of the Governor's Message as relates to the subject of 
banks and banking, and also numerous petitions of citizens of 
different parts of the State, asking for the submission of the 
question of bank or no bank to the people, | 
REPORT: E 
That they have had the same under consideration and a 
majority of them are of opinion that the question of bank or 
no bank should be submitted to the voters at the next general 
election. st, 
Section 5, of Article XI, of the Constitution, provides that 


' “The legislature may submit to the voters at any general 


election, the question of bank or no bank, and if at any such 

election a number of votes equal to a majority of all the votes 
cast at such election on that subject shall be in favor of banks, 
then the legislature shall have power to grant Bank Char- 
ters," &c. 

It is well known that the Constitution first submitted to 
the people, which contained very stringent provisions against 
the incorporation of banks, and the circulation of bank notes, 
was rejected by a very large majority, and chiefly, it is-belie- 
ved. on account of the introduction of that article. ^ Other 
grave objections, it is true, were urged againstthe instrument, 
but it is the general opinion of the friends and opponents of 
its adoption, that it was rejected almost solely on that ground. 

When the second Constitutional Convention met, the bank- 
ing question was again agitated, and after a protracted strug-

gle, was finally confirmed by the insertion of the section above 
recited, and to the general satisfaction of both partiés, each 
claiming that'a majority of the electors were in favor of their 
respective principles, and each willing that it should be left 
to thé people themselves to decide the 'issue, when distinctly 
and separately presented to Tae without referenee to any 
other question whatever. 

` Të was obviously the intention of the framers of the Consti- 
tution, to form one which should be adopted by the people, 
and also that the vexed question of ‘Banking should be sub- 
mitted as a separate meane, and at the pues pracucebis 
moment, 3 

Your committee can see no good reason why.this question 
should not at once be submitted to the voters. The only ar- 
guments which have been urged against the immediate sub- 
mission, are, that the legislature has not been asked: to do so, 
that büt few petitions have been sent up requesting it, and 
that if the question be submitted, there is great danger that a. . 
majority of the votes cast will be in faver of Banks, and thus 
Banking Institutions be fastened upon the State. 

In answer to the first objection. we should say that though 
comparatively few petitions have been sent to us, yet from 
frequent and long continued agitation of the subject, there can 
riot be a doubt but that a large majority of the voters of the 
State demand immediate action. And the second objection 
virtually concedes that there is no truth and no force im the 
first ; for if it be true that if the question of banking be left to 
a vote of the people, that they will decide in favor of banks, 
then it follows that the passage of such a bill is demanded by 
them. 

To the second objection we reply, that in democratic gov- 
ernments it is.a well-established principle that the will ofa: 
majority fully obtained and fully expressed should prevail.— 
This principle has become so well settled and so universally 
acted on, that it has become an axiom in politics, and the day 
has passed for questioning its correctness, The principle lies 
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at the foundation of our form of government ; it has been, 
maintained and acted upon by all parties from the formation . 
of the Constitution to the present time, and though its exercise , 
at times may prove injurious and prejudicial to the interests of. 
the State ; yet to act upon any other, to allow the views ofa 
minority to govern and control the fairly expressed wishes of 
a majority, would be despotic and tyrannical. 

It has been sought by many to engraft upon the creed of a 
party, opposition to banking institutions, but the attempt has 
thus far been unsuccessful, and it is useless to continue it.-— 
Parties are not yet prepared to divide upon that issue—other, 
and more important questions separate them. 

If a majority of the people of this State decide in favor of 
banks, it.is right, it is democratic that their wishes in that re-. 
spect should be carried out, and your committee are of opin- 
ion that the question should at once be submitted to them.— 
The Constitution has pointed out the appropriate mode of do- 
ing so ; and in accordance with the views expressed, the com- 
mittee ask leave to submit the following bill. .

The committee on “Land Limitation" having introduced a 
hill entitled, “a bill to limit the quantity of land hereafter «o 
be held or owned.by any one person," asks leave to present 
their views on that subject in the following 

REPORT: 

Nothing is moreimportant for the prosperity of a nation, es- 
pecially a Republic, than to have the lands of the nation divi- 
ded among the people, in frecholds of. reasonable extent, and 
that a limit be affixed to the quantity of land which any one 
person may acquire. In fact, history will inform us, that na- 
tions have been happy and prosperous, or miserable and weak, 
just in proportion as this rule has been conformed to. The 
accumulation of lands in the hands of the Patricians in Rome, 
destroyed the Republic ; and the accumulation of lands in the 
hands of usurers, in the Roman Empire, destroyed ME the 
Western Empier o f Rome. 

| St. Pierre, an able and popular French writer, is bis se Stu- 
dies of Nature,” translated by Hunter, at pages 119 and 120, 
says, “ I have often been astonished that there is no law in 
France to prevent the unbounded accumulation of landed 
property.” He.says many fine things in favor of such a law, 
and shows the influence of land monopoly in producing em- 
barassments among the- working people, and in corrupting 
public morals. His work was published in 17¢4, In truth, 
land monopoly i in France was one main cause of the terrors of 
the Revolution in that country ; and the more equal distribu- 
tion of lands by confiscation and.sales, prepared the way, for 
that pubsequent strength of Ec against all her enemies. 
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It is a false snpposiion, that ‘some make, that in a true 
state of society. . ti..e will ever arrive, when the earth wili .

And yet, under the effects of land monepóly, nien and 
nauons are starving and perishing from the want of lands, iot- 
withstanding the abundance of provision for all which the De- 


“ity has created. 


The deprivation of the natural right of mañ to the soil, 


` must be injurious to all classes of society. The working men, 


born without an inheritance of land or money; are thrown into 
an oyer-crowded market of labor, into competition with their 
brethren, and under the necessity of selling their labor or me- 
chanical skill for a rate of wages barely adequate to ‘sustais 
life. 

The surplus laborers, unemployed are deprived of the right 
to ife, except upon charity ; and thus their minds are dégra- 
ded by ignorance; and thc#: morals by misery and £ilfric, 
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Thos: who have some property, and who live by manufac- 
tures or ‘commerce. are exposed to thé ruinous operations 07 
speculation and competition by over grown capitalists ; and 
the small.employer is, in too many instances, at the mercy of 
a larger one, wlio holds his destiny in his power. - 

To both rich and poor, land monopoly is finally injurious ; 
and its. sinister results may-be beheld in all departinents óf 
life and of business. In Wisconsin the ill effects of lend mo- 
napoly are plainly seen. The money expended fir lands and 
amassed by speculators from the toiling masses ‘for the mere 
lend, which God created for the good of all, would, if retained. 
by the working people; to whom it belongs, be an ‘dmount of 
wealth ample for the erection of houses, barns'and for other 
improvements, saving them from the hard necessity of resort- 
ing to loans from usurers, at an enormous interest. In’ fact, 
land monopoly is the monster parent of interest for money y 
forif lands were free to all, wealth must remain to the produ- 

cer of it, and the speculator and usurer vows be compelled to 
change their vocations. ' i 

For at least three years the farmers of Wisconsin have suf- 
fered either from short crops or from injuries to gfain în har- 
vest, or from d'ffieulty of getting grain to market, by bad 
roads. Now, inay it not be the fact that these evils are the 
results of land monopoly ? at least partly so? Farmers till 
such large fields that they cannot do that justiée to their hus- 
bandry, which would be manifest if smaller fields were well 
put in. Hence the winters are severe upon their crops. Nei- 
ther can they gather large fields so well as they could small- 
er, and better crops, as they have not help, and have parted 
with the money’for land, which should have gone for agricul- 
tural machinery. ‘The same reason prevents them from put- 
ting up capacious :barhs and'constructing good roads. Their 
crops, ih ot a few instances, rot on the fields, or they are pre- 
vented from getting them to market, or they are obliged to go 
to market in consequence of debts at the’most unprofitable 
time.ofthe vear. It is the opinion of the committee that if ári 
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inquiry were made, land monopoly would be proved to be the 
cause of great pecuniary and agricultural distress is this State, 
‘There is plenty of money in the East, but the money market 
must be always difficult and straitening in a new agrioultura] 
state under such consequences of land monopoly. 

Look at the evils also inflicted on community from the fact 
that town, village and city lots are in many instances held by 
land lords for rent. If a tavern-stand, a shoe-shop, clothing 
$tore or grocery stand is in a good place for. business, tbe 
land-lord puts on the tenant such a rate of rent that the ten- 
ant after paying all, can perhaps only barely get along with his 
family. Hence the tenant is compelled to charge his custom- 
ers such exorbitant prices that the publie often complain of 
extortion, not knowing that they are put under tribute to sat“ 
isfy the rapacious exactions of land monopolists. This is a 
great and common evil, and the cause is not enough noticed 
by those who suffer from its effects. A few men thus prey 
upon society. Ifthe owner of a stand occupies it himself, he 
js still able to charge extravagantly, because he has for his 
competitors around him, tenants, who have to pay high rents. 
and who have to faise their prices on sales to cover them, and 
just in conformity with the enormity of their rents. 

Land monopoly is the root of vast evil to the morals of onr 
citizens, to the cause of education, and to practical religion ; 
and the welfare and happiness of our country demand its ex- 
tirpation. and the most effectual plan of removing the evil, is a 
Land Limitation law of such a nature as, has been proposed. 

Before closing this report, your committee would commend 
to your consideration the following extract from a report to 
the Legislature of New York : l 

*Jt is contrary to justice that a human being should be born 


- without having the right to a free home somewhere on the 


earth. According to the theories of political economy, a man 
who is born in a world already occupied, if his family have 
not the means of supporting him, and society have no need of 


. his labor, has not the right to claim any portion of ‘nourish- 


‘ment, and he is really one too many on earth. At the great 
banquet of nature there is no room for him. Whether in a 
true state of society, and a rightful apportionment of the soil, 
the earth will ever be over-peopled, is a problem yet to be 
solved, and which time ont¥ can dnswér." 

“The All-wise and powerful Architect has probably so. pre- 
ordained his government that in a just condition of society 
overspreading our world, sthete shall-be a natural law of equi- 
librium between: the resources of the earth and thé entité'pop- 
ulation;: so that no famine arid misery shall thén arise. "But 
if it were destined that at any time the earth should be over- 
peopled, we ought not artificially to produce the horrors of 
such an event, now, in the infancy of society, by land mono- 
poly.”

A majority of the Committee to whom was referred several 
petitions asking for the repeal of the law on the sale of spirit- 
uous liquors, and the enactment of a law similar to the License 


Law of 1839, and to whom was also referred a bill for licensing 


the sale of intoxicating drinks : 
REPORT 
That they regard the present law on the sale of intoxicating 
drinks as immoral in its consequences and wrong in its princi- 


‘ples. It is a well established fact that since the enactment of 


that law the number of grog-shops, groceries, saloons, etc., has 
increased more than twofold, and especially those of a disor- 
derly character, nothing being more easily obtained than the 
bond required by law. If on the contrary a sufficient sum 
must be paid for obtaining a license to sell spirituous liquors, 
there will be found persons who will find the sale of intoxicat- 
ing drinks profitable, and those that can afford to pay such 
sum, will in general keep a better and more orderly house,— 
it is wrong in principle because it holds persons responsible for 
damages arising out of wrongs to which they are not parties 
either as principals or accessories. 

Those selling spirituous liquors, sell a lawful article of trade, 
and after having lawfully transferred it, and of course lost all 
control whatever over it, they are, notwithstanding, made res- 
ponsible for all damages which may arise out of the unreason- 
able use, which other people, well knowing the properties of 
the article bought, may choose to make of it,

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According to the views expressed, a majority of your com- . 
mittee recommends the repeal of'the present law on the sale of 
intoxicating liquors, and the passage of the bill referred to 
them, with two slight amendments. .

SIR : l . 

I have the honor to enclose you a copy of the instructions 
this day sent to the Surveyor General of your State, for the 
selection of the swamp and overflowed lands, to which the state 
will be entitled by the act of 28th of September 1850. 

"You will perceive that by those instructions, the Surveyor 
General is authorized to receive such reliable evidence of the 
character of any of these lands as may be presented by the au- 
thorities of the state ; "and as many of the lands were proba- 
bly surveyed at dry seasons, and hence áre not represented by 
the descriptive notes or plats as being of that character, I have 
supposed that it may be of sufficient importance to induce you . 
to call upon the county surveyors, or other respectable persons 
of your state, for a stafement, under oath, of the swamp or 
overflowed lands in their respective counties. 

Such testimony, you will perceive, will be regarded as es- 
tablishing the facts in the case, and on receipt of the reports 
of the'Surveyor General's lists of the lands will be prepared as 
required by the act submitted for the approval of the Seeretary 
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of the Inter*-~, and plats and patents for the lands thus ap- 


proved, will .t once be prepared and forwarded to you.

SIR: 

By the act of congress entitled ** An act to enable the 
State of Arkansas and other states,to reclaim the ‘swamp lands” 
within their limits,” approved September 28, 1850, it is di- 
rected ‘* That to enable the State of Arkansas, to construct the . 
necessary levees and drains to reclaim the swamp and over- 
flowed lands therein, the whole of those swamp and overflowed, 
lands made thereby unfit for cultivation, which shall remain 
unsold at the passage ef this act shall be, and the same are 
hereby granted to said state.” = . 

lst: By the 4th section of this act, itis directed, tbat the 
provisions of it shall be extended to and their benefits be con- 
ferred upon each of the other states of the Union, in which such 
swamp and overflowed lands may be situated. 

2d. And “that in making out a list and plats of .the lands 
aforesaid, all legal sub-divisions, the greater part of which is 
* wet and unfit for cultivation” shall be included in said list and 
plats; but when the greater part of a sub-division is not of 
that character, the whole of it shall be excluded therefrom.” 

This act clearly and unequivocally grants to the several states: 

those lands which from being swampy or subject to overflow, 
are unfit for cultivation ; in this class is included also all lands 
which, though dry part of the year, are subject to inundation, 
at the planting, growing or harvesting season, so as to destroy 
the crop, and therefore are unfit for cultivation, taking the av~ 
erage of the seasons for a reasonable number of years, as the 
rule of determination. 
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You will please make out a list of the lands'thus granted to - 
the state, designating those which have been sold or otherwise 
disposed of since the passage of the law, and the price paid for: 
them when purchased. | 

The only reliable data in your possession from which these 


lists can be made out, are the field notes of the surveys on file: 
in your office ; and if the authorities of the state are’ willing: 


toadoptthese as the basis of those lists, you will so regard 
them. fnot, and those authorities furnish you satisfactory 
evidence, that any lands are of the character embraced by the 
grant, you will so report them. 


The following general principles will govern you, in making. . 


up these lists, to wit: 


Where the field notes are the basis and the intersections of 
the lines of swamp or overflow with those of the publie surveys: 


alone are given, those intersections may becónnected by straight 
lines, and all legal sub-divisions the. greater part of which are- 
shown by these llnes to be within the swamp or overflow will 
be certified ‘o the state, the balance will remain the property 
of the Government. 

. Where the state authorities may conclude to have the sur- 
veys made to determine the boundaries of the swamp or over- 


flowed lands, those boundaries-alone should be surveyed, tak- 


ing connections with the nearest section or- township, cor- 
ners ; or i 

- Where the swamp or overflowed lands are on the borders of 
a stream or lake the stream or lake could be meandered and 


ordinates surveyed at suitable intervals, from the borders of the — 


stream or lake to:the margin of the swamp or overflowed lands, 
and by connecting the ends of those ordinates, next to that 
margin by straight lines, the boundaries of the swamp or over- 
flowed lands can be ascertained with sufficient accuracy. In 
no case, however, should any such boundaries or ordinates be 
marked in the field, as they may produce difficulty in deter- 
mining the lines and corners of the public surveys hereafter, 
and thus lead to litigation, The selections in -atl these cases 
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' will be made as before directed. Where satisfactory eviderice 


is produced, that the whole ofa township, or of any particular 
and specified part of a township, or the whole of a traet of 
country bounded by specified, surveyed or natural boundaries, 


- is of the character embraced by the grant, you will so report it. 


The adjacent sub-divisions however to be subject to the regu- 
lations above given ; and in every case under each rule or prin- 
ciple herein prescribed. forty acre lots or quarter quarter sec- 
tions will be regarded as the legal sub-divisions contemplated 
by the law. 

The affidavits of the county surveyors and other tespectable 
persons that they understand and have examined the lines, and. 
that the lands bounded by lines thus examined and particular- 
ly designated in the affidavit, are of the character embraced by 
the law, should be sufficient. 

` The line or boundary of the overflow, that renders the land 
unfit for regular cultivation may be adopted as “ which regu- 
lates the grant. 

You will make out lists of these lands as ere as practica- 
ble, according to the following form,one copy of which you will 
transmit to the, land officers and another to this office. The 
lands selected should be reserved from sale, and after those se- 
lections are approved by the Secretary of the Interior, the 
Register should enter all the lands so selected in his tract 
books as ** granted to the State by act of 28 September, I850, 
being swamp or overflowed lands," and on the plats enter on 
each tract, ** State act 28th September, 1850," Copies of the 


‘approved lists will be sent to the Registers for this purpose.— 


Your early attention is requested in this matter that the grant 
may be disposed of as speedily as possible. i

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COMMUNICATION 
FROM ALEXANDRE VATTEMARE. 


WASHINGTON CITY, October 25, 1850. 
` His Excellency, ‘the Governor ft Wisconsin ; 

SIR : 
Being about to take my final leave of the United States, 
I am desirous, before my departure, to make my grateful ac- 
knowledgements to the various states of the American Union,. 
to which I have been so long and so.deeply indebted for their 
unvarying kindness and hospitality, and the liberal appreria- 
tion they have manifested of the system of which I am the 
. humble author and advocate. Most of the States have either 
adopted the plan of intellectual intercourse with tbe nations of 
the old world, and contributed liberally towards its support, 
or have indicated a desire to do so. Those that have engaged 
‘in the system and have reaped its first fruits, have been satis- 
fied with its result, in enriching their libraries with the pro- 
ductions of European genius. My object in the present letter: 
-is ta urge upon such States the importance of securing its per-- 
manence by the adoption of measures calculated to place its

support beyond the reach of political contingencies, To this 
end I would beg leave respectfully- to maké the following 
suggestions : 

I. The appropriation made by each State should be quite 
small—so small as not to offer a mark for retrenchment, and 
to be in the neighborhood of the pecuniary value of the objects 
received ; and a portion of the sum should be retained to pay 
the home expenses of the system, In making this suggestion 
I do not wish to be understood as recognizing the pecuniary 
value as a just measure of acts of national comity and good 
will, but I wish to put the system of exchange beyond the 
reach'of the cavils of those who recognize no other mode of 
estimation. - 

2. The appropriation should be certain. Some of the states 
in a spirit. of liberality, have made appropriations larger thai 
would -be necessary if all contributed their proportion .to the 
support of the system, and remitted the amount áppropriated 
with promptitude and regularity. The efficient conduct of the 
system depends upon the certainty and perm anence of the ap- 
propriations more than upon their amount. Clerk-hire, office 
rent, transportation, pay of agents, &c., demand a constant 

„and certain income, and without the means of meeting these 

expenses the system could not exist a single year. In the 
first years of its existence, my own private purse supplied the 
means of realizing a favorite and long cherished idea j but 
having row presented it fairly to the world, I cannot doubt 
that being found to repay a hundred fold the comparatively 
trifling cost of its maintenance,it will be liberally and cheerful- 
ly supported. 

3. A standing committee or permanent agent should be ap- 
pointed by each state to be charged with the business of ex- 

‘change. It should be the duty of the committee or agent to 
-communicate to the central ageticy a statement at cettain in- 
tervals, of the intellectual. wants of the state-—the books, 
«maps, works of art. &c., which are most needed—and of the 
objects which are in possession.to be given i» exchange.— 
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For want of such a system I have been obliged in most cases 
to rely entirely upon my own judgement, and. may often have 
erred by sending to a state what is already possessed, | The 
great questions. in these interchanges are,—what do you want ? 
and what have you got to give-in return for the supply of your 
wants ? The whole efficiency and usefulness of the plan rests 
upon an intelligent reply to these questions. I beg leave to 
ask particular attention to the indispensableness of a provis- 
ion of this kind. 

Should these three points be attended to by the states adopt- 
ing thé plan, I shall have no fears for its permanent establish- 
ment and complete success. Parcs 

In conclusion, I have a few remarks to offer s Way of apos 
logy : The infancy of a great enterprise is itstrying time ; Fi 
friends are apt to be fearful or discouraged, and its enemies 
have a thousand opportunities for objection and reproach.— 
I have had abundant occasion to know this in my own expe- 
‘rience; but confident of the value of the plan, and conscious of 
no other selfish motive in desiring its establishment, than the 
ambition of being the instrument of good to my fellow men, 
I have but.one request to make of those who would pass a just 
judgement upon the system and its author—a little patience. 
My absence from the center of operations, the vast multipli- 
city of the objects requiring my personal attention, the want 
of means to save myself from clerical drudgery for the admin- 
istration of the system, have all contributed to.delay that reg- 
ularity in its conduct which is indispensable to the full reali- 
zation of its benefits. I am now about to return to Paris, 
when I hope the friends who have extended to me their gene- 


erous confidence on this side of the Atlantic will have no rea- - 


son to be disappointed —1 expect to make arrangements which 
will give to the transactions of exchange allthe regularity of 
commercial operations. 

There is an idea which I have iia cherished which I wish 
to place in a prominent light before the American people, and 
in which I hope to secure their unanimous co-operation—it jg 
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the establishment of an American Hbrary in city of Paris.— 
Much progress has already been made in the realization of this 
idea. Nearly five thousand volumes of works exclusively 
American have already been collected, and now form the nu- 
cleus of an American Library in an apartment of the Hotel de 
Ville, under the special and exclusive direction of the city au- . 
thorities of Paris. It is their intention to arrange the works 
belonging to the several states in separate alcoves, inscribed 
with the names and arms ofthe various members of the Con- 
federacy from which they come, and to collect there the "busts 
and portraits of the celebrated men of your country, and the 
productions of her artists in every kind. To accomplish a 
plan so eminently calculated to place America in her first po- 
sition before the eyes of Europe, I make my appeal to the pa- 
triotism of the citizens of the States. I hope that the authors 
and publishers of America will respond to the ptoposition, by 


contributing to that library specimens ofthe productions of 
American learning and genius. Would not your Excellency 
take some measures to bring this subject to the attention of 
the people of your State, in order that they may be faithfully 
represented. The contributions made for this purpose should 
have their destination distinctly 'indicated, and should pass 
i through the State Agency. Among the most prominent ele- 
ments of usefulness in this library, would be a complete series 
ofthe State Laws. Questions arising before foreign consuls 
and ministers render these works of the utmost value for ref- 
erence. I need not, I am sure,point out to your Excellency 
the value and importance of such an establishment in the heart 
of Europe. They will at once suggest themselves. In such 
a library, everything Ámerican would find an appropriate place. 
Pamphlets, maps and engravings, as well as books, would there 
possess an interest perhaps unsuspected at home, where they 
are apt to be undervalued or overlooked, or thought to pos- 
sess a merely local interest. 
l most cordially invite the co-operation of your young state 
in carrying out this as well as the other portion of designs . 
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which I think can hardly fail to result in benefit to the coun- 
try, and to secure the approbation of every enlightened patri- 
ot. Your objects of Natural History would have a great in- 
terest in Europe, and would secure you returns in important 
works. May I beg of your Excellency to bring this subject 
to the attention of your legislature.

Of the Committee on Agricultnre and Commerce- 


The Committee on Agriculture and Commerce, to whom that 
part of the Governor's Message, which relates to the ** Agri- 
cultural interests of the country " was referred, and also sun- 
dry Resolutions, and Memorials from Agricultural Associations 
and individuals, on the subject of an Agricultural Department 
in the State Üniversity, and a State Agricultural Society, beg 
leave to Report, 

That they have had the same under consideration, and have 
carefully compared and considered the suggestions and recom- 
mendations contained in the Message, as well as those of the 
petitioners; they have also carefully compared the views ex- 
pressed by the petitions with those of his excellency, the Gov- 
ernor, and those of the regents of the University, embraced in 
their Third Annual Report, under t! e head of ** Application 
of Scienee to the Useful Arts," to which the Governor favora- 
bly alludes in his Message: in all of which your Committee 
have found a perfect coincidence of sentiment in relation to the 
. importance of providing liberally for the endowment of a De- 
partment m the University of Wisconsin, for the aequisition 
and diffusion of that knowledge which will enable the tiller of 
the soil to pursue his useful and honest and honorable profes- 
sion, or calling with certainty and suceess. 

That Agricultural Science 1s indispensible to the S 
pursuit of the husbandman, is no longer a problem to be solved, 
but is universally admitt.d by all classes. 

That the Agricultural interest of this State has equal claims 
upon State bounty, with the learned professions, your commit~ 
tee feel confident that all will admit. 
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** That Agricultural Science, like all other sciences, can only . 


be acquired by study and research, and that the discipline of 
the school is essential to its acquisition," will also be readily 
admitted. 

: Hitherto, while the other professions have had their depart- 
ments, their bureaus, their libraries and their lyceums, and 
thereby were improving their conditions, Agriculture has been 
suffered to remain in the back ground, to struggle along single 
handed and alone, without the aid of Agricultural Science, or 
presuming to gain access to the public crib. Itis no less true 
that while the industrial classes have received comparatively 
nothing from the treasury, it is from their hard earnings, in a 
great measure, that the treasury is replenished. 

Your committee would not be understood as casting any re- 
flections on the other professions by these remarks, for they 
are frank to say, that in all the attempts which have been 
made in other states, and in various ways, to elevate the stan- 
dard of agriculture, and to improve the condition of the agri- 
culturalist, the professional part of community,:to their honor 


be it said, have uniformly extended a liberal hand, and your - 


committee will not doubt that such will be their course in Wis-* 
consin. 

In order to remedy an evil, it becomes necessary to ascertain 
. the cause of such evil, that the proper remedy may be ap- 
plied. i 

What then may be considered as the most prominent reason 
why the agricultural interests of the country have not kept 
pacé with the learned professions ? 

' In the language of the Regents of the University, your 
committee would say, ** That the prevalence of the sentiment 
hitherto, that the propriety of liberal culture, both general and 
professional, is confined to the practitioners of the learned pro- 
fessiens, and that all the science and the philosophy, which 
transcends the rudimenta] instructions of the common school, 
would be thrown away on the farmer and the artezan, has done 
more than aught else to impair.the effectiveness of the indus- 
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trial process, to limit the beneficial action of the useful arts, 
and unfortunately for the public to let down their position in 
the social economy ;"' and further, that ** without a knowledge 
of Agricultural Science, the farming process falls to the low 
level of routine and drudgery. With it, agriculture rises to 
the dignity of a profession, and vindicates its undoubted claim 
to stand not only in the first rank of the experimental arts, 
but side by side with the learned professions in interest and 
honor, as well as profit." . 

In view of these facts, promulgated as they are from such 
high authority, your committee is aware that a brighter day is 
dawning—that the time has passed by, when any respectable 
portion of community will presume to doubt the propriety and 
necessity of immediate legislative action in the matter—that 
the scales which have hitherto blinded the mental vision of the 
community at large, on this subject, are fast giving@away-to 
the penetrating influences of the light which science has bro't 
to bear upon them, and by which they are enabled to see 
clearly their condition, and to appreciate the important rela- 
tions which the producing classes bear to the prefessional class- 
es, and the interests of the state at large,—that while the ag- 
riculturalists pay much the largest proportion of taxes for the 


. support of the government, they should be entitled to receive 


their relative proportion of state bounty, especially when it is 
conceded that whatever tends to the advancement of agricul- 
ture and the mechanic arts, adds to the wealth of the states 
and operates equally beneficial upon all. . 

In accordance with the views and suggestions herein set 
forth, and to cary out the plan suggested by the Regents, as 
wellas to meet the wants of the Petitioners, your committee 
beg leave to introduce a bill for the organization of an Agri- 
cultural Department in the State University. They also give 
notice that they will on some future day ask leave to intro- 
duce a bill for the formation of a State Agricultural Society. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.
